L-1 5 Sinks Off Mouth of Thames 


After Capture of Crew by 
Patrol Trawler. 


BLOWN UP AFTER RESCUE 


Fatal Task Fell to Officer by Lot— 
Five Airships In Raid Killed 
28, Wounded 44. 


- LONDON, April 1.—Bombs dropped by 
the five Zeppelins that raided the east 
and northeast coasts of England last 
night killed twenty-eight persons and 
wounded forty-four, perhaps more, ac- 
cording to the official figures given out 
today. ; 

One of -the Zeppelins was brought 
down by gun fire, the third of her class 
to come to grief in the raids on England.) 
It fell into the sea, and later sank. The 
crew were rescued and as prisoners were 
taken to Chatham. This Zeppelin, it was 
officially announced, was the L-15. 

** During the night,”’ an earlier official 
statement read, ‘‘a damaged Zeppelin 
was observed to come down off the 
Thames, estuary. On being approached 
by one of our patrol vessels she sur- 
rendered. The crew was taken off her 
and she was taken in tow, but she sub- 
sequently broke up and sank.”’ 


Surrender of the L-15. 


Credit for capturing the survivors of 
the Zeppelin L-15 belongs to the scout- 
ing trawler Olivine, commanded’ by 
Lieutenant William R. Mackintosh, 
Royal Naval Reserve, but naval men 
freely concede that the credit for bring- 
ing the Zeppelin down belongs to-one of 
the land batteries, which may be de- 
scribed as stationed: in an eastern 
county. 

The Zeppelin came down in the broad 
mouth .of the Thames soon after 3 
o'clock this. morning. That stretch of 
water, as well as the adjoining coast 
waters, swarms wrth patrolling craft. 
The airship’s back nad been broken 
by gunfire, her gondolas were riddled 
with shrapnel bullets. Several of her 
crew were badly wounded. Her com- 
mander had sufficient confidence in 
the ety. of British sailors to send 
out reless signals of distress. 

“She came down like a_ sick bird, 
flopping at both ends as though they 
were wings,’’ said a sailor who wit- 
nessed the descent of the Zeppelin. The 
sea was ‘smooth and. the night was 
clear, though..dark, so the trawler was 
able to take aboard wounded as well 
as unwounded. Some of the crew were 
at the. top of’ the balloon, while the 
wounded and their attendants remained 
in the baskets below.

TO TAKE THE STUMP 


A Campaign for Preparedness 
Would Win Him Republican 
Nomination, Friends Say. 3 


ROOT MIGHT BACK Hi8 PLAY 


Breach Between Them Healed— 
Oyster Bay Amused by Varying. | 
Views on Bacon Luncheon. 


Special to The New York Times. ‘ 
OYSTER BAY, Ll. I., April 1.—The 
Roosev elt-Root-Lodge-Bacon luncheon 
has- ripped the political situation wide 
open and’ has served to put the bitter 
anti-Roosevelt men on the defensive. 
Friends of Colonel Roosevelt are now 
urging him to stump the country for 
prepare‘iness and he is considering the 
Suggestion, but so far has .not indicated 
whether he will accept or reject it: A 
campaign to arouse patriotism would 
be, to all intents and purposes, a cam- 
paign tending toward the nomination of 
Roosevelt by the Republican. conven- 
tion, his friends. assert, and not in 
behalf of any other candidate.

It is being suggested 
that Congress, after.the Villa campaign, 
may be urged to pass a special act pro- 
moting Colonel Dodd. to’ be Brigadier 
General, in the same way that George

COLUMBUS, N. M., April 1.—Riding 
mercilessly, 400 American troopers un- 
der Colonel George A. Dodd are making 
desperate efforts to capture or wipe out 
‘the survivors of Francisco Villa’s larg- 
est command, which they defeated at 
San Geronimo Ranch several days ago, 
according to meagre reports sweeping 
across the border today. 

The speed and the relentlessness with 
which the pursuit is being made is in- 
dicated, according to- army men here, 
by the fact that General Pershing, who, 
last reports said, was speéding from 
Namiquipa across desert trails and 
through mountain passes, to the scene 
of action, had not even taken time to 
make a detailed report of the engage- 
ment. Nor was any word received 
from Colonel Dodd, although service at 
the army wireless: station here, inter- 
rupted by climatic conditions, was re- 
sumed today 

Military headquarters here made this 
statement: 
“No details of the engagement ‘have 

en received. The only messages re- 
ceived. frdm the south were of purely 
routine nature, and in none of them 
was the engagement mentioned.”

The Cunarder Andania, which has just 
arrived here from Newport, England, to 
load war munitions for Liverpool, has 
been carrying troobs and stores to Gal- 
lipoli and Egypt since the beginning 
of the war.

Money ‘Had Been Collected to Print 
a Newspaper to “Tell, the 
. Truth About the War.” 


The Printers and Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, 150 Nassau Street, organized by 
prominent German-Americans of New 
York City and vicinity to publish a 
daily newspaper that would ‘tell the 
truth about the war in Burope,”’ caused 
the arrest yesterday of Frederick J. 
Helderich, 45 years old, of 284 Kingston 
Avenue, Brooklyn, the bookkeeper of 
the association, on a charge of forgery. 
Peculations aggregating $9,000, and 
possibly more, were alleged. 

The Printers and Publishers’ Associ- 
ation was organized in Juné, 1915, with 
the intention of collecting $500,000 from 
German-American advocates of ‘the 
truth,” but the undertaking proved 
abortive and recently went into. liqui- 
dation. The Secretary of the organ- 
ization was Henry Weismann of 473 
Macdonough Street, Brooklyn, head of 
the German-American Alliance of the 
State of New York and Chairman of 
the German-American Literary Defense 
Society. Other officers of the organ- 
ization were Dr. Hugo Schweitzer of 
Manhattan, President; Emil Kipper of 
640 West 189th Street, Vice dent, 
and Max W. Stoehr of Passaic, N. J., 
Treasurer. se

FREEDOM FOR POWERS ALSO 





The Exclusion of the Latter’s Testi- 
“mony Held by the Court to 
be a Material Error. 





After spending several days in jail, 
John W. McGrath. Colonel Theodors 
Roosevelt's secretary, and William Pow- 
ers, a cousin of McGrath, both of whom 
were found guilty of assault in the Court 
of Special Sessions, were yesterday re- 
leased in $1,000 bail each by Supreme 
Court Justice Scudder in Brooklyn, after 
he had’ granted them a certificate of 
reasonable doubt as to the ‘legality of 
their conviction. The two men are now 
preparing to appeal to the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court .from the 
judgment of the trial court. 

The trouble which led to the arrest of 
McGrath and Powers occurred on June 
11 last in the rear)room of a café at St. 
John’s Place and Rogers Avenue. The 
two became involved in an argument 
with Charles Lighte, Jr., a manufacturer 
of mineral waters, of 465 Eastern Park- 
way, and Lighte’s wife. Lighte com- 
plained that he was assaulted by Mc- 
Grath and Powers, and that one of his 
legs was fractured. On Tuesday last the 
Justice of the Court of Special Sessions 
in Brooklyn sentenced McGrath and 
Powers to spend thirty days each in the 
Work House. They were not taken to 
Blackwell's Island from the Raymond 
Street Jail, as they obtained an order 
directing the District Attorney to show 
cause why a certificate of reasonable 
doubt should not issue to them. 

Some months after his arrest on the 
complaint of Lighte. Powers was at- 
tacked in a restaurant near the Long 


Island Railroad station by two men, 
who, he says, were strangers to him. On 
the trial of the case, counse) for Powers 
endeavored to question him as to wheth- 
er the attack had been instigated by the 
Lightes, but this testimony was not ad- 
mitted by the court, on the ground that 
it was beyond the question at issue. 

‘“*The matters concerning which the 
witness Powers was questioned and his 
testimony excluded,’’ said Justice Scud- 
der in granting the certificate, ‘‘ tended 
to prove intense hostility toward him by 
the complaining witness and-his wife. 
The exclusion of his testimony by the 
trial court would, therefore, seem to be 
erroneous under the authorities. In view 
of the fact that the defendants have 
been convicted solely on the testimony 
of Lighte and his wife, reasonable 
grounds would seem to exist to warrant 
a determination by the Appellate Divis- 
ion that. the exclusion of Powers's testi- 
mony was a material error justifying a 
reversal of the judgment of conviction. 
Unquestionably the defendants are en- 
titled to the certificate applied for.’’ 

The appeal of McGrath and Powers will 
probably be heard by the Appellate Di- 
vision next month.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Representa- 
tivé William E. Humphrey of Washing- 
ton, Republican, sounded a campaign 
keynote in. the House toda ay when he as- 
sailed the Underwood tariff law and as- 
serted that Democratic tariff. revision, 
and not the war in Europe, is responsi- 
ble for the low state of revenues:

ecreasé in revenue from $29,000,000 to

crease in imports. of of ,000,000, but a 
loss in revenue of $8,000.

ARBOR, Mich., April 1.—Presi- 
dent Emeritus James Burrill. Angell of 


the University of Michigan’ died at his 
home here at 11:50 A. M. The aged edu- 


cator passcd away While in a deep sleep ed 


which had lasted for several days. For: 
weeks he had been hovering between 
life and death, rallying for a few days, 


and again relapsing to a lower state. 
His final breakdown in health was at- 
tributed largely to his attempts at an- 
swering a large number of congratu- 
latory letters and. cards. received 0 
Jan. 7 last, which wes his eighty-sev- 
enth birthday, 

Those present at-his death were his 
brother William of Chicago and two of 
his three children—Judge Alexis Angell 
of Detroit and Mrs. Andrew McLaugh- 
lin of .Chica&igo. ofessor. James 
Angell of Chicago w not present. 

Funeral services will eld at. the 
Angell-residence Monday afternoon, and 
burial will be made in» Forest Hill Ceme- 
tery here. Dr. Lioyd Pouglass of the 
Congregatio1.al Church will officiate. 


One of the teading.educators of his 
time and the oldest college Presidént 
in point of service in the United States, 
having served forty-eight years in all, 
during which he was first President 
of the University of Vermont and then 
of the University of Michigan, from 
1871 until 1909, Dr, John Burrill Angell 
was long regarded as the pioneer in the 
present system of State universities and 
co-education. When he_ retired .as 
President Emeritus.of the University of 
Michigan, Dr. Angell had conferred de- 
grees on 2,500 graduates of whom 200 


were women. 

Born in Scituate, R. I., he worked 
on his father’s farm during his youth. 
He was descended in direct line from 
the Thomas Angell who followed Roger 
Williams to Rhode Island and estab- 
lished the Angell family there. 

Entering Brown University as a fresh- 
man at the age of 16, Dr. Angell was 
raduated in 1849, with the highest 
Rennes of his class. During the five 
years after graduation he taught, -at 
the same time following his naturally 
studious bent and taking up many sub- 
jects} In m1, Dr. Angell went to 
Europe and spent two years studying 
there, being recalled to take the chair 
of Modern Languages and Literature at 
Brown University. He was then 24 
years old and among his students we 
Richard Olney and John Hay, both o 
whom were destined to become great in 
the history of the nation. 


Editor of Providence Journal. 


Dr. Angell remained at Brown until 


1860, and during this period developed 
the highest qualities as both teacher 
and administrator. It was duri the 
last few years of his professorship at 
Brown that he began to write for The 
Providence Journal, He wrote editorials 
and other leading articles, and grew to 
like the work so much that he stepped 
out of Brown University into the edi- 
torship of The Journal. 

He remained in charge of The Journal 
until 1866, always loyal to the Govern- 
ment, and writing many stanch and 
patriotic articles during the critical 
days of the civil war. Then, in 1866, 
Dr. Angell felt again the call of. his life 
work and accepted the Presidency of the 
University of Vermont, two years 
fore Dr. Charles W. Eliot, now Presi- 
dent Eméritus, became ‘President of 
Harvard University. 

‘At the end of his third year as Presi- 
dent of the University of Vermont 
Brown Uhiversity ¢onféerred’ on him the 
degree of LL. D. Then the Regents of 
the University of Michigan, who were 
looking for a young, energetic, and able 
President to pbuil - the university, 
singled out Dr. Angell.

Some political leaders said recently 
that the Republican old ard could 
again control the national convention 
and kill off any chance that Roosevelt 
had by putting the steam roller into 
action. That was before the luncheon 
on Friday.

- OVER BACON FEAST 


Stimson Sees Roosevelt Backing 
Root, and Progressives Sure 
Root Is For Colonel. 


Local politicians in all three camps 
talked of nothing yesterday but the 
luncheon Robert Bacon gave on Friday 
to Colonel Roosevelt, ex-Senator Elihu 
Root, Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts, and General Leonard 
Wood. The fact that it was announced 
that the gathering was in the interest 
of @ preparedness program did not enter 
into the politicians’ calculations. To 
them it held only political significance, 
and it created more stir than the now 
famous Gary dinner.

WASHINGTON, April 1. — Political 
circles, Republican circles especially, 
were astir today over the Bacon lunch- 
eon.

As to collars, there is also a wide 
diversity, for which every woman 
should be devoutly thankful. ‘There 
is no suit, no matter how smart and 
expensive, that cannot be entirely 
ruined by the arrangement of the 
neck. It is quite true that many of 
the smartest jackets have a high, 
straight collar that ‘butons up the 
front to the chin, flaring slightly to 
hide the lower part of the ear. There 
are few women in the world who can 
wear the collar that comes tight un- 
der the chin, but there are few who 
cannot wear the collar that spreads 
moderately at the top. 

Such collars, however, are almost 
entirely confined to short jackets. 


The Renaissance Decolletage. 


The most trying décolletage has 
come about in the bodices as well as 
in many of the theatre and dinner 
gowns. It is called the Renaissance, 
for want of a better name. It is com- 
monly seen in the portraits of the 
fourteenth century, and with this 
neck, some of the historically inclined 
designers have brought out the hat of 
the Renaissance. 

This excessively trying décolletage 
is beloved by the artists of all epochs, 
but the modern dressmaker knows 
that she must use the original thing 
only as a suggestion, otherwise, she

some had earned but $4 a week, 
while others had earned as much as 
$35. ‘Thus, considering their hours 
in the Sharonware Workshop, they 
earn a fair wage. The fact that the 
men are free from anxiety and worry 
and are again useful members of 
society makes them happy, and jt is 
a well-founded fact that a contented 
mind has much to do with the gen- 
eral condition of a cardiac. 

At first the output from the Sharon 
Home and its original workshop was 
confined to flower pots, but later more 
ambitious pieces were molded. The 
exhibit at the Flower Show will in- 
clude bird baths, sun dials, gardén 
seats, a Florentine fountain, various 
garden jardini@res, pedestals, terminal 
figures, Roman ferneries, balustrades, 
Renaissance and Pompeian columns 
suitable for pergolas, wall fountains, 
garden tables for outdoor teas and 
luncheons, porch boxes, fruit baskets, 
gate posts, large vases, and copings 
for garden pools. 

The furniture is designed by archi- 
tects and sculptors and is reputed to 
be frost proof. Exposure to weather 
conditions improves its durability and 
begutifies its texture and color. The 
objects are now on sale at 150 agencies 
in New York City and vicinity. 

In her report of the first. year of 


industrial work at Sharon, Miss Put- 


nam suggests that other forms of oc- 
cupational work may be adopted. She 
says: 


For some years any various institu- 
tions have been using different lines of 
occupational work.

“It every city and town in the 
country today were to provide night 
classes in. which its non-Hnglish 
speaking adult population could learn 
English and the first principles of 
American _jcitizenship we should 
have,” says the National American- 
ization Committee, “the machinery 
for Americanigation:’” The commit- 
tee adds: . 


For while Americanization means much 
more than the English language and 
civics, English is the indispensable key. 
A general provision for teaching it would 
be a tremendous achievement, for we 
have never had this before. We now 
have facilities for perhaps one immi- 
grant.in ten in the best equip States, 
and for none at all in some States. 

We have requirements for naturaliza- 
tion and no facilities for meeting them. 
We tell every immigrant that to\be a 
citizen and a competent resident of the 
United States he must be able to the 
English language and show that he is 
** attached to the principles of the Con- 
stitution.’’ But we have not thought it 
our responsibility to provide the ways 
and means. nd therefore if night 
schools and clagses on an adequate‘scale 
were now provided for in every com- 
munity: with a considerable foreign-born 
population, We should haye at least an 
Americanization policy and program; 
and we should be infinitely further along 
on the to national unity than we 
now are.

To meet this great problem * The Cit- 
izenship Syllabus” has been compiled. 
It is‘a little book of forty-eight pages.

Bach day that the fight‘is prolonged 
makes {ft more and more necessary 
that Germany should win and at the 
Same time lessens Hér chances of win- 
ning. As I stated in the first of these 
reviews dealing with the Verdun fight- 
ing, a surprise attack can only be suc- 
cessful if it succeeds at once. An at- 
tack in force; sueh.as the Verdun at- 
tack is, can only be successful if it 
succéeds before the defense can have 
the time and opportunity to 4ring up 
the needed reserves and ammunition. 
The French have had plenty of time’ 
to prepare now, the element of sur- 
prise which existed for the first two 
days. of the fighting exists no longer, 
and they have had all the time necés- 
Sary to bring up all the resérvées in 
men and ms that they possess. 
Therefore; Germany can no longer 
hope to win @.victory which is, from 
a military sense, practicable. 

I still cOmtend that the Germans can 
take Verdun if they are willing to pay 
tae price, provided only that they have 
the price to pay. But the price is be- 
yond all reason, and the French will 
exact every farthing of it, And Ger- 
many r es the necessity and the 
cost. »A day or two ago I saw a letter 
from & city in Germany, written by a 
well-educated woman, dated March 3. 
It stated that the announcement was 
‘made on Feb. 28 that Verdun had 
fallen. This ititself is sufficient proof 
that German officialdom realizes that 
the military party must make good to 
the German péople. 

The German official reports Which 
are published in the American press 
are, too, obviously written for civilian 
consumption. There is a tendency, 
which. an analysis of these reports will 
show, greatly to exaggerate the im- 
portance of a given position which the 
Germans have taken by creatitig the 
impression that it has some peculfar 
strategic valine to the French and to 
themselves. ‘Witness, for example, the 
reports in regard to Douaumont. Now 
the real value of the Doviaumont posi- 
pon is, as reference to any large scale 

will show, not in Douaumont it- 
sel , but in what is known as the 
plateau of -Douaumont, which rises 
immediately tn rear of the town and 
is a commanding position and truly a 
part of the main line of French de- 
férises.

Germans, because of the Germamn ‘sys- 
tem, can do ‘things which no other in- 
fantry in the world ean be forced to} 
do. Ido hot béliéve that with all tte 
bravery of the Fretich,. with all a 
bulldog grit of the English, with 

the impetuosity of the American, the 
infantry of any of these ‘countries 
could be made to charge again and 
again over the gp of their dead and 
wounded comrades in the face of the 
truly awful fire that the French 75s{ 
and the French machine} guns ‘and 
riflés have poured into fhe German 
ranks. 

It is not that ba Germans are more 
courageous. It is due rather to the 
fundamental nee*in their habits 
of thought. The an war machine 
has not the ft ty mor the indi- 
vidualism. . that ks the military 
forces of the other natfohs: The Ger- 
man is not brought up to believe in in- 
dividualism but to obey the command 
of his superiors. It, matters not what 
that command may be or where it 
leads. It may be right, it may be 
wrong; it may spring from an igno- 
rarice of conditions or from an utter 
disregard of facts. But to the Ger- 
man, as he is trained, it fis a command 
and must therefore be obeyed. 

This habit of mind lends itself pecul- 
jiarly to the German mass. tactics, 
which have been discarded by all other 
military people. The résult is that if 
the enemy is able to resist the shock 
of the mass and is not ovérawed 
through the moral effect, he is able by 
the use of quick-firing artillery and the 
machine gun to inflict the maximum 
punishment on the offensive troops. 
It is the. American knowledge of Ger- 
man tactics that makés all American 
writers on the war incredulous as to 
the reports of the Germans sustaining 
small losses. Realizing that the loss 
of the French and the British in the 
few days of fighting in the Cham- 
pagne and about Lens last September 
was close to 800,000 men, it is hard to 
conceive how the German losses dur- 
ing the days since the attack on Ver- 
dun was begun on Feb. 21 can be 
any less. Indeed, if we ever get re- 
liable reports of the German casualties 
in this six weeks’ fight the casualties 
will prove to be considerably greater. 

To return to the quéstion of whether 
the battle of Verdun is about to be con- 
cluded, it is probable that it is not as 
yet and really will not be for some 
time. But the sting seems to have 
been taken from the German attack. 
The week has been ominously quiet. 
There have been sporadic artillery en- 
gagements on all parts of the front 
from Avocourt to Frésnés, but no con- 
sistent, followed-up attack has been 
made. The infantry has been gener- 
ally quiet. The meaning of this is, to 
say the least, uncertain. It may be a 
breathing spell, a temporary lull in a 
battle which will presently break out 
with all the fury of the initial days.

6 Many Men, but ‘World Learns. Little 


LONDON, March 10, (Correspondence

' doings of the court-martial. In one di- 
5 ‘vision of the French Army it. is * known 
c that since the beginnitig of the war the 

‘court-martial has dealt with 315 cases. 
“It has passed the death sentence on 24 
men, of _whom. 15- were executed, the 

other 9 obtaining pardons or commuta.- 
tions. 

An officer attached to this' division as 
» @ permanent court official has given to 

@ correspondent of The Daily Mail'some 
* @etails of the workings: of the tribunal. 

“You must remember,”’ he said, “ that 

armies today are,made-up of fhen of all 

Shades and colors of belief and creed, 
anarchists, republicans, royalists, athe- 
- ists, and what not. Out of this material 

we have welded together an army the 
.. like of which the world has never seen. 

“It is not, _however,.the bad eggs, of 

whom thére are a few in every reégi- 
“ment, who give us trouble in the matter 
- of desertion in the face of the enemy, 
* but rather the better sort. of fellows, 

who cannot understand the military ne- 
* cessity of harsh. discipline. 

““ Our first court-martial in a case of 

this kind came fairly early in the war. 


« We were new to the business ourselves, | 


* but it was a flagrant breach, and fo 
check its repetition it had to be dealt 
/ with according to the rules of the war. 
The man was duly tried and sentenced. 
I went to his cell and read the ‘death 
sentence to him, He listened without

place and that he was condemned to die. 
‘“That night I instructed an officer to 
eall for a firing squad. Our firing squads 
are always composed of volunteers, 
¢ twelve men.: Not a man volunteered for 
that task. We had to commandeer a 
_equad. The prisoner Was marched out 
at dawn, stood quietly facing the leveled 
yrifles, and died ‘without faltering. I am

‘The. defendant, a manufacturer of au- 


dealer who sold it to the plaintiff, and 
while the latter was inthe car it sud- 
denly ‘collapsed and injured him, the 


accident. being .due to an imperfect 


wheel. The wheel had been bought by 
the defendant company of another. man-: 
ufacturer, but there was evidence that 
its defect could have been discovered by 
reasonable inspection, which was omit- 
ted. .No claim was. mede that the de- 
fendant knew of the defect or willfully 
concealed it. It was held that an action 
by the owner against. the defendant for 
the injury could be maintained. 

“The duty of the manufacturer” is 
pointed out as follows: 

“From this: survey of the decisions 
there thus emerges a definition of the 
duty of a manufacturer which enables 
us to measure this defendant's lability. 
Beyond all question the nature of an 
automobile gives warning of probable 
danger if its construction is defective. 
This automobile was designed to go 
fifty miles an hour. Unless its wheels 
were sound and strong, Injury was al- 
most certain. It was as much a thing 
of danger as a defective engine for a 
railroad.

FOURTEEN-STORY apart- 
A ment house designed by and 
for artists has. been planned 
for.oné of the best situated 
corners: on Washington Square, It 
will occupy the large plot on the south 
side of the park on the east side of 
Thompson Street,‘ being the south- 
east corner of that thoroughfare and 
the square, and directly opposite’ the 
Judson Memorial Church... It is the 
mosti ambitious apartment house op- 
eration ever planned for that choice 
old residential section, and the keen 
interest which many artists who have 
felt the charm of Washington Square 
are diplaying in the venture is a 
cheerful augur of ultimate success. 
The building will be erected by-a 
syndicate of artists under. the name 
of the Washington Square Studios. 
The committee in general charge of 
the work and representing the sub- 
scribers consists of Carl.J. Blenner, 
the well-known portrait painter; Ed- 
mund W. Greacen, Frank T. Hutch- 
ins, Charles Shakleton, and - Albert 
Jaegers, all painters except the latter, 
who is a sculptor. The architect of 
the building is Charles W. Buckham. 
He has had experience in planning 
large apartments with particular at- 
tention to the demands of \ artists, 
having designed the Plaza Home Club 
at 86 Central Park West, the Gains- 
borough Studios overlooking the Park 
between Seventh Avenue and Broad- 
way, and the apartment at.471 Park 
Avenue, southeast corner of Fifty- 
eighth Street. 

The building syndicate has obtained 
an option on the property. Only a 
few details necessary for the finan- 
cing, the larger part of the building 
and permanent loan having been as- 
sured, remains to be satisfactorily 
closed and when that is done the 
option will be 4aken up. The plans 
are ready for filing in the Building 
Bureau, and it is hoped to have the 
Washington Square apartment. which 
will be the finest home for artists 
ever constructed in that locality, fin- 
ished early in 1917. Several studio 
suites have already been contracted 
for and the committee holds the san- 
guine view that with the actual start- 
ing of the building all of the studios 
and many of the smaller apartments 
will be rented.

“The Washington Riviere section,” 
said Vincent Pepe of Pepe Brothers, 
“is one of the best places in the city 
to rent small suites with necessary 
modern conveniences. I have had a 
waiting list for a long time from 
many uptown residents ready to 
come here just as soon as they can 
get what they want. .I could ‘rent 
@ number of two to six-room apart- 
ments right away and if the. new 
house, as projected is built, I am 
sure that it will be filled. It will 
also be a splendid thing. for the 
square and will exert a great influ- 
ence in keeping the south side resi- 
dential in character and undoubtedly 
will lead to other improvements of a 
fine type in adjacent blocks.” 

The projectors of the Washington 
Square artists’ apartment have been 
fortunate enough to find a manager 
and lessee who will take over on a 
fixed annual rental all of the apart- 
ment except that portion controlled 
and owned by artists. The David 
Knott: Company which operates the 
Holley and Judson in addition to 
other similar houses has agreed to 
lease all the rest of the building and 
manage the restaurant. As the proj- 
ect is of the co-operative building 
type, this arrangement at once re- 
lieves the owners of the trouble and 
expense of management and leasing 
vacancies, and also assures them of 
a definite annual income. 

The new house will cover a \plot 
fronting 70:7 feet on Washington 
Square and 164 on Thompson Street. 
The section facing the square will 
be devoted exclusively to studio 
suites for artists, providing excellent 
north light. The remainder of the 
house facing Thompson Street will 
be used for small suites of two to 
four or six rooms, non-housekeeping 
in character on the plan of the 
Holley and Judson. Two large 
courts will divide these Thompson 
Street sections from the main portion 
on the square, giving ample light to 
all rooms. 

The first floor of the Washington 
Square frontage, equal in height to 
the regulation studio, will be fitted 
up as club and meeting rooms for 
art and kindred societies. In the 
rear will be a large restaurant. The 
upper twelve floors of the Washing- 
ton Square section will be used for 
the artists’ studio apartments and by 
an ingenious arrangement called by 
the architect the interlocking method, 
he has provided eighteen studio 
suites.

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BENEFICIAL EFFECTS OF ZONING PLAN 


By Edwin H. Hess. 

Practically everybody whose inter- 
ests are affected by the proposed 
zoning plans has approved the scheme 
outlined by the committee on bullding 
heights and zoning, approval having 
been given chiefly because of personal 
interest. 

I should ike to regard the plan 
favorably from a wider. point of view, 
believing that it is going to be of im- 
measurable benefit not only to the 
section from which the so-called un- 
desirable business is to be barred, but 
also to those districts where such 
tenants are to be permitted. The zon- 
ing commission has already done ad- 
mirable work in defining the districts 
in which manufacturing shall or shall 
not be permitted. ~ 

Great damage has been done in the 
past, not so much by the erection of 
factory buildings in certain sections 
as by the canstant shifting of all kinds 
of trades. The zoning plan says, in 
effect, “ trade will be permitted to ex- 
pand in the sections it now holds, but 
it must remain in those sections, and 
must stop its constant shifting.” The 
plan to “save Fifth Avenue” is merely 
a detail, though an interesting one, of 
the larger idea. 

Now, what will be the result of all 
this in the real estate of Manhattan 
Island? My own opinion, based on 
twenty-five years’ experience, is that it 
will result eventually in the re-estab- 
lishment of rentals and values through- 
out the trade zone. 

It is my opinion that in the older 
section, from Thirty-third Street right 
down to Chambers Street, values will 


rise gradually until they are equal to| 


the values established before the up- 
town trade movement began. 

The newer section, from Thirty-third 
Street to Fifty-ninth Street, will: ap- 
preciate more rapidly than in the past, 
and. values established in both sec- 
tions will be maintained for all time:

“Save New York,” the slogan of the 
Fifth: Avenue retail merchants, does 
not apply alone to the Fifth Avenue 
district.

The Slater-Ellenbogen bill prepared 
for the purpose of removing the taint 
of usury from second mortgages was 
unanimously indorsed by real estate 
interests at the legislative hearing last 
week. $ 

The bill is now being considered by 
the Committee on Judiciary of the 
State Senate. 

At the conference called by the Ad- 
visory Council of Real Estate Inter- 
ests at the Chamber of Commerce on 
March 24, which was attended by 
about 150 representatives of borrowers 
and lenders, the bill as originally 
drafted, so as to, apply to all mort- 
gages, was indorsed without a -single 
vote in opposition. However, it was 
recognized that there still obtains a 
deep-seated prejudice against annul- 
ling the usury laws in the State, so that 
the wise course to follow would be to 
remove the taint of usury from all 
other than first lien mortgages. 

Ordinarily interest rates upon loans 
are determined by the economic laws 


of supply and demand, but, owing to 
the fact that mortgages are usually

made for a few years, rather than a 
few months, the analogy between 
mortgages and short term obligations 
was seriously questioned. However, it 
was apparent that by  eiiminating 
usury laws for all other than first 
mortgages the inflow of capital would 
probably be of such a character as to 
preclude any high interest charges, at 
the same time encouraging invest- 
ment by those lenders who are un- 
willing to adopt subterfuges or accept 
the bonuses which are often taken by 
those who loan on second ‘mortgages. 
Those who spoke in favor of the bill 
wers Messrs. Walter Lindner, Louis 
Franklin Levy, and John M. Stod- 
dard, for ‘the Advisory Council, George 
W. Wheelock and Dr. A. Korn for the 
United Real Estate Owners’ Associa- 
tion, BE. P. Doyle for the Real Estate 
Board, Bernard J. Goodman for the 
Greater New York Taxpayers’ <Asso- 
ciation, and John Finck and Edward 
Seldmar, who presented a number 
of letters from prominent lenders 
throughout the city cages § the bill. 
The hearing disclosed the fact that 
there are six States today that have no 
usury laws on mortgages, while prac- 
tically all of the other States, except 
two.or three, including New York, per- 
mit the parties to agree upon any rate 
rag wish, provided the agreement is 
in writing.

There will be good competition for 
well located buildings, and, the area of 
the district being decidedly limited, 
there can be no doubt that values ‘will 
rise steadily. t 

Regeneration in the district south of 
Fourteenth Street is in evidence al- 
ready. .In the news reports of the last 
few weeks intention of several large 
owners has been recorded to reim- 
prove their properties with modern 
fireproof buildings for general light 
manufacturing uses. 

‘Practically this whole lower section 
of the great commercial zone must be 
rebuilt, for present buildings are en- 
tirely inadequate to meet the stringent 
requirements of the various depart- 
ments seeking to. protect life and 
property, | Because land values are 
lower in this section than anywhere 
else. opportunities for. profitable build- 
ing are accordingly greater.

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No Scenery, No Drop Curtain---Most 


of the Action on the Platform Called 
the Fore-Stage; Inner Stage Used ° 
When Some Specific Place 
Was to be Indicated

HAKESPEARE was twelve years old 
when, in 1576, the first playhouse 
was built in London. A new epoch 
had begun in the modern stage; for 

this was one of the earliest theatres in 
Europe to be built as a commercial ven- 
ture for professional actors. James Bur- 
bage, father of the great actor, Richard 
Burbage, and himself a member of the 
Earl of Leicester’s company of players, 
leased a plot in the fields to the north 
of the city and erected there a round 
wooden building which he called the The- 
atre. In the following year another play- 
house, the Curtain, was built close by, and 
for over ten years these were the only 
London theatres. 


By the time that Shakespeare left Strat- 
ford for London, perhaps enticed away by 
these same players of the Earl of Lei- 
cester, the Rose had been built near the 
amphitheatre for bear fights on the Bank- 
side, south of the river and just west of 
the London Bridge. Before Shakespeare 
was thirty he was acting in Burbage’s 
Theatre, and writing plays for the com- 
pany. of which he and Richard Burbage 
continued to be the leading members. In 
1598, after some difficulties over the lease, 
the Burbages demolished the old Theatre 
and used the timbers in constructing the 
Globe, near the Rose, on the Bankside. 
Another playhouse, the Swan, was already 
there, and years later the Hope was bullt 
on the site of the old Bear Ring. The 
Globe, rebuilt after the fire in 1613, was 
the best of the Bankside playhouses, but 
it had new rivals in the Fortune and Red 
Bull, built outside the city to the north. 
These were all public theatres built of 
wood, open to the air, and outside of the 
city limits and the jurisdiction of the Lord 
Mayor. 

Before Burbage built the Theatre plays 
had been acted in various places about the 
city, chiefly in inn yards. At court the 
adult actors had been rather surpassed by 
companies of children drawn from the 
choirs of the Royal Chapel and the 8t. 
Paul’s Cathedral; and these children were 
also permitted to give public performances. 
Indeed, in the very year that the Theatre 
was built the Children of the Chapel opened 
an indoor playhouse in some of the rooms 
of the dismantled monastery in Black- 
friars. Later the Burbages secured this 
property, but leased it again to the manager 
of the children. When in “Hamlet,” the 
traveling players tell the prince of the suc- 
cess of the children actors, they are really 
talking about this company which in the 
last years of Queen Elizabeth’s reign was 
playing at Blackfriars and proving a for- 
midable rival even for Shakespeare and 
Burbage. 

This Blackfriars theatre was known as a 
“private house” in order to avoid the 
statutes of the City Government directed 
against the public theatres, but it differed 
from them merely in being indoors, with 
seats in the pit, artificial lighting, and 
higher prices. In 1608 the Burbages re- 
gained possession of the Blackfriars, and 
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Columbia University. 


henceforth used it as a Winter theatre, re- 
taining the Globe mainly for the Summer 
season. Other private theatres were built 
near by and modeled closely on the Black- 
friars. Two of these survived the long 


cessation of plays during the civil war and 


the Protectorate, and were reopened in the 
reign of Charles II. They became the 
models for later theatres; and so Drury 
Lane and Covent Garden, and, in fact, all 
English and American theatres can trace 
their ancestry back to the Blackfriars. 


The companies of actors which occupied 
these theatres in Shakespeare's time were 
co-operative organizations. Ten or twelve 
actors formed a company, leased a play- 
house, hired supernumeraries, bought cos- 
tumes, properties, and plays, and shared 
In the profits, In order to escape the stat- 
utes against rogues, beggars, and master- 
less men, they were obliged to secure a 
license from some nobleman, and were 
known as the Lord Leicester's men, the 
Lord Admiral’s men, and so on. Under 
James I. the leading London companics 
were taken directly under the patronage of 
members of the royal family; and Shake- 
speare’s company, early known by the 
names of its various patrons, became the 
King’s men, 

The leading companies in this way se- 
cured a virtual monopoly, which was re- 
newed after the Restoration and continued 
in force until the middle of the nineteenth 
century. The companies were under the 
supervision of a court official, known by 
the picturesque title of the Master of 
Revels. The censorship of the plays which 
he exercised hag continued in England un- 
til the present day. ’ 

During Shakespeare’s time there were 
innumerable companies which wandered 
about the country or played for a time in 
the city; but only the leading London or- 
ganizations contributed much to the mar- 
velous development of the drama. Theer 
companies became attached to the perma- 
nent theatres, accumulated important 
repertories, and often attached to them- 
selves leading dramatists. They were fre- 
quently employed to act at court, and 
during the Summer, or when the plague 
was raging, they often toured the country. 
The shareholders in one of these success- 
ful companies made large profits and vften 
acquired considerable fortunes, 

Among the adult actors two distinct In- 
terests soon became dominant, that of the 
Burbages, and that of Henslowe and Al- 
leyn. Henslowe, whose Diary has been 
preserved and is one of the chief docu- 
ments for the history of the theatre, formed 
a fortunate partnership with hig son-in-law, 
the famous actor, Edward Alleyn. They 
controlled the Roge, Hope, and Fortune, 
and various companies of actors, and also 
the profitable business of the bear-baiting. 

Alleyn acquired a large fortune and 
founded Dulwich College. The Burbages 
pursued the policy of giving to their asso- 
clates shares in the leases and buildings, 
as well as in the profits of the companies, 
and so Shakespeare came to draw a part

and Blackfriars. § Their organization was 
indeed cond with great business sa- 
gacity. All the members became men of 
property, and the company maintained an 
unbroken existence for over fifty years. 


’ All of Shakespeare’s plays were composed 


for his associates, and no doubt contributed 
greatly to the constant prosperity of the 
company. 

In spite of the opposition of the Puritans 
and the city authorities, the drama was 
well supported by the public. During 
Shakespeare's lifetime London was-a city 
of something over one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, and it maintained five or six 
theatres giving regular drama. Henslowe’s 
company, the Lord Admiral's men, pro- 
duced about twenty new plays each season, 
as well as twenty or more from. its reper- 
tory. A play was not given on successive 
days, but off and on at intervals during 
the season; so the theatregoers had no 
lack of novelty and variety. If the other 
companies did nearly as well, a Londoner 
might take his choice of five or six new 
plays every week, and the total attendance 
in a month must have exceeded the popu- 
lation. This inexhaustible appetite for 
plays can be compared only with the popu- 
larity of the movies today. Just as we 
have the whole world of story presented in 
@ new way through the moving pictures, 
zo the Elizabethans had the whole world 
of secular story presented for the first 
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time in the drama. After a while their 
theatres came to appeal to a more reatrict- 
ed class. and lost something of this popular 
support, But in Shakespeare’s day the 
London public was theatre-mad. 


The public theatres were usually roynd, 
ar nearly round, wooden buildings. 
pit in the centre was open to the air 
and wag. surrounded by three tiers of gal- 
leries. The stage was a platform project- 
ing half way into the pit and was pro- 
vided with a dressing room at the rear 
and a roof overhead. On the roof wag a 
amall building, known as ‘the “hut,” from 
which gods and goddesses, clouds, syns, 
and so on, could be lowered to the stage. 

Admission to standing room in the pit 
was usually a penny. Another penny was 
charged for entrance to the galleries— 
where there were benches. For the baxes 
or rooms partitioned off from the galleries, 
or for seats on the stage, the price was 
sometimes as high as two shillings. These 


prices must be multiplied by eight or ten 


in_order to obtain a comparison with maney 
values today. Performances were given 
every day except Sunday, and a flag fly- 
ing fram the hut indicated that a play 
was to be performed. Some of the public 
theatres were used for acrobats, fencers, 
prizefights, and even for bear baiting; 
but the two chief ones, the Fortune and 
the Globe, permitted only dramatic per- 
formances. 

A few pictures of the interiors of Blizsa- 
bethan theatres have been preseryed, but 
they do not give detailed or authentic in- 
formation about the stage itself. Doubt- 
less_it varied more or jess_in the different 
theatres, but its main features appear to 
have been the same. It was a platform 
projecting into the pit, without any front 
curtain, and surrounded on three sides by 


. the audience. In the rear were two doors, 


and between them an alcove, or inner 
curtain, and surrounded on three sides by 
curtains, which could be drawn open or 
shut, disclosing or concealing persons or 
properties on the inner stage, Above the 
inner stage was a balcony, also provided 
with curtains, and in some cages there 
were windows or balconies over the doors. 
There were various trapdoors, and in the 
hut on the roof machinery for managing 
ascents and descents of deities, 

The performance of a play op this stage 
differed in many ways from one today. 
There was no scenery and no woman 
actors, Scenes were introduced in the 
elaborate spectacles given at court in con- 
nection with the court maaques, and he- 


came customary in these shows at about 


the time of Shakespeare’s death; but they 
were not introduced inta the public thea- 
tres until after the Restoration. Female 
parts were taken by boys; and, except in 
plays given by children’s companies, there 
are usually only two or three important 
female characters in a play, 

It must be remembered, however, that 
some of the boys who played the heroines 
had begun acting when 10 or 12, and 
had gone through a rigorous training in a 
atock company. Like the Japanese men 
actors, who have undergone a similar train- 
ing, they doubtless acquired great skill in 
their female impersonations, If the boy 
actors had not been very skillful, perhaps 
Shakespeare would never have created 
Juliet and Rosalind and Cleopatra. 


Though without scenery, Shakespeare's 
stage was by no means lacking in spec- 
tacle. Large sums of money were lav- 
ished on velvets, tinsel, taffeta, and lace; 
and the amount spent for an actor’s cloak 
often exceeded the sym paid an author for 
a play. The price for a play was some- 
times as low as £5. The costumes were 
gorgeous, but no regard was paid to: his- 
torical appropriateness. Hamlet, Julius 
Caesar, Henry V., and Macbeth all ap- 
peared in the current fashions; and Cleo- 
patra wore stays, ruff, and farthingale, after 
the mode familiar in the portrait of Queen

Elizabeth. What costumes were exhibited 
by the fairies, mermaids, Venuses, Turks, 
satyrs and other personages Wwe .do not 
know, but they probably all added to the 
gayety of the stage picture. 

Proceasions, batties, fireworks, trans- 
formations also contributed to the move- 
ment and spectacle. Occasional plays bor- 
rowed. hinta from the more sumptuous 
court shows, “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” with its fairies, owes something 
to the fantastic comedies that the children 
actors had made popular at court. The 
“Tempest” borrows some of the machinery 
and dances. from the elaborate masques 
of the Court of James. 


The presentation of a play was consid- 
erably affected by the pecpiiar.arrange- 
ment of the stage,. This has been the sub- 
ject of much investigation and controversy 
among acholars. It seems clear, however, 
that the action was largely on the. front 
stage, and that most of the scenes. were 
devised for ,this projecting platform. 
Since there was no drop curtain, the 
actors had some distance to traverse be- 
tween the doors and the front. At the 
close of a acene or an act all retired and 
the empty stage marked the beginning of 
a new scene. The bodies of the dead, 
which were oftén numerous, must be. car- 
ried off; and so an Bllizabethan tragedy 
usually ends with a funeral proceasion. 

The pluce-headings supplied by modern 
editors for Shakespeare’s plays help the 
reader to visualize a modern presentation, 
but are very misleading as to Shake- 
speare’s intentions or as to an Elizabethan 
‘performance. The majority of scenes in 
his or in any Elizabethan play gives no 
hint as to exact locality, There are no 
elaborate. stage directions as in modern 
plays, and no indications {n just what sur- 
roundings the scene was concerned, Often 
it is. difficult to tell whether the action is 
indoors or outdoors, in the palace or the 
courtyard. In fact, the majority of the 
scenes were written without any precise 
conception of their locality or setting. 
They were written to be acted‘on the front 
stage, bare of scenery or properties. This 
did not represent a particular locality, but 
any place whatever. 

Specific places could, however, be indj- 
eated, if desired, by means of the inner 
atage and the balcony above it. The hal- 
cony represented the wall of a town, the 
upper story of a house, a tower, or any 
elevated) locality. The inner stage repre- 
sented a cave, temple, shop, study, or 
interior room. When Prospero discovered 
Ferdinand and Miranda playing chess in 
the cave he drew the curtains and re- 
vealed them on the inner stage. The inner 
stage was further used for many #cenes 
with heavy properties, or for some other 
reason, requiring a discovery. 

The employment of the inner stage 
a further development in 
Shakespeare’s time, and came to be used 
more and more for any specified piace 
or for any decided change of scene. If the 
actors were outdoors, on a street or square, 
the curtains were closed and the conver- 
sation was on the front stage. If they 
decided to go into a house or tavern they 
would exeunt and then the curtaing would 
be opened and the inner stage disclosed 
with setting fora room. Here these actors 
would reappear and the acene would have 
changed from outdoors to indoors, 

Or sometimes the inner stage would 
servé for outdoors. On ft trees, rocks, and 
other properties would be placed, making 
a forest background for the action. Such 
was the arrangement for the Porest of 
Arden, where the last four actg of “As 
You ijke It” are represented. But for 
three very short scenes, the action changes 
from the forest to somewhere about the 
court. Then the curtains were closed, con- 
cealing all or nearly all of the forest prop- 
erties; and the brief expository scenes 
were acted on the bare front stage, which

a@ neutral: to a special locality, from the 
street in Venice to Portia’s house in Bel- 
mont, or from the battlefield of Actium te 
the apartment of Cleopatra in Egypt. 


This inner stage is the most interesting 
part of Shakespeare's theatre because it 
is so important a link in the development 
of the modern stage. It connects his 
dramatic methods with both mediaeval and 
modern practice, In mediaeval plays the 
area of the stage represented any place, 
but certain stations or structures repre- 
sented special localities. Many #ifferent 
places. could be represented at once by 
these domus or toca or mansions. 
Shakespeare's inner stage was the 
succesjor of these propertied Iidcali- 


_ ties, but by means of its curtaina it rep- 


resented these localities succersively and 
act simultaneously. Substitute scenery for 
settings, and we have a stage fitted to 
resent a succession of different scenes. 
When scenery. was introduced after the 
Restoration,’ it was, in fact, placed on the 
inner stage., The projecting platform still 
continued, but it was cut down little by 
little, and the proacenium doora ceased to 
be used for entrances and exits, The front 
stage of Shakespeare gradually disappeared 
and his rear curtains became our front 
curtains, and his inner stage developed 
into the picture-frame. stage of today. 
The theatre of Shakespeare belongs to 
a transitional period, half way between the 
mediaeval and the modern. Its bare front 
stage representing undefined locality, its 
rich but anachronistic costumes, ite lack 
of scenery, and its boys in women’s parts 
are all survivals from mediaeval 
On the other hand, the beginnings of 
modern conditions are marked by the 
building of permanent theatres, the devel- 
opment of acting as a regular profession, 
and the representation of definite locali- 
ties successively. If Shakespeare's stage 
ia in many respects different from ours, it 
is legs unlike that of Sheridan and Kemble, 
and still less unlike that of Congreve and 


’ Betterton. 


Though the English theatre of Shake- 
speare’s time was transitional and experi- 
mental, it performed the great service of 
bringing Mterature to the public. It relied 
on the court for protection, but in the main 
it was a democratic institution, It afforded 
men of letters an opportunity to earn both 
money and fame by an appeal to the pub- 
lic instead of to patrons. Its stock com- 
panies gave their members a thorough 
training, and provided actors equal to the 
varied and difficult impersonations which 
thé dramas required. Before the novél, or 
pamphlet, or newspaper, the drama be- 
came a means for popular entertainment 
and culture, The plays are not free from 
the vulgarities and incongruities demanded 
by a crude stage and a miscellaneous au- 
dience;; but they also exhibit that. freedom 
of art restraint and convention, that 
richness of life, and that ardency of imagt-

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Not Till the Nineteenth Century Did 
Audiences Ever See Anything But 
Perversions of Them

NLY within comparatively recent 

years has the theatre manifested 

anything like complete fidelity to 

the letter and the spirit of Shake- 
speare. Shortly after the reopening of 
the playhouses at the Restoration, the 
process began of altering his works to 
auit the taste of the public, and the mutila- 
tion wrought in the time of Charles I}. 
persisted even through the age of John 
Philip Kemble, who retired in 1817. The 
period 1660-1700 saw all the important 
changes in Shakespeare that continued on 
the stage for a century anda half. It is 
the object of the present discussion to 
trace some of this theatrical history for 
our generation, which has come to exact 
in such affairs the last degree of textual 
accuracy. 

One of the earliest adaptations was 
Davenant’s “Law Against Lovers,” pro- 
duced at Lincoln’s Inn Fields, in 1662. 
This is “ Measure for Measure,” with modi- 
fications of the story; the Mariana episode 
is omitted, and Claudio does not beg Isa-. 
bella to buy his life with her honor. The 
character of Julietta is much expanded, 
and the love of Angelo for Isabella is 
somewhat purged of its Shakespearean 
offensiveness, In the end, Isabella marries 
him, not the Duke. But the really aston- 
-ishing thing is that Beatrice and Benedick 
are introduced from “Much Ado About 
Nothing,” indulging for a few scenes in 
the original badinage from Shakespeare, 
and toward the end of the play becoming 
chief conspirators in a plot to effect the 
escape of Claudio and Julietta from prison.

Macbeth's castle and meets her lord on # 
lonely heuth; the witches appear and 
prophesy Macbeth’'s death at the hands of 
Macduff, as well as lady Macduff's ap- 
proaching doom. She is not terrified; 
Lady Macbeth, on the other hand, is, In 
Act IV., troubled by constant apparitions 
of the murdered Duncan. She begs Mac- 
beth to resign the crown. Macbeth, seeing 
no ghost, refuses, and his wife goes off 
raving. These interpolated passages per- 
sisted till 1744, when Garrick revived the 
play as Shakespeare wrote it, though with 
the retention of some of the singing and 
dancing in the witch scenes. So little did 
the actors know of the authorship that, 
when Garrick announced his intention of 
restoring Shakespeare's text, Quin, the 
turgid old actpr, whose glory withered as 
Garrick’s flowered, cried out, with an air 
of surprise: 

“What does he mean? Don't 1 play 
* Macbeth ' as written by Shakespeare? ” 


Before leaving Davenant, I must refer 
to his and Dryden's’. perversion of 
“The Tempest,” in which many non- 
Shakespearean characters are introduced. 
Miranda has a sister, Dorinda, who also has 
never seen a young man, but for whom 
Hippolyto, who has never beheld a woman, 
is conveniently provided. He lives in a 
neighboring cave, a ward of Prospero; why, 
dwelling just around the corner, as it were, 
he and the girls have never met, I cannet 
say. Everything. goes in couples in this 
play; Ariel has a soul-mate, Milcha, Caliban 
a lumpy sister, Sycorax. Songs and dances 
abound; also all kinds of “ machinery.” 
Strangely enough, the Dorinda-Hippolyto 
situation is found in John Philip Kemble’s 
prompt-havk of the play as produced at 
Covent Garden in 1815. Meantime, through 
the eighteenth century, “The Tempest ” 
had_ been frequently produced, sometimes 
without. Dryden's additional characters (as 
by Garrick in 1756); but always -with 
spectacle, gong and dance, and Shakespeare 
many miles away. 

“Romeo and Juliet” was.acted at the

Geneat. records performances as 
late as W717, but not one of “ Romeo and 
Juliet” until Sept. 11, 1744, when The- 
ophilus Cibber made a version for the Hay- 
market Theatre, Cibber’s play harks back 
In some degree to “Caius Marius.” There 
is no reference to Romeo’s love for Rosa- 
line; rather. like young.Marius with La- 
vinia, he is in love with Juliet at the 
start, his father insisting that he shall 
give up his love. Hence the ballroom 
scene at the end of Act 1. is omitted; 
Romeo and Juliet have met before. Lines 
from, Otway are found in the bedroom 
acene. At the end, Juliet wakes before 
Rameo dies, and we have a passionate 
love duo between the two, as in Otway’'s 
“Marius.” Garrick (in his original tomb 
scene) also follows Otway in having Juliet 
awake before Romeo’s death, and he gives 
up the Rosaline theme. In 1750 Covent 


‘Garden and Drury Lane ran rival produc- 


tions for twelve nights, beginning Sept. 28. 

The Kemble version of the play differed 
but slightly from Garrick's; even French's 
acting version today retains the awaken- 
ing of Juliet before the death of her lover. 
This would indicate a continuance of the 
custom far into the nineteenth century; 
Gaunod's opera follows the same practice. 

In. 1681 Nahum Tate’s “ King Lear” 
was shown at Dorset Garden. Tate's dedi- 
cation to his “esteem’d friend, Thomas 
Roteler,-Exq ,” says that in Shakespeare's 
“Lear” he had found “a heap of jewels 
unstrung and unpolish’d; yet so dagzling 
in their disorder that I soon perceiv'’d I 
had seiz’d a treasure.” The three most 
striking alterations were (1) an “ expedi- 
ent ta rectify what was*wanting in the 
regularity and probability of the tale,” by 
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making Edgar and Cordelia (who never 
meet in the original play) lovers from the 
start; (2) the omission of the Fool; and 
(3) “making the tale conclude in a suc- 
cess to the innocent distrest persons,” in 
other words, with a “happy” ending— 
Lear restored to his throne, the wicked 
sisters dying of poison, and Edgar and Cor- 
della married. “ Yet,” says Tate, “was I 
wrack'd with no small fear for so bold a 
change, till I found it was well receiv'd by 
my audience.” 


The first change involved the doing 
away with Cordelia's suitor, the King of 
France, and an implication that her cold 
answer to Lear was due to hatred of Bur- 
gundy and love for Edgar; it necessitated 
keeping her in England and compelling her 
to wander about on the heath in the fear- 
ful storm, accompanied by an interpolated 
confidant, Arante. useful for sending on 
errands. Heaven knows where they slept! 
The omission of ‘the Fool removed from 
the play one of the most fascinating, un- 
earthly characters in Shakespeare; he was 
not restored to the English stage till 1888. 
The third alteration took from the suffer- 
ings of Lear all their bleak, elemental 
tragedy, and reduced the play to melodra- 
matic lmits. Finally, the Edmund- 
Goneril-Regan episode was unpleasantly 
amplified. 

Tate's mangling was castigated for a cen- 
tury and a half, but persisted; Shake- 
speare’s “ Lear” was never once acted in 
all that time. Yet efforts were made to 
break the “ Tatefication,’ as it was called. 
Colman, in 1768, removed the excrescence 
of the love of Edgar and Cordelia, but re- 
tained the “happy ” Tate ending, still elim- 
inating the Fool. He also gave up the 
“absurdity” of Gloster’s fall from the 
cliffs of Dover. The attempt failed at 
Covent Garden, actors and Public pre- 
ferring the non- Shakespearean love affair. 
Garrick, in 1756, produced a version at 
Drury Lane with much of Tate replaced 
by the original Shakespeare; nevertheless, 
Cordelia and Edgar still love, and the catas- 
trophe is Tate’s. This version was used 
throughout the rest of the century; Kem- 
es, printed in 1814, hardly differed from 
t. 


Not until 1823 was the tragic ending of 
Shakespeare restored by Edmund Kean; 
his version otherwise was Tate’s, Edgar 
and Cordelia still lovers. In 1838, when 
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tion until 1830, or, roughly speaking, until 
the retirement of Kemble and Edmund 
Kean, the stage cared but little for what 
we today should call textual or even dra- 
matic accuracy in the presentation of 
Shakespeare. The tragedies suffered much, 
but they were stil] treated as serious plays; 
the comedies were mostly regarded—in 
that century of comedies of manners, from 
Wycherley to Sheridan—as fantastic con- 
ceptions eminently fitted for conversion 
into operatic spectacles, with dance and 
song. “The Tempest,” the “ Winter's 
Tale,” and “ A Midsummer Night’s Dream ” 
were particularly open to such attempts. 
They were put on frankly as fantastic, 
pretty entertainment. 

At the very end of the period, from 
1815 to 1830, Frederick Reynolds, some- 
times with the aid of Bishop, musical di- 
rector at Covent Garden, made such shows 
of the “Midsummer Night's Dream,” 
“Twelfth Night,” “ Taming of the Shrew,” 
“Merry Wives of Windsor,” “ Comedy of 
Errors,” and “ Two Gentlemen of Verona.” 
Genest breaks out wrathfully against 
Reynolds for his violation of “ Twelfth 
Night": “In the Devil’s name, why does 
not Reynolda turn his own plays into 
operas?—does he think them so bad that 
even with such music as he put into 
‘Twelfth Night’ they would not prove 
successful?—or has he such a fatherly 
affection for his -own offspring, that he 
cannot find it in his heart to mangle 
them?” 

In Reynolda’s time these operatic perver- 
sions made their way across the Atlantic. 
and the Park Theatre in New York, on 
Nov. 8, 1826, offered the first performance 
in America of the “operatic comedy, ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,’” with the 
acenery, dancing and songs, “ incidental to 
the piece.” In the same season the “ Com- 
edy of Errors” and the “ Merry Wives of 
Windsor” were staged in the same way.

The second Shakegpearean play to live on 
in mangled form was Colley Cibber’s 
“ Richard III.,” played first by the author 
at Drury Lane, in 1700. This version has 
really never been driven from the stage; 
it is probably a more effective acting 
vehicle than Shakespeare's. It simply 
strings together bits of “ Henry VI.,” part 
3; “ Richard II.” and “ Richard III.,” in- 
terpolating even a speech from “ Henry IV.,” 
part 2. It omits many passages of Shake- 
speare’s “ Richard III.," Clarence’s dream 
and Margaret's curse, for instance, and it 
interpolates one by Cibber himself, that in 
which Richard informs his wife—Lady 
Anne—that he ig weary of her, and means 
to marry her successor. The aim is to 
make the leading character, as Hazlitt says, 
more villainous and disgusting; hence, the 
play opens with several scenes from the 
end of “Henry YI.," part 3, showing the 
murder of the King by Gloster, It has al- 
ways been a thriller, and, as Shakespeare's 
play is not highly regarded, perhaps no 
wreat harm is done. 

At any rate, Tate's “Lear” and Cibber’s 
“Richard” for upward of two centuries 
kept Shakespeare’s greater creations from 
the stage. Another mangling is Garrick’s 
farce, “ Katharine and Petruchio,” acted 
at Drury Lane in 1756, and persisting as 
a permanently successful after-piece till 
1887, when Augustin Daly was the first 
to revive “The Taming of the Shrew" 
in. its entirety, 

In 1756, also, Garrick produced an oper- 
atic “ * and a “ Winter's Tale,” 
shorn of its firat three acts, and giving 
only the Florizel-Perdita story, with Paul- 
ina’s trick of the statue, at the.end, Gar- 
rick had at this time.a passion for hewing 
away great blocks from the Shakespearean 
comedies, In 1775 he produced an opera, 
the “ Fairies,” with splendid scenery and 
songs and dancing.

All this was changed with the final pass- 
ing of the great actors whose line extended 
from Betterton to Kemble and Kean. When 
Macready assumed the management of 
Covent Garden in 1837 the reign of the 
scholarly actor-manager began. Public 
taste also probably had begun to demand 
Shakespeare, not the century-old perver- 
sions of him. At eny rate, Macready re- 
stored much of Shakespeare to the stage. 
His term of management was brief, but 
Samuel Phelps.at Sadler’s Wells (1844-62) 
and Charles Kean at the Princess’s (1850- 
59) brought out most of Shakespeare's 
plays on a scale of liberality with historical 
correctness and perfect taste hitherto un- 
known; they uimed at produciag them as 
written, curtailing, perhaps, or even run- 
ning together scenes, but never adding. 
Charles Kean’s published editions of his act- 
ing versions are scholarly works. Charles 
Calvert, in Manchester in the ’60s, and 
Henry Irving at the Lyceum, in the '70s 
and ‘80s, were legitimate successors of 
Macready, Phelps, and Charles Kean. All 
five were “schularly " players and careful 
producers; they restored Shakespeare to 
the stage, and inaugurated the habit of 
correct Getail fu scenery, dress, accessur- 
les, &c.

Barry, at the Boston Theatre, made really 
conacientious and beautiful attempts— 
probably inspired by Phelps and Charles 
Kean in London—to put on the comedies 
with reverence for the text and with com- 
pleteness and correctness of investiture. 
They met with generous public response. 
But traveling stars wandered about with 
haphazard prompt-books and performed 
in provincial theatres with resident stock- 
actors and stock-scenery. Forrest and 
Charlotte Cushman were giants and could 
“get away” with pigmy support. Edwin 
Booth, in. his few years of management 
at Booth’s Theatre, (1860-73,) improved 
all this and met lasting renown and finan- 
cial bankruptcy. It was not, however, till 
1877 that he finally discarded the Cibber 
“Richard” and the Tate “Lear”; about 
this time he new-studied Shakespeare and 
produced him in the versions still pub- 
‘Ushed under the name of “ Edwin Booth’'s 
Prompt-Books, edited by William Winter.”

The Star System, the Entr’acte Conven- 
tion, the Attempt to Treat Poetry as 
Prose, All Stand in the Way.

speare on the modern stage is not 

easy to state or explain. The facts 

are confusing and often contra- 

dictory; opinions are many and divergent. 

Indeed, whenever any question connected 

with the poet-dramatist arises the enor- 

mous pressure of tradition and of conven- 

tion makes it difficult to see the object 

in view as it is, while if there be clear 
seeing, it takes courage to tell the truth. 

First of all'we must discriminate between 
the English-speaking lands and others. It 
is notorious, for example, that Germany, 
that terra non grata at present, is far more 
appreciative of the great English poet than 
his own country. In a leading Berlin 
theatre last year an entire season was 
given over to nightly performances of the 
Shakespeare repertory, and with success 
not only artistic but financial. Such a 
thing is unknown on the stage which is 
native to the dramatist. 

It is this rather humiliating contrast 
which led that arch-satirist, Bernard 
Shaw, to suggest the other day that the 
Shakespeare tercentenary celebration had 
better been left to the Germans. “ After 
the waste of several years,” says he, “in 
the attempt to interest our native culture 
In the foundation of a national theatre as 
a@ memorial to Shakespeare, with no result 
better worth mentioning than the purchase 
of a site by a cultivated German gentle- 
man, and the entire refusal by our enor- 
mously rich representatives of British 
culture to contribute a single brick to the 
proposed edifice, we had better not make 
ourselves ridiculous by ‘affecting an ad- 
miration for Shakespeare and his art that 
we do not feel.” A hard saying, but con- 
taining, let it be confessed, something 
more than a kernel of truth. 

Again, in a recent number of The Dra- 
matic Mirror is to be found an editorial 


T* situation with regard to Shake- 


exponent. of the bard like Sir Johnston 
Forbes-Robertson complain of want of pat- 
ronage when he comes across the water to 
let us see the best living Hamlet who uses 
English speech. In short, and without 
other ‘modern instances, he who would 
claim that the people do want Shakespeare, 
if they can get him under the right condi- 
tions, can make out a very pretty case. 
That to produce Shakespeare is a synonym 
of disaster is by no means proved—in spite 
of the popular impression to the contrary. 

The question, therefore, sharpens down 
te this: How should the poet be presented 
for the best results of financial response 
and wide public acceptance, as well as 
best to please the honorable minority of- 
fended by any distortion or inexpertness 
in the attempt to do justice to the master 
dramatist under modern limitations and 
conventions? 

We may move toward a reply by remark- 
ing that, so far as the general public is 
concerned. he should be produced prevail- 
ingly in those examples of his art which 
are really good acting plays; such dramas 
as “The Merchant of Venice,” “ Hamlet,” 
“Othello,” “ Lear,” “Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” “As You Like It,” and “ Julius 
Caesar"; not a complete list, but Illus- 
trative: all of them pieces tried and true 
from the practical stage viewpoint. But 
in contrast, some of the plays are not good 
plays for acting purposes and their inter- 
est, so far as they possess any, is for the 
student, the specialist of Elizabethan 
forms, or for one whose aim is to trace the 
organic development of the playwright. 
The fact that such dramas contain glorious 
poetry, or that they include some of their 
creator’s cherished characters, is aside 
from the consideration of their strict value.

concerning the coming Shakespeare cele- 
bration the tone of which is distinctly ele- 
ginc. The writer looks fondly back upon 
a time when “ there was a Shakespeare cult 
in America,” mourns the passing of sundry 
great actors, among them Forrest, Cush- 
man, Booth, Davenport, McCullough, and 
Mary Anderson, and is of the opinion that 
“art and commercialism do not go hand in 
hand,” so that even capable survivors like 
Tyrone Powers, William H. Thompson, and 
a few others “are silenced by the condi- 
tions that surround the theatre.” We are 
all familiar with the caustic views of Mr. 
William Winter when he is rendered vocal 
upon this theme. : 


And yet, on the other hand, Mr. Sothern, 
as his Vale before retiring from a profes- 
sion he has long udorned, declared with 
emphasis in an interview that the people 
would respond to Shakespeare if great ac- 
tors can be found to interpret him and if 
the city fathers in our municipalities will 
awake to the fact that at present the public 
is not afforded opportunity to see classic 
plays which, in this. distinguished actor's 
opinion, they would welcome. “ Our classic 
drama is classic,” he said, “ because it is 
entertaining.” And again: “I can’t imag- 
ine any better entertainment than Shake- 
speare.” 

This, it will be observed, puts the blame 
upon our mishandling of the amusement 
problem, and relieves the Stratford genius 
from the customary burden of proof: it 
contrasts vividly with the Broadway mana- 
ger’s frequent statement that Shakespeare 
spells ruin and is caviare to the general. 
And it is unquestionable truth that a player 
like Mr. Mantell, confessedly not of the 
highest rank as a Shakespeare interpreter, 
has for years given the Shakespeare 
dramas throughout the land with profit to 
his manager. The present writer well re- 
members when Frederick Warde came to a 

“large Western city and offered a week of 
Shakespeare's plays in a house usually 
given over to popular melodrama; and with 
no change in the acale of charges crowded 
the house at every performance, so that 
extra seats were placed in the aisles and 
the city law broken to accommodate those 
who for 25 or 50 cents wished to hear 
“The Merchant” or “ Hamlet” or “ Rich- 
ard IIL.” Nor can a really distinguished

that culminates in climax and that con- 
tains suspense, situations, and character 
clash, Sometimes Shakespeare gives us all 
these things; but sometimes he does not. 
To call “ Antony and Cleopatra” or “ The 
Merry Wives of Windsor” good plays in 
this sense is confused thinking, or not to 
think at all. What you mean is, if you 
mean anything, that other non-dramatic 
virtues are in them; but this can be true, 
and the drama quite fail of play value. It 
is exactly as if, because “ The Spoon River 
Anthology ” is at times poetical or full of 
psychological vitality, the mistake is made 
of calling ita poem. Loose-knit, sprawling 
chronicle history and spectacle, like the 
two famous dramas mentioned, emphatic- 
ally lack the strict denotements of real 
drama, if drama today be a distinct genre 
among the forms of literature. And the 
sooner we have the honesty and common 
sense to acknowledge it and cease from 
blaming the general public for being bored 
when it is asked to witness such things for 
the sake of brightening now and then at 
the entrance of Falstaff or thrilling to the 
music of Antony’s love words, the better for 
the genuine appreciation of Shakespeare 
and dramatic literature as a whole. 


When “ Antony and Cleopatra” was pro- 
duced at The New Theatre in New York to 
inaugurate that well-intentioned but ill- 
fated playhouse, the acoustics of which were 
found to be so poor that a famous actor, 
who Is also a wit, was heard to remark be- 
tween the acts: “ What a charming theatre 
to have a bad play in; you can't hear it.” 
And there was a two-edged truth in the 
epigram. ‘ 

Next, and obviously, the really fine act- 
ing plays of Shakespeare must be ade- 
quately played. This is not to be taken tu 


mean that some noteworthy star should be - 


so great an attraction as to blind the. public 
to the fact that “the play’s the thing.” In 
truth, this overemphasis upon individuality 
in presenting the dramatist has checked 


- genuine Shakespeare culture in America, 


even as it has checked dramatic art, by 
and large. 
ment overlooking the natural delight in 
witnessing a superb piece of characteriza- 
tion at the hands of a Booth, a Salvini, 
a Jefferson, a Mansfield, or a Forbes-Rob- 
ertson. But the tendency has been to give 


And I say this not for a mo- 
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a lopsided rendering of the play as a 
whole because of this deification of per- 
sonality. They order this matter better 
abroad, where in several lands, at the best 
theatres, ensemble effects are striven for 
rather than the exploitation of a name. 
With us the actors who surround a star 
are sometimes excellent, more often 
mediocre, or worse; practically never all 
that they should be. The false conduct- 
ment of our whole theatre system is re- 
sponsible for this, and the reSult is our 
audiences are not yet trained to accept 
gladly a good, all-round performance 
where no one member of the cast is of 
disproportionate attainment. The recep- 
tion awarded the English company known 
as The Benson Players a few years ago is 
eloquent attestation to the statement. 


Then, too, there is some difficulty in 
finding actors today in this country who 
are trained in the tradition of heroic and 
romantic work who can speak the lines of 
poetry trippingly on the tongue. It is 
often said that the younger generation of 
players is even incapable of feeling and 
hence of imparting the qualities of im- 
agination and music which inhere in 
Shakespeare’s blank verse. I deem this 
too pessimistic an attitude and prefer to be- 
lieve that there are still numerous actors 
with sympathy in plenty for such work, 
who would gladly prepare for it, if the de- 
mand justified such preparation. The 
player must live, incidentally, and so is 
forced to train himself especially in the 
current realistic manner of portraying hu- 
man life in the theatre, to the comparative 


neglect of the resonant heroics of the elder 
drama. 


Closely connected with. the: matter of 
adequate acting is the production itself; 
the stage setting and adaptation of the 
archaic Elizabethan form to modern re- 
quirements. Ideally a Shakespeare play 
should be presented intact as a continu- 
ous performance. But because of our 
modern convention of the entr’acte this 
would extend the playing time beyond the 
desired limits. Hence, all sorts of garbled 
versions, or at the best a judicious cutting 
of the original text. By no means is every 
such editing of the play to be condemned 
under the present necessity. The late Ed- 
win Booth cut something like a thousand 
lines out of his stage version of “ Ham- 
let”; yet he was a reverential student of 


_the dramatist he interpreted so wondrous 


well, 


But it is true that, largely through the 
vicious star system, Shakespeare is fre- 
quently so changed, not to say mangled, as 
to obscure his meaning. To illustrate: Two 
players, among the most distinguished of 
our time, end “ Romeo and Juliet” with the 
deaths of the star-crossed lovers at the 
mouth of the tomb. Yet to do this is sure- 
ly to lose a certain intention of the drama- 
tist; for the wistful, elegiac sadness of the 
scene is graduated to another and welcome 
key by the succeeding scene wherein we 
are comforted by the consoling thought 
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that it is only over the dead bodies of the 
lovers that the estranged houses can be 
reconciled, In other words, a poignant, 
particular sorrow is so related to outside 
life as to give tragedy a significance beyond 
itself, and so to mitigate it; it becomes 
more than sorrow for sorrow's sake. This

is Shakespeare's way of artistic reconcile- 
ment, a sort of poetic justice, Surely, it is 
wrong to blur his meaning by the omission. 


And this play stands for other examples 
of the same abuse. Either, then, the edit- 
ing hand must be trusted with the full im- 
plications of the poet, or else, and better, 
the play must be given in its-integrity, and 
the presentation so arranged as to elimi- 
nate the waits between the acts. And this 
last can be accomplished when we are 
ready to realize that all concerned would 
be benefited by seeing a drama played 
without the stupid intervals of supposed 
“rest”; and when we cease from the idea 
that scenery is of first importance and the 
play secondary. For it is this overrating 
of scenery which has led to the modern 
habit of waits necessitated by the. shifting 
of elaborate sets. 

The recent tendency to return to a more 
seemly simplicity and to the assumption 
that the spectator’s imagination will help 
to stage a play, if only it be trusted, is a 
promising one, with this in mind. The 
work of Ben Greet and the Coburns in 
aiding audiences to grasp this fact by their 
of the Elizabethan 
manner, whether historically accurate or 
not, is welcome for this reason; and the 
more careful revivals of a man in Rng- 
land like William Poel, who has been heard 
as a lecturer in'the United States, are of 
much value to disseminate the doctrine. 
The stylized productions of Mr. Granville 
Barker on both sides the water are again 
of significance in so far as they strive to 
release modern producers from a slavish 
obeyance to supposed latter-day demands 
of staging and envisaging Shakespeare. 
For let it be remembered as of funda- 
mental importance that this poet-play- 
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wright is poetical and romantic and heroic, 
or he is nothing. 

All attempts to subject him to the stern 
realistic requirements of our day, to make 
blank verse sound as much as possible like 
prose, and to réfuse to the characters that 
atmosphere ‘of poetic illusion in which they 
move and breathe and have their imagina- 
tive being are false and foredoomed to fail. 
We must never tire of reiterating that 
Shakespeare’s folk’ wear,the buskin and 
not the modish shoes of commerce and 
utility, And the audiences, forsooth, must 
do their part as well; entering with the 
actors and producers into a conspiracy of 
poetry, not forgetting that larger law of 
the stage enunciated by Sarcey.that.in the 
theatre all is illusion. The-audience’ must 
agree to fall for two hours or thereabout 
{into a mood which is sympathetic when a 
young. Venetian gentleman, being: hard up 
and loving a girl: down country,’ tries to 
borrow money from an older friend. to en- 
able him .to: compete in clothes anid. gifts 
with other suitors for her hand; and tells 
us about it in such measures of golden 
verge that he actually seems a romantic 
figure. Bassanio in “The Merchant of 
Venice,” when .he pleads for a loan from 
Antonio, is only romantic because the play 
is in. the key of romantic poetry; and he 
partakes of the glorification of the poet’s 
touch. 

It is my firm conviction that school and 
college will in the future aid more and 
more in the preparation for this honest 
rendering unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s. Our educational institutions, 
somewhat tardily, have waked up to the 
realization that education has obligations 
in the direction of the theatre, with 
Shakespeare central in it; that a ‘play is 
not a thing alone to be dissected (and 
killed) in the classroom, but a vital, vi- 
brating work of art, at home in the play- 
house and nowhere else. Certainly, earnest 
and sympathetic attempts to play the 
muster playwright, with due regard to his 
meaning and with unobtrusive insigtence 
upon the main business of poetry, are in- 
creasingly common throughout educational 
circles. An organization like the Drama 
League of America is exercising consider-. 
able influence in a like directior® the work 
of Mrs. Emma Sheridan Frye in New York 
in preparing versions of the plays so that 
they may be read by children as part of 
the schoolroom or home activity is but one 
of various worthy efforts of the kind. 

To make one more point: It is not fair 


‘to accuse the general public of lethargy 


toward Shakespeare until we have tested. 
the matter by offering him at a modest, 
democratic price, The only aspect of the 
theatre business which is democratic in 
this aspect is the moving-picture industry. 
The difficulties of bringing about this con- 
summation devoutly to be wished for are 
many. It may be, nevertheless, that with 
more and more attention to an even ex- 
céllence of performance and less domi- 
nance of the highly paid star, together 
with comparatively inexpensive scenery 
which yet is adequate for an atmospheric 
reproduction of the mood properly evoked 
by the play, (and this is scenery'’s prime 
affair,) and with such improved. theatre 
architecture that a dollar charge through- 
out a house where the seats are all 

will aggregate as much as the total intake 
of a house where the scale runs from $2 
to 25 cents, it may be, I say, that when 
these reforms have come we shal! find it 
entirely feasible to furnish the public with 
a democratic art at a democratic price. In 
fact, the opinion may be ventured that 
when those who conduct our playhouses 
have it as aim, ambition, and ideal to serve 
the people's interest in the broadest sense, 
(and discover in the process that they are 
also serving their own,) this problem of 
bringing the best theatre wares to the 
widest market at a price within the reach 
not of the few but the many will have been 
triumphantly solved. 

To sum it all up, the best plays of 
Shakespeare (frankly conceding that there 
lw a “best” and “worst” with him, as 
with all writers) so produced in the par- 
ticulars of stage setting, interpretation, in- 
tegrity of text, and division of scenes as to 
show the drama in their true light, and 
offered at a price enabling the student, 
the appreciator of poetry, and the lover of 
drama with a slim purse to attend such 
performances, may reasonably hope for 
rn patronage in the United

written by the: well-known Confederate 
General, John Bankhead Magruder, pos- 
sesses an additional value to Americans 
at the present moment on account of the 
fudgments passed both by its author and 
by the Emperor Mazimilian on the prob- 
lems of Mexico, especially in their rela- 
tion to the United States. Though writ- 
ten some fifty years ago, the statements 
of the ill-fated monarch and the gallant 
Confederate soldier read as if they had 
been penned with the present complicated 
American-Mezican situation before the 
eyes of the writer. 

The account of General Magruder’s ad- 
ventures in the service of Maximilian, as 
published here for the first time, was 
written by the General himself shortly 
after his return from Mezico, following 
the close of the civil war. It is printed 
in the form used by General Magruder 
es a lecture, with only a certain amount 
of necessary abbreviation. 

Before assuming command of the Con- 
federate forces in Texas, General Ma- 
gruder, as readers of civil war history 
know, had won distinction, especially at 
the outset-of the Peninsula campaign and 
at the battles of Gaines’s Milt, Savage’s 
Station, and Malvern Hill. After 
taking command in Tezas, his agyressive 
operations against the Union troops re- 
sulted in the recapture of Galveston. He 
died in 1871, not long. after his return 






























from Mezico. 
General Magruder had exceptional op- 
portunities for b inted with 





the Emperor Mazimilian, ‘and his esti- 

mates of that unfortunate ruler and his 

policies are of remarkable interest just 

now. ‘ 

As a young soldier Magruder served 
with the American forces which occupied 

' Mewico City in 1847. 









OR two years before the ter- 

mination, of the civil war I 

™ commanded in Texas. The 

surrender of General Lee in 

April, 1865, followed by that 

of General Johnson, cast a 

deep gloom over the affairs of the Trans- 

Mississippi Department, which seriously 

affected our soldiers, some 60,000 in 

number, of whom I commanded about 

40,000. This was followed by news of 

the assassination of President Lincoln, 

which was felt to be the severest blow 
ef all. 

No exultation followed the act, but the 
depression of the men continued to in- 
crease, notwithstanding the exertions of 
the. officers to encourage them. For thé 
sake of the unhappy women, children, 
and old men, if for no other reason, I 
desired to prevent the dissolution of this 
large army and the scenes which might 
attend it. I also wished, as it had be- 
come necessary, that they should yield 
their independent political and military 
existence, that they would do 80, as 
Caesar did his life, at the base of Pom- 
Peyss statue, with decency, and would for

Retaining 
charge of the railroads, I transported 
the men and their “ plunder” to points 
as near their homes as possible, and 
recommended the citizens on the line of 
travel to prepare food for them as a 
means of safety to themselves. This was 
done, and on the 2d of: June, 1865, Gen- 
eral E. Kirby Smith, commanding the

I presume there 
must have been 2,500 Confederates in 
the city Of these, I was the ranking 
officer, and from habit on the part of 
the officers and men, and for econven- 
fence on the part of the Imperial author- 
ities, all business connected with the 
Confederates was transacted through me. 

Being refreshed by a few days of rest, 
I represented to the principal Confed- 
erate officers the propriety of calling to 
pay our respects to the Emperor and 
Empress. This was at once assented to, 
and having communicated our wishes, 
through the proper channel, to the Em- 
peror, a day was appointed for an inter- 
view. Our nearly wornout uniforms be- 
ing exchanged for the plain dress of 
American citizens, we proceeded to the 
ancient palace of Montezuma, now reno- 
vated and superbly furnished, and were 
shown into an anteroom, to await the 
summons of their Majesties. 

I felt quite at home here, as I, with 
many others, had become familiar with 
the Palace 18 years before, when the 
American Army held possession of the 
city. In a few minutes an usher in 
uniform appeared, and said the Emperor 
desired to see me alone. I entered the 
hall of reception, and was presented to 
the Emperor and Empress, who were 
standing at the further end of the room. 
The Emperor seemed to be about 34 
years old. Though tall and command- 
ing in stature, his person was a model 
of manly beauty, and his face denoted 
greater firmness and strength than I 
had expected from the photographs I 
had seen of him. 

The Empress was also tall, beautifully 
formed, and graceful in the highest de- 
gree. Her dark brown hair, and long, 
black eyelashes, veiling lustrous eyes 
of gray, seemed to deepen the melan- 
choly expression of her face. Her 
features were clearly defined, and classic 
in the extreme. She was somewhat 
pale, and her complexion was evidently 
injured by exposure to sun and rain, 
which it was known she disregarded in 
the performance of her duties, either of 
State or charity. Repose was the pre- 
deminant expression of her face and 
form. 

Seating themselves on a sofa, and re- 
qnesting me to be seated, the Emperor 
asked many questions in relation to the 
state of affairs in the United States, 
the foreign policy of the Government, 
and the trade and commerce of the coun- 
try. At length the Empress, who was 
sitting nearest me, asked if any obstacle 
existed in the United States to the recog- 
nition of the Imperial Government. I 
did not wish to discuss gravely polities 
with a lady, particularly as I could give 
her no hope. _I, therefore, treating the 
subject playfully, answered in these 
words: 

“Yes, your Majesty, I will tell you 
frankly there does exist in the United 
States an obstacle to the recognition of 
the Empire.” 

“ And what is it? ” said she. 

“Why, your Majesty, it was born of 
timidity, but I fear it is now the child 
of arrogance. It is also a thing of air, 
for it is used by the contending politi- 
eal parties in the United States as a 
shuttlecock, the politicians being the per- 
formers, the people the spectators, and 
it is kept up with surprising skill and 
pertinacity, lest it fall to the ground 
and the losers in the game thus dis- 
please the audience.” 

“What can it be? ” she replied. 

“Your Majesty, that is the Monroe 
Doctrine, the shuttlecock of politicians.” 

She comprehended at once, the pale 
face broke into smiles, showing her 
dazzling teeth and eloquent dimples, the 
light of genius beamed from her expres- 
Bive eyes, and her whole face seemed 
luminous with intelligence. The Empress 
‘was at that moment incomparably beau- 
tiful. Such was “ poor Carlo Turn- 
ing to the Emperor, she suggested that 
the usher be dismissed, and that I should 
introduce my compatris.s, remarking 
that it would relieve the interview of 
stiffness and formality, which might be 
embarrassing. Bowing my assent, I 
brought in my friends and presented 
them. After a warm reception, Maxi-

milian addressed us In the following 
words: 


Gentlemen: You have had a great war in 
your country. It has been a war of giants. 
The world has looked upon it aghast. You of 
the South have lost, and your misfortunes 
are so great that they make you the brothers 
of all honorable men throughout the world. 
As a brother, therefore, I receive you. 

I am giad to learn that some of you intend 
to remain in Mexico. I welcome you cordially, 
but upon two conditions: First, that you 
obey the laws of this country, and, secondly, 
that you will not interfere with politics, either 
domestic or foreign. It may seem natural 
to you that I showld receive such war-worn 
veterans as you ere into my military service 
and thus secure my throne. But this can- 
not be. After the most mature reflection, 
both at Miramar and in Mexico, I have ar- 
rived at the conclusion, from which I will 
never vary, that no Government, of what- 
soever form, can exist permanently in Mex- 
ico which fails to win the good-will of the 
Government and people of the United States. 
Under present circumstances your appoint- 
ments to military positions in this country 
would give just cause of offense to your 
Government -and people and therefore you 
must not expect it. But I will avail myself 
with great pleasure of the services of such 
of you as may remain here, in order to intro- 
duce into the country the admirable public 
land system of the United States and your 
system of immigration. This is the policy of 
Peace. This was the policy of my prede- 


cessor. . This will make Mexico rich and 
prosperous for herself and valuable as a 
neighbor to the United States, and this can 
give offense to none. 

He was quite relieved when he was in- 
formed that we had predetermined, at 
Monterey, not to enter the military 
service of either party. The interview 
being over, we retired, very favorably 
impressed with the good sense and prac- 
tical views of the imperial rulers of 
Mexico. 

On our arrival in the City of Mexico 
the country was almost entirely under 
the control of Maximilian. The Imperial 
troops were victorious everywhere. 
Juarez was at Chihuahua, retreating to- 
ward the Rio Grande. Escobido and the 
robber Cortina were at Matamoros, with- 
in a stone’s throw of Texas. Yucatan 
was Imperial, and all of the people recog- 
nized Maximilian, except a smal] num- 
ber in Michoacan and a few predatory 
bands elsewhere. Maximilian, having 
carried out the policy of Juarez of se- 
questrating and utilizing the Church 
property, had excited the ire of the Pope 
and Church Party, much to the distress 
of Carlotta, and a change of the Minis- 
try having taken place, the Liberal Party 
was now in power. 

The Emperor, a few days after oir 
interview, published his plan of coloniza- 
tion and a decree for the survey of the 
public lands. He organized a Bureau 
of Immigration and Surveys and placed 
it under the control of Carlotta. Cap- 
tain Maury, the distinguished author of 
the wind and current charts, formerly of 
the United States Navy, was appointed 
Imperial Astronomer and Commissioner 
of Immigration, and I became Chief of 
the Land Office and Superintendent of 
Surveys. The Emperor authorized proc- 
lamations to be sent to all countries in- 
viting immigration on the largest scale, 
appropriating money for transportation 
and subsistence, and providing lands for 
immigrants on their arrival. Captain

Within a few months thereafter some 
200 Germans arrived in Mexico and about 
500 Americans, some of them from the 
North, settled and cultivated lands near 
Cordova in the “Terra Templada,” 
temperate region, which éxtends from 
below Vera Cruz, running parallel with 
the Gulf Coast almost to Texas, com- 
manding the Gulf on the one hand and 
the mountain passes into the interior of 
Mexico on the other. 

Could Maximilian have maintained his 
Government within ten years Mexico, by 
this simple means, would have been com- 
pletely regenerated. He would have 
aided in giving her a republican form of 
government suited to her interests. She 
would have enjoyed real liberty and 
prosperity, and would have become either 
a valuable neighbor te the United States 
or an integral part of the Union. The 
country was to all intents and purposes 
conquered and tranquil, and the time 
had arrived, in the opinion of Marshal 
Bazaine and the principal men in the 
Emperor’s Cabinet, when a proclamation 
should be issued announcing this fact toe 
the people and forbidding their resort 
again to arms under the pains of penal- 
ties of t The Cabinet was com- 
posed of some of the most enlightened 
men of the Liberal Party. 

The most horrible atrocities had been 
practiced by the Mexicans on the French 
and Austrians, and were also perpetrated 
on us during the invasion by the Ameri- 
can Army in 1846 and 1847. 

The object of the Military Order of the 
8d of October, 1865, drawn up by Mar- 
shal Bazaine, of which so much has been 
said in this country, and signed by 
Maximilian, was, first, to prevent atroci- 
ties, second, to retaliate upon any pris- 
oners that might thereafter be taken 
for the massacres and tortures which 
the Imperial and French troops had suf- 
fered at the hands of Mexicans, and 





_ third, by the fear of punishment to pre- 


serve the Government in the tranquil, 
prosperous, and progresstve state it en- 
joyed at that time. It is said by the 
enemies of Maximilian that thousands 
of prisoners were executed under this 
order. This is entirely false. 

Though Maximilian stated in the 
order that he would not pardon, yet he 
did intervene with his pardon to such a 
degree as almost to render the order 
nugatory, and by the time the Liberal 
Army was renewed and revived by the 
inoral influence of the United States 
Government this order had become a 
dead letter, was so considered by both 
parties, and was countermanded by 
Maximilian. The order was justified 
on 2 Fra ground of retaliation and the 
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laws of Mexico. He established public 
schools and charitable institutions of all 
kinds, placing these and colonization 
under charge of Carlotta. He decreed 
concessions for the building of railroads 
and telegraph lines over the entire Em- 
pire. He contributed a large sum of 
money yearly toward the establishment 
and support of a line of steamers from 
San Francisco to Guymas Mazatlan and 
San-Blas and from New York to Vera 
Cruz. He also renewed the grant for 
the Tehuantepec route, and, though Eng- 
land, France, Spain, and other nations 
were represented at his court. by Am- 
bassadors of energy and skill, who 
pressed the claims of their respective 
Governments ‘or their subjects warmly 
and with pertinacity, yet it is a remark- 
able fact that Maximilian in every case 
gave the contracts and concessions to 
citizens of the United States. 


He encouraged Americans in every 
way, regardless of the section from which 
they.came. The adoption of the Ameri- 
can child, the grandson of Iturbide, the 
Washington of Mexico, and son of a lady 
of the District of Columbia, was in the 
same spirit. He desired to educate him 
to be a useful man, and thus to draw 
the United States and Mexico into closer 
affinity. He was an American in feel- 
ing, an American in policy, and desired 
of all things that his purposes and policy 
should be understood by the people and 
Government of the United States, 
made every effort consistent with self- 
respect to accomplish it, but in vain! 
The door was closed against him by our 
Government, and he was not heard. 


At this time, toward the close of the 
year 1865, the internal improvements of 
Mexico were rapidly progressing, and I 
had several interviews with their Majes- 
ties. They seemed never to tire of the 
subject of the United States, and I think 
Maximilian had some idea of visiting this 
country himself or of sending Carlotta to 
represent his views, for one day after a 
long conversation in relation to the 
United States the Empress exclaimed: 
“Oh, how I should like to make a tour 
through your country!” and Maximilian 
remarked: “And I should greatly like 
it. Do you think, General, that there 
would be any danger of my being re- 
ceived with rudeness? ” 

I was about to say, “ No,” but answered 
quickly: “Yes, your Majesty, there is 
great danger in your visiting the United 
States.” 

“What is it? ” said he, surprised. 

“Why,” I replied, “if your Majesty 
visited the United States the danger is 
that, with your liberal principles, you 
would be sent to Congress, and then you 
would be lost forever.” 

He laughed, and said prophetically: 
“Perhaps a much sadder fate awaits 
me.” 


Early in ’66, when all was serene, 
prosperous, and progressive in Mexico, 
Mr. Seward’s correspondence with the 
French Government in relation to Maxi- 
milian, and the decision of Napoleon 
thereon, were published in Mexico. The 
sound of Mr. Seward’s bell was heard 
in Paris. Its mandate was obsequiously 
obeyed, and the Empire of Mexico was 
among the things of the past. By order 
of the United States, Napoleon affixed 
a stain upon the honor of France which 
will remain there through all time. He 
gave orders for the withdrawal of the 
army within a specified and short period, 
and stopped the supplies of money to 
Maximilian. His desertion of Maxi- 
milian’s Government was open, decided, 
complete. 


The effect was almost instantaneous. 
Internal improvements, colonization, pub- 
lic schools, and charities were all given 
up at once. The offices of Captain 
Maury and.myself were abolished. Bands 
of men appeared in all parts of the 
country, who captured the poor native 
Indians at the plow, and hurried them 
into the ranks of the Liberal Party. Each 
robber chief or Liberal Captain left his 
guitar, fandango, and monte table and 
hastened toward a common centre, to 
be in at the death and to get his share 
of the spoils and power. Backed thus 
by the United States, Juarez, who up to 
this moment was a mere cipher, became 
a formidable power. Maxmilian, with- 
out an army and without money, was 
still calm, dignified, and collected. At 
this moment a report reached him that 
Almonte, whom he had sent as Minister 
to Napoleon, had visited his old chief, 


Santa Anna, at St. Thomas, and had fa-.

Mexico from the United States with the 
view of wresting the power from the 
Emperor. He exclaimed in Cabinet 
council: “If Almonte has betrayed me, 
I can trust none.” Carlotta, who had 
just returned from a long and dangerous 
journey to Yucatan, where she had been 
to transact some business of State for 
the Emperor, was present at this Cabinet 
meeting. No reply being made by the 
Ministers, she rose and, approaching 
Maximilian, said: “ Your Majesty can 
trust me; I will be your Ambassador to 
France. I shall be ready by 10 o’clock 
tomorrow.” 

“ What,” said Maximilian, “will you 
thus prostrate yourself before the heredi- 
tary enemy of your house, and ask favors 
of him?” 

* Yes,” said Carlotta, “I will sacrifice 
my pride and myself if need be for your 
Majesty and Mexico.” 

All present were deeply moved by this 
act of devotion, and as she left the hall 
to prepare for her journey they pro- 
foundly bowed their thanks, as to a su- 
perior being. Carlotta set out on her 
melancholy mission with a courageous 
heart, but full of forebodings of evil. 
The roads to the coast were bad; the cli- 
mates through which she had to pass 
were treacherous. Yellow fever lurked 
everywhere, and the presentiment of fail- 
ure after all her sacrifices must have 
been in the last degree oppressive to her. 
I supposed at one time that these natural 
causes might account for the wreck of 
her firm, comprehensive, and vigorous 
mind, but I have since been satisfied that, 
though her body might have become the 
victim of disease, it was scarcely possible 
that her firm and vigorous intellect could 
have been destroyed by the ordinary dis- 
eases of a tropical climate or by the 
misfortunes of herself and the Emperor. 
She was far too brave a woman to yield 
to misfortune of any kind. 

I have learned from Mexico that Car- 
lotta was the victim of poison, and I fear 
this theory, dreadful as it is, is the true 
one. There is in Mexico an herb or 
small tree called el palo de leche, which 
is mixed with food; and when eaten grad- 
ually produces paralysis of the brain, and 
it is believed that this herb was ad- 
ministered to her by an educated Mexican 
lady in whom she reposed entire corfi- 
dence and on whom she showered every 
favor. After a cold reception and denial 
by Napoleon of her petition for aid to 
Maximilian, she hastened to Miramar and 
thence to Rome, and on the way frequent- 
ly expressed her opinion that she was 
poisoned. Arrived at Rome, she pro- 
ceeded to the Vatican, where in an inter- 
view with the Pope her mind gave way 
entirely, and she has remained insane 
ever since—her husband and herseif 
having fallen victims to the treachery of 
two Mexicans whom they had loaded with 
favors. 

In the meantime Maximilian removed 
himself from evils and difficulties he 
could not overcome by going to Orizaba, 
which is within a day’s trip of the coast. 
I determined to visit him there, and to 
induce him, if possible, to leave the coun- 


try. This was in the Fall of 1866. I 
found the Emperor without a Cabinet 
and with no one to consult, except his 
private chaplain, Father Fischer, a Ro- 
man Catholic priest, a devoted friend, an 
honest man. The British Minister, the 
Hon. Mr. Scarlett, a man of the highest 
character, was also in Orizaba, but I 
think was not authorized to interfere. 
The Austrians, gallant fellows, were 
willing to die for Maximilian, but had 
too much respect for him to approach 
him unbidden. I saw he was in need of 
a friend, procured an interview, and told 
him at once and frankly that I came to 
serve him as a personal friend. He 
asked me how? 

“By inducing your Majesty,” I said, 
“to leave the country at once, tomorrow, 
to go on board the Austrian frigate, 


lying near Vera Cruz at your orders, and a short repose from the cares which 


to issue a proclamation to the world, 
stating the motives which induced you 
to come to Mexico, to show, by reference 
to your acts, what you have done already 
toward the advancement of Mexico, and 
to put the responsibility of any failure 
on Napoleon, where it justly belongs,~ 


He said: “I came to this country 
from no selfish motive. I came to do 
good. I was happy at Miramar when 
there arrived a committee of the first 
men of Mexico, called the Committee of 
Notables. They were represented to be 
the best educated, the wisest, and the 
most influential men of this country. 
They formally asked me to accept the 
Crown of Mexico. I told them that I 
could not then decide, but requested 
them to return at the expiration of a 
month. During this period every crowned 
head in Europe advised: me to accept. 
The notables did return at the end of a 
month, and I then informed them that if, 
at the end of six months, they could bring 
me the proof that I had been elected fair- 
ly by the Mexican people their Emperor 
I would accept the position. They did 
return at the appointed time with proof 
of my election as Emperor, and even 
then I would not have accepted but to 
please the Empress, and now I learn to- 
day that I have lost her, perhaps for- 
ever.” 

The tears came into his eyes for a mo- 
ment. He took a turn of a few steps on 
the portico where he had received me 
and, recovering himself, said: “ Gen- 
eral, I will take your advice, but I wish 
you to be guided by my directions. C&,- 
tain Graves, the Second Captain of the 
Austrian frigate, is now here. 
act under your orders at Vera Cruz. 
Leave here tomorrow morning at 4 
o’clock and have cars ready for myself 
and escort the next day. Thus I will be 
on board by the day after tomorrow. In 
the meantime proceed by the French Mail 
steamer to Havana and await my arrival 
there. I shall be with you in ten days.” 

I was delighted with my success. 
Captain Graves and myself arrived at 
Vera Cruz the following evening a. 6 
o’clock. We sent immediately for Gen- 
eral Stephens, late of the Confederate 
Army; the superintendent of the road, 
and by. 9 o’clock all was arranged for 
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Maximftian and his suite to cotns ont: 
the next day. But at 12 o’clock that 1 
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the’Empefror could not come, I learned; 
at the time appointed, but would be 
down in a few days. In the meantime 
I sailed in the French steamer for. Ha- 
vana, according to the Emperor’s direc= 
tions. Day after day passed without 
news. At length I boarded a steamer © 
just from Vera Cruz and learned from” 
the British Ambassador, Mr. 

who was on board, that after I left the 
whole plan was changed, that Maxi--— 
“‘milian’s friends in Mexico had. tele- 
graphed him at Orizaba and begged him — 
not to leave the country until they could” 
send a committee to receive from him 
the resignation of his authority. 3 

This was a pretext to detain him. He 
remained, and when the committee ars 
rived they appealed to him as a man’ 
of honor not to leave them, but to fight 
for terms for them if he could not save 
the Empire. He assented, and thus the 
burning of a smail bridge cost him this” 
delay and his life. 

I expressed my conviction to the Brit- 
ish Ambassador thaf he would either be 
sent out of the country ignominiously as 
a prisoner, or be executed, probably the 
latter. The die was cast! I had done 
all in my power to rescue him. - If I 
had been so inclined I could not have 
joined him in time to save him or to 
share his fate. You know the rest. 
He returned to the City of Mexico. 
Meeting on the road Marshal Bazaine, 
the latter requested a conference. His 
carriage stopping a moment, Maximilian - 
said to the Marshal: “ No conference i3 
necessary. Your master has left me the 
alternative alone of death or dishonor. 
Of the two I prefer the former. Drive 
on.” 

Placing himself at the head of his 
small army, and leaving Marques te 
defend the city, he marched straight for 
the enemy. At Queretaro they met. 
Fighting against hope, Maximilian per- 
formed prodigies of valor, and at length > 
fell victim t6 the treachery of one of his 
Mexican officers, whose fortune he had 
made. In the dead of the night, after 
a hard day’s fight, while he was seeking 


oppressed him, the gates were opened by 
Lopez, this “ Arnold” of the Empire, the 
enemy was placed in possession of all the 
strongholds, and Maximilian awoke to 
find himself a prisoner, without a chance 
of resistance or hope of escape. After 
the mockery of a trial he was led to exe- 
cution.

The 
Mexico of today is not the Mexico we 
conquered in 1846. She has learned the 
art of war, not only from us, but from 
the French, Austrians, and Belgians, and 
she knows far better now how to defend 
the strong passes and desert pleins by 
which she is protected than formerly. 

That idea should, therefore, be aban- 
doned; but let the United States advo- 
cate and support any party in Mexico, 
both by her influence and her money, 
which will put in practical operation a 
comprehensive system of colonization, the 
American system of public lands and 
public surveys, and in a few years Mex« 
ico will be prosperous, life and property 
will be secure, and she will be a valuable 
neighbor to this country, remaining 
either content-with her own welfare or 
ready. both parties being willing, to be 
come emnexed to the United States,

Noted English ‘Writer Thinks That Destruction of Militarism 
by Greater Mailitarism Will Not Be Triumph for Civilization 








HERE are some jdealistic per- 
sons who believe that morality 
and war are incompatible. 
War is bestial, they hold, war 
is devilish; in its presence it 
is absurd, almost farcical, to 

talk about morality. That would be so 
if morality meant the code, forever un- 
attained, of the Sermon on the Mount. 
But there is not only the morality of 
Jesus, there is the morality of Mumbo 
Jumbo. In other words, and limiting 
ourselves to the narrower range of the 
civilized world, there is the morality of 
Machiavelli and Bismarck, and the mor- 
ality of St. Francis and Tolstoy. 

The fact is, as we so often forget, and 
sometimes we do not even know, morality 
fs fundamentally custom, the mores, as 
it has been called, of a people. It is a 
body of conduct which is in constant 
motion, with an exalted advance guard 
which few can keep up with, and 
a debased rear guard, once called 
the black-guard, a name that has 
since acquired an appropriate signif- 
feance. But in the substantial and cen- 
tral sense morality means the conduct 
ef the main body of the community. 
Thus understood, it is clear that in our 
time war still comes into contact with 
morality. The pioneers may be ahead; 
the main body is in the thick of it. 

That there really is a morality of 
war, and that the majority of civilized 
people have more or less in common a 
certain conventional code concerning the 
things which may or may not be done in 
war, has been very clearly seen during 
the present conflict. This moral code is 
often said to be based on international 
regulations and understandings. It cer- 
tainly on the whole coincides with them. 
But it is the popular moral code which 
is fundamental, and international law is 
merely an attempt to onfores that mor- 
ality. 

The use of expanding bullets and poi- 
gon gases, the poisoning of wells, the 
abuse of the Red Cross and the white 
flag, the destruction of churches and 
works of art, the infliction of cruel pen- 
alties on civilians who have not taken 
up arms—all such methods of warfare 
as these shock popular morality. They 
are on each side usually attributed te 
the enemy; they are seldom avowed, and 
only adopted in imitation of the enemy, 
with hesitation and some offense to the 
popular conscience, as we see in the case 
of poison gas, which was only used by the 
English after long delay and which the 
French still deny using. The general 
feeling about such methods, even when 
involving scientific skill, is that they are 
“ barbarous.” 

As a matter of fact this charge of 
“barbarism” against those methods of 
warfare which shock our moral sense 
must not be taken too literally. The 
methods of real barbzrians in war are 
mot especially “barbarous.” They have 
sometimes committed acts of cruelty 
which are revolting to us today, but for 
the most part the excesses of barbarous 
warfare have been looting and burning, 
together with more or less raping of 
‘women, and these excesses have been so 
frequent within the last century, and 
are still today, that they may as well be 
called “ civilized” as “ barbarbous.” 

The sack of Rome by the Goths at the 
beginning of the fifth century made an 
immense impression on the ancient world 
as an unparalleled outrage. St. Augus- 
tine in his “ City of God,” written short- 
ly afterward, eloquently described the 
horrors of that time. Yet today, in the 
new light of our own knowledge of what 
‘War may involve, the ways of the ancient 
Goths seem very innocent. We are ex- 
pressly told that they spared the sacred 
Christian places, and the chief offenses 
brought against them seem to be looting 
and burning; yet the treasure they left 
untouched was vast and incalculable and 
we should be thankful indeed if any bel- 
ligerent in the war of wday inflicted as 
little injury on a conquered city as the 
Goths on Rome. 

The vague rhetoric which this invasion 
fmspired scarcely seems to be supported 

by definitely recorded facts, and there 
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can be very little doubt that the devasta-

erick the Great, who combined supreme 
military gifts with freedom from scruple 
in policy, and was at the same time a 
great representative German, declared 
that the ordinary citizen. ought never to 
be aware that his country is at war. 
Nothing could show more clearly the 
military ideal, however imperfectly it 
may sometimes have been attained, of 
the old European world. Atrocities, 
whether regarded as permissible or as 
inevitable, certainly occurred. But for 
the most part wars were the concern of 
the privileged upper class; they were 
rendered necessary by the dynastic quar- 
rels of monarchs and were carried out by 
a professional class with aristocratic 
traditions and a more or less scrupulous 
regard to ancient military etiquette. 

There are many stories of the suffer- 
ings of the soldiery in old times, in the 
midst of abundance, on account of mili- 
tary respect for civilian property. The 
legend, if legend it is, of the French 
officer who politely requested the Eng- 
lish officer opposite him to “ fire first” 
shows how something of the ancient 
spirit of chivalry was still regarded as 
the accompaniment of warfare. It was 
an occupation which only incidentally 
concerned the ordinary citizen. The 
English, especially, protected by the sea 
and always living in open undefended 
cities, have usually been able to preserve 
this indifference to the continental wars 
in which their Kings have constantly 
been engaged, and, as we see, even in 
the most unprotected European countries 
and the most profoundly warlike, the 
great Frederick set forth precisely the 
same ideal of war. 

The fact seems to be that while war 


its own sake by a professional caste, in 
accordance with fixed rules which it 
would be dishonorable to break, but a 
method, carried out by the whole organ- 
ized manhood of the nation, of effectively 
attaining an end desired by the State. 


If by the chivalrous method of old, 
which was indeed in large part still their 
own method in the previous Franco- 
German war, the Germans had resisted 
the temptation to violate the neutrality 
of Luxemburg and Belgium in order to 
rush behind the French defenses, and 
had battered instead at the gap of Bel- 
fort, they would have won the sympathy 
of the world, but they certainly would 
not haye won the possession of the 
greater part of Belgium and a third part 
of France. 

It has not alone been military instinct 
which has impelled Germany on the new 
course thus inaugurated. We see here 
the final outcome of a reaction against 
ancient Teutonic sentimentality which 
the insight of Goldwin Smith clearly 
discerned forty years ago. Humane sen- 
timents and civilized traditions, under 
the molding hand of Prussian leaders 
of Kultur, have been slowly but firmly 
subordinated to a political realism which, 
in the military sphere, means a masterly 
efficiency in the aim of crushing the foe 
by overwhelming force combined with 
panic-striking “frightfulness.” In this 
conception that only is moral which 
served these ends. The horror which 
this “ frightfulness ” may be expected to 
arouse, even among neutral nations, is, 
from the German point of view, a tribute 
of homage. 

The military reputation of Germany is 
sc great in the world, and likely to

remain so, whatever the issue of the 
present war, that we are here faced by 
a grave critical issue which concerns the 
future of the whole world. The conduct 
of wars has been transformed before 
our very eyes. In any future war the 
example of Germany will be held to 
consecrate the new methods, and the hel- 
ligerents who are not inclined to accept 
the supreme authority of Germany may 
yet be forced in their own interests to 
act in accordance with it. 

The mitigating influence of religion 
over warfare has long ceased to be exer- 
tised, for the international Catholic 
Church no longer possesses the power to 
exert such influence, while the national 
Protestant churches are just as bellicose 
as their flocks. Now we see the influ- 
ence of morality over warfare similarly 
tending to disappear. Henceforth, it 
seems, we have to reckon with a concep- 
tion of war which accounts it a function 
of the supreme: State, standing above 
morality and therefore able to wage war 
independently of morality. Necessity— 
the necessity of scientific effectiveness 
—becomes the sole criterion of right and 
wrong. 

When we look back from the stand- 
point of knowledge which we have 
reached in the present war to the no- 
tions which prevailed in the past, they 
seem to us hollow and even childish. 
Seventy years ago Buckle in his “ His- 
tory of Civilization ” stated complacently 
that only ignorant and unintellectual 
nations any longer cherished ideals of 
war. His statement was part of the 
truth. It is true, for instance, that - 
France is now the most anti-military of 
nations, though once the most military 
of all. But, we see, it is only part of 
the truth. The very fact, which Buckle 
himself pointed out, that efficiency has 
in modern times taken the place of 
morality in the conduct of affairs, offers 
a new foundation for war when war is 
urged on scientific principle for the pur- 
pose of rendering effective the claims of 
State policy. Today we see that it is 
not sufficient for a nation to cultivate 
knowledge and become intellectual, in 
the expectation that war will automat- 
ically go out of fashion. It is quite pos- 
sible to become very scientific, most re- 
lentlessly intellectual, and on that foun- 
dation to build up ideals of warfare much 
more barbarous than those of Assyria. 

The conclusion seems to be that we 
are today entering on an era in which 
war will not only flourish,as vigorously 
as in the past, although not in so chronic 
a form, but with an altogether new 
ferocity and ruthlessness, with a vastly 
increased power of destruction, and on a 
scale of extent and intensity involving 
an injury to civilization and humanity 
which no wars of the past ever perpe- 
trated. Moreover, this state of things 
imposes on the nations which have 
hitherto, by their temper, their position, 
or their small size, regarded themselves 
as nationally neutral, a new burden of 
armament in order to insure that neu- 
trality. It has been proclaimed on both 
sides that this war is a war to destroy 
militarism. But the disappearance of a 
militarism that is only destroyed by a 
greater militarism offers no guarantee 
at all for any triumph of civilization or 
humanity. 

What, then, are we to do? It seems 
clear that we have to recognize that our 
intellectual leaders of old, who declared 
that to insure the disappearance of war 
we have but to sit still and fold our 
hands while we watch the beneficent 
growth of science and intellect, were 


~ grievously mistaken. War is still one 


of the active factors of modern life, 
though by no means the only factor 
which it is in our power to grasp and 
direct. By our energetic effort the world 
can be molded. It is the concern of all 
of us, and especially of those nations 
which are strong enough and enlightened 
enough to take a leading part in human 


effort. In so far as the great war of 
today acts as a spur to such effort #& 
will not have been an unmixed calamity.

New Invention of Captain Washitigton I. Chambers Makes It 
Possible to Launch Aircraft from a Warship's Deck at Sea

RITICS have pointed out the 
fhavy’s shortcomings in the 

direction of aviation, and a 

good many unpleasant things 

shave been predicted in the 

event ef a sudden call to de- 
fend our coasts. But, despite Con- 
gressional niggardliness, the navy has 
achieved at least one notable result in 
the art of military aeronautics; it has 
devised a thoroughly practicable appara- 
tus for the launching of scouting air- 
craft from ships at sea. 

To the Jayman this may not seem 
much in the way of an advance, lacking 
as we do anything like the complement 
of flying machines which modern war- 
fare has shown to be necessary, but the 
contrary is the case. No other nation 
has today an aeroplane-launching in- 
stallation on shipboard that is of any 
service when the vessel is under way or 
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The Chambers catapult on a float at the washington

exposed to a rolling sea. True, the Brit- 
ish Government has the Ark Royal for 
an aeroplane ship, and found her ex- 
ceedingly valuable while the allied fleets 
were operating at the Dardanelles. The 
vessel is a converted merchantman, so 
modified that with the removal of her 
forecastle it, was possible to provide a 
good, long stretch of flat deck from which 
some of the small machines could get a 
running start when_the Ark Royal was 
at anchor in smooth water and weather 
conditions were favorable. In short, the 
converted freighter was a mobile aero- 
plane base, for the type of machines 
was such that their wings could be 
folded. and the aircraft stowed away 
below decks. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
the Ark Royal is not a fighting ship, nor 
has she the speed to keep up with a 
battle squadron, and even if she could 
do so the vessel could not send the air 
scouts aloft from her deck except under 
the most favorable conditions of wind 
and sea. In other words, the British 
aeroplane ship is ‘an ingenious make- 
shift, but is not able to put the naval fly- 
ing man on equality with his military 
brother, who can always count upon hav- 
ing the ground from which to make his 
start and generally the earth for his 
landing. It is this very thing that our 
naval men have made possible. 

In November of 1913 Captain ‘Wash- 
ington I. Chambers blazed the way for 
this revolutionary stride in aeronautics 
by putting to a practical-test his naval 
aeroplane catapult. His experimental 
apparatus was then mounted upon a float 
at the Washington Navy Yard, and for 
the first time in the history of aviation 
a flying machine was actually hurled 
into the air after the extraordinarily 
brief run of something like forty feet, 
and given such speed at the instant of 
its release as to keep it afloat in the air 
until its engine was spinning fast enough 
te furnish the sustaining impulse. What 
was equally remarkable was that the 
catapult gathered speed in that short 





. wheels. 


he hydroaeroplane is on the cer ready for 


distance so smoothly that the aviator 
was not thrown out of his seat. Neither 
was his craft strained in the least. 

One must bear in mind that Captain 
Chambers was the navy’s pioneer in me- 
chanical flight and started us, technically 
at least, in the right direction. He was 
hampered by lack of funds when it came 
to materia! progress. Almost at the 
beginning he realized that the aeroplane 
would be of little service to the navy 
unless it could be launched from a speedy 
fighting ship and be available for service 
aloft even in vo'sterous weather. It was 
clear to him that the aircraft should be 
able to alight upon the water and be 
sturdy enough to withstand some tur- 
bulence. 

The hydroaeroplane was the answer to 
this demand, and Captain Chambers 
played his Sart in the early stages of its 
evolution. But this brought in its train 
complications. The Triad was the out- 
come—a mongrel hydroaeroplane with 
The wheels were to permit of a 
running start either from the ground or 
an inclined platform, while the pontoons 
were to furnish support when alighting 
upon the water. 

Aeroplane flights were made from two 
of our naval vessels, u;cn which long 
slanting runways had been built over the 
after deck. These runways, unfortunate- 
ly, were objectionable for two reasons: 
they took up a great deal of space and 
completely blocked some of the guns of 
the main battery. Captain Chambers 
realized that something different must 
be evolved. The question was to find 
a satisfactory, compact launching ap- 
paratus, one that could, if so desired, be 
quickly dismounted and stowed away 
until needed. Plainly, a short railway 
would have to suffice and means be 
found to virtually hurl the aircraft upon 
its flight after the shortest of prepara- 
tory runs. The Chambers catapult was 
the outcome of these studies. 

In its initial form a small truck was 
mounted upon a narrow-gauge track, and 
this car was pulled forward with increas-

ing speed by means of a cable. The rope 
passed over a number of pulleys, which 
multiplied the movement of the actuating 
piston, which was driven by compressed 
air. Just before the truck reached the 
end of the rails the aeroplane, until then 
gripped, was released. As a result, the 
car dropped into the water while the 
flying machine sailed off into the air. 
The simile is not an exact one, but the 
circumstances were fundamentally not 
unlike a piece of pasteboard sent skim- 
ming forcibly from the hand. So long 
as the stored-up energy. sufficed, the 
flying machine was sure to stay aloft. 
It was in this interval that the propeller 
spun up fast enough to take over the 
task of keeping the aeroplane up. 

The purpose in having the flying ma- 
chine locked to the car was to hold it 
steady against any motion of the float 
or any tipping force of the wind until 
speed enough was reached to give the 
aircraft the needful stability of course. 
Captain Chambers knew that on ship- 
board and in the open sea the vessel 
would roll, and he had to provide against 
this and any fitful gusts of wind. One 
of the cleverest features which he worked 
out was the contro! of the air impulse, 
acting upon the piston of the catapult. 
He devised a cam, which was auto- 
matically operated by the motion of the 
car, and thus, as the truck advanced, it 
opened wider and wider the flood of com- 
pressed air, which speeded up the piston 
that accelerated the car. In this way he 
avoided any shock which might haye dis- 
turbed the pilot at a critical moment, 
when either his safety or the success of 
his flight depended upon perfect control 
of his machine. 

After the tests at Washington toward 
the end of 1913 the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair designed and built an 
improved form of the Chambers catapult. 
When finished the apparatus was shipped 
to the naval aeronautic station at Pen- 
sacola, Fla., and in the course of time 
assembled and insialied upon a coal 
barge there. This was by way of pre- 
liminary testing, and to establish the fact 
that everything was in proper working 
order before transferring it to a naval 
craft. The trials being entirely satis- 
factory, the catapult was removed from 
the barge and erected upon the after 
main deck of the cruiser North Carolina, 
the navy’s aviation ship. 

The catapult on the North Carolina 
has a track length of about fifty feet, 
and in that comparatively short run the 
aeroplane is started from a standstill 
and given an ultimate launching speed 
of quite fifty miles an hour. This is not 
only a sufficient impulse to give it sail- 
ing power for some time without the aid 
of its motor, but the momentum is enough 
to hold the aircraft steady even when 
combating a good, stiff wind tending to

disturb its flight. The seaplane today 
is a good deal heavier than the aeroplane 
that Captain Chambers originally experi- 
mented with, and the first of the sea- 
planes catapulted at Pensacola was one 
of the oldest and weightiest of its type. 
Nevertheless, the catapult has proved 
amply equal to the demands made upon it. 

This means that the navy will be able 
to send aloft in this fashion any of its 
scouting or fighting aircraft, for we 
must keep in mind the fact that for an 
efficient aerial fleet we shall have to 
have at least three types of seaplanes. 
One will be of high speed and long range, 
designed primarily for scouting work and 
intended to sweep far ahead of the battle 
squadron, hold its station there, and be 
able to dodge the enemy fighting aero- 
planes in getting behind the foe’s. scout- 
ing screen. The next type will have less 
speed but sufficient radius of action te 
keep it well in advance of the fleet, and 
will probably be both armed and armored. 
The third type will be a strictly offensive 
aircraft, with both powers of resistance _ 
and lifting capacity sufficient to enable 
it. to carry a number of bombs either for 
the attacking of ships or assaults upon 
fortified positions. It had been proved 
that a form of catapult can be built 
capable of handling the heaviest of these 
aircraft and setting them in flight after 
only: a short run. 

The apparatus aboard the North Car- 
elina is so designed that the launching 
car or truck does not drop overboard at 
the end of its run and just after it re- 
leases the seaplane. Instead, this vehicles 
is brought to a standstill by an ingenious 
arrangement of brakes, which are thrown 
into service automatically, and the car 
is actually halted, even after reaching 
a speed of fifty miles an hour, ina dis- 
tance of a few feet. 

Military strategy has been profoundly 
modified by the advent of the scouting ~ 
aeroplane. It is next to impossible te 
achieve complete surprise in the move- 
ment of any considerable body of troops, 
The naval strategist, thanks to Captain: - 
Chambers, will now have the aeroplane, - 
or rather the seaplane, at his disposal 
for a kindred service, and whether his 
ships be far off from shore or out in 
“blue water,” he will be able to send 
his airmen forward even when strong 
winds are blowing. This will make it 
impossible for the enemy to avoid detec- 
tien by skirting along just below the 
horizon visible from the tops of a battle- 
ship or cruiser. 

Of course, it is understood that the 
aircraft does not return immediately to 
the deck of the vessel, but alights upon 
the water, and is then hoisted -aboard.

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Red Cross Worker Declares That 300,000 Irishmen Are Wear- 





HERE are something like 150,- 
000 Irish seldiers fighting. 
under the British colors in 
Franee and about as many 
more recruited in Ireland and 
ready to go to the front. 

There are eighty-seven Irishmen wear- 

ing German uniforms, decorated by 
themselves with a bit of green ribbon 

and the harp, doing trivial military duty 
in Berlin. 

These were the figures given me by 
Mme. Flora O’Gorman of Ireland when 
she was asked what there was of 
truth in the chagges made by some Irish- 
Americans, Justice Goff and Senator 
O’Gorman, for example, that the Irish 
ef Ireland had no love or loyalty for 
England, that they wanted Germany to 
win the war. 

One of the things that Mme. O’Gor- 
man was determined not to do when she 
eame to this country to get aid for 
wounded soldiers in France was to talk 
politics. But she happened to arrive at 
about the time of the pro-German meet- 
ing of Irishmen in the Hotel Astor and 
her indignation and her own loyalty as 
an Irishwoman got the better of her 
determination for a brief half hour. 

“These Irishmen here, who know 
nothing whatever about it,” she said, 
“try to give the impression that Ireland 
is not loyal. I, who live in Ireland and 
do kmow about it, tell you that Ireland 
és loyal and will do her full share to help 
England and France win this war. I 
thought possibly somebody would ask 
me, so before leaving France I got my 
figures from my husband, The O’Gorman, 
of County Clare, who is a Colonel and 
staff officer of the British Army now 
at the front. There are 151,000 Irish 
soldiers now in the field and about as 
many more have been recruited. 

“Many thousands of the Irish have 
been taken as prisoners of war, and to 
each of tlHem the Germans have offered 
freedom if he would renounce England 
and become a German soldier. That is 
the way of the Germans with all Irish 
prisoners. They, too, seem to have the 
same mistaken idea that Ireland is not 
loyal. Isn’t there a remarkable similarity 
between the Berlin notion and the pro- 
German notion in New York? Well, of 
the thousands of Irish seldiers who have 
had the chance to buy freedom by 
treason only eighty-seven have availed 
themselves of it. I know that. I also 
know, from a German officer whom I 
happened to know before the war and 
have since seen as a prisoner, that the 
most despised people in Berlin are those 
eighty-seven Irish traitors with the 
green harps on their German uniforms. 
There is no chance for them to get ta 
the front, the German officer told me, 
because nobody trusts them. 

“I don’t know just what fraction of a 
per cent. eighty-seven is of 300,000, but 
I should say for a guess that the pro- 
portion of the eighty-seven traitors 
wearing German uniforms to the 300,000 
Irishmen wearing British uniforms would 
indicate about all the disloyalty there is 
throughout Ireland, assuming that there 
is any at all.” 

The next point that Mme. QO’Gorman 
wanted to make was that Senator O’Gor- 
man was.no kinsman of hers. 

“There was a Judge O’Gorman ef our 
family in this country,” she said, “ and 
when I first arrived I thought that the 
Senator was his son, but I have learned 
differently. The O’Gormans of Clare, 
my husband’s family, have lived in the 
same place for 1,100 years. My husband 
has served in the British Army for 
thirty-two years, and for twenty of those 
years I have been with him in every 
part of the British Empire. Always 
have we had Irish soldiers, and always 
have they been among the best. So I 
kmew the Irish at home and away from 
heme, and nowhere do they think of 
England as the Irish in America would 
have you believe. 

“I wonder what the Senator O’Gor- 

mans and the Justice Goffs and all the 
rest mohet them in the United States hepe te 
accomplish by their pro-German activi- 








ties. How do they imagine that helping 

“Br, would help Ireland? Should 
Ireland become a German colony the 
Irish would leave it in rowboats, they. 
wouldggwim away from it to get to their 
friends in England. 

“It is easier to undérstand why in 
times of peace a certain type of Irishman 
in America gets some satisfaction opt of 
denouncing England, and it dees no par- 
ticular harm. Tt serves chiefly to disclose 
the ignorance of the 
denouncers coneern- 
ing the country 
from which they or 
their fathers or 
grandfathers have 
come. An Irishman 
comes here and 
makes more money 
than he could at 
home, and immedi- 
ately jumps to the 
foolish conclusion 
that England was 
entirely to blame 


for his lack of suc- 
cess on the other 
side. He fails to put 
the responsibility 
where it “belongs, 
partly on himself #3 
and partly on the f& 
climate and customs 
“of Ireland. 

“The Irish are 
just a lot of delight- & 
ful, irresponsible 

grown-up children. 
They live in a soft 
climate, in a drizzle 
of warm rain. Everything is kept green 
and beautiful by nature, and nobody 
wants to work hard. If a tile falls off a 
roof it is easier to let it alone than to put 
it back. It is easier to remain uneducat- 
ed in such a country than to work hard 
fer mental progress. But when the roofs 
leak and the children are ignorant and 
the people live roughly, it is not a mat- 
ter of English misrule, but a matter of 
climate and the temperament of the peo- 
ple. It is much as it is in Sicily and 
other warm countries. 

“ But in a generation er so away from 
the native sod the real cause is lost sight 
of. The Irishman who comes over here 
finds in the more rigorous climate and in 
the examples of thrift and hustle on all 
sides of him an incentive to go to work. 
His wit, which at home has been merely 
one of his lovable qualities, here serves 
him well in the struggle to make money.

ation for Engiand because it puts the an- 
cestors in a better light to look back upon 
them as martyrs to misrule rather than 
as free and easy, I might say, lazy and 
shiftless, dwellers in the old country. So 
your prosperous Irishman in America, 
who knows nothing of Ireland today, as- 
sumes that he knows it all, basing his 
mistakes on family myths and legends 
and getting from them his inspiration 
for mass-meeting attacks on England. 

“On oug own land in QJare, which we 
gave up to the tenant farms under the 
provisions of the new land laws, we had 
tenants who had not paid their rent for 
sixteen years. We never asked them for 
it. On the contrary, we mended their 
roofs for them, kept their gates on the 
hinges, and when necessary furnished 
them with cows and pigs. Now these 
same tenants own the land, as they do

throughout Ireland. Are they doing any 
better? Is there anything in the psy- 
chology of ownership of land, in the in- 
creased self-respect that is suppesed to 
come from it, that will make the Irish 
farmers do better than they did as ten- 
ants? [I hope so, but it is too soon te 
make any general statement covering the 
whele country. Some of them have 
bucked up and taken a new start. No 
doubt there are many of them whe wish 
they had the old landlords to help them 
out of their difficulties. There is less 
ehafing and less discontent than there 
‘was under the old régime, but the climate 
is just the same, the Irish are still 
Irish. 

“There is one general statement, how- 
ever, that can be made to cover all Ire- 
land—all her people are loyal to Eng- 
land. In a recent article in Toe New 
Yor Tres Sidney Brooks attributes the 
present enthusiasm of Ireland for the war 
service to three factors, the settlement 
of the land tenure question, the granting 
of Home Rule, and, third, that the plight 
of Belgium, a small country, aroused all 
the sympathy of Ireland, chiefly because 
it was a small country. I agree with 
him as to the first two factors, not as te 
the third. It is true that the Irish spirit 
of romance, that Ireland’s generous sym- 
pathies, were aroused in behalf of Bel- 
gium, but the response of Ireland to Eng- 
land’s call for men would have been just 
as loyal and prompt if Belgium had not 
been involved at all. The Irish in Ire- 
land are for the empire of which they are 
a@ part, first, last, and all the time, no 
matter what the Irish of New York may 
think er say about the matter.” 

What Mme. O’Gorman really came 
te this country for is te get funds for 
the military hospitals on the coast of 
France. 


“You must not blame France,” she” 
said, “for appealing to the outside peo- 
ple for this help. The French Gevern- 
ment js maintaining six thousand hos- 
pitals of its own in the interior. Te these 
institutions are sent the soldiers who 
may be restored within short periods. 
On the coast we have other hospitals, a 
large number of them, filled with 
wounded men, many of whom wil] never 
recover. It will be many months before 
any of them can go back to the treops 
in the field. It is to get funds for this 
work that I have been sent to America.” 

Mme. O’Gorman began her hospital 
work at the outset of the war, when she 
was in charge of a big staff of nurses 
at Antwerp. They were shelled out of 
that town, fleeing to Ostend with all 
their wounded. in motor buses, but losing 
the entire hospital equipment. She next 
served at Calais at the time of the first 
battle of Ypres, when 15,000 wounded 
men were brought in each night. 

From Calais Mme. O’Gorman went to 
Dunkirk at the request of the authori- 
ties and there established a new private 
hospital for the French wounded, and 
her next service was in Poperinghe, 
where, with'two Belgian women and a 
group ef Quakers from England, she 
undertook the work of stamping eut a 
serious epidemic of typhoid. They in- 
eculated 43,000 soldiers and civilians be- 
fore being shelled out again by the Ger- 
mans. 

“Let me tell you one more story of 
an Irish patriot,” said Mme. Q’Gor- 
man, after summarizing her hospital 
experiences. “It was just before I left 
France ta come. to America. On the 
way to Paris I met an Irish officer who 
had but one arm. I asked him if I 
should cut his meat for him.

sure, but such pic- 
tures as an art 
student with a future might do, and 
in that fact there is proof of a won- 
derful improvement in theman’s condition. 

There also has been a great change for 
the better in the artist’s physical -condi- 
tion. His weight has increased from sev~ 
enty-six to ninety pounds. So Dr. Maurice 
C. Ashley, Medical Superintendent of the 
asylum, has begun to have real hopes for 
the patient, notwithstanding the fact 
that Blakelock is now a man sixty-nine 
years old. 

Among the artists who have under- 
taken to make less miserable the last 
days of Blakelock, whether he spends 
them in or out of the asylum, are Elliott 
Daingerfield, who has recently written 
an appreciation of some of the greatest 
Blakelock pictures together with just a 
suggestion of the pathetic biography of 
the painter; and Harry W. Watrous, 
Secretary of the National Academy of 
Design, who shared his studio with 
Blakelock years ago when the latter had 
no means of hiring a studio of his own. 

Under the leadership of these two 
artists a committee has arranged & loan 
exhibit of twenty or more Blakelocks to 
be opened tomorrow at the Reinhardt 
Gallery, 565 Fifth Avenue. Their pur- 
pose is to raise a fund to provide for 
the care of Blakelock outside the asylum, 
se that he may live with his wife and 
children, if it is decided later on to re- 
lease him, or to at least do something to 
save Mrs. Blakelock from the poverty 
* ghe has struggled with for sixteen yeara, 





and to give the art- 
ist better quarters 
in the asylum, where 
he can paint to his 
heart’s content. 

The first real ex- 
periment with 
Blakelock*himsetf te 
see how a touch of 
freedom will affect 


him will be tried 
within a week or so, 
when Dr. Ashley 


will bring him te 
New York and take 
him to the exhibit 
of his own pictures. 
He remembers them 
all. That was indi- 
cated the other day 
at the asylum when 
a copy of Mr. Dain- 
gerfield’s illustrated 
book was shown to 
him on the occasion 
of a call from Mrs. 
Blakelock. He was 
delighted to greet his wife, whom he 


“had not seen for two years, for the 


simple reason that she had. not had 
money enough to pay the fare to Middle- 
town. He showed her some of the pic- 
tures that he had painted at the asylum, 
and gave her several to take home. 
Then, after this pathetic little exhibit

field book with the 
copies of the paint- 
ings that have given 
Ralph Albert Blake- 
lock his sure place 
as one of the great- 
est American art- 
ists. 

He recalled 
now famous “The 
Brook by Moon- 
light,” which, at the 
recent Catholina 
Lambert sale, was 
knocked down for 
$20,000 to the To- 
ledo Museum. “I 
remember now,” he 
said, as they turned 
to the picture of it 
in the book, “how

from students and 
poor artists. I was 
a sttident then, and 
more than once found it convenient to 
let the junk dealer have a study or 
sketch for the two or three dollars he 
was willing to pay. One day when I was 
in there he took me into a back room 
and showed me thirty-three pictures in 
‘Ralph Blakelock painted 
every one of them,’ he said, ‘and I got 
_the lot for $100.’ ” 

It was on the birth of the eighth child 
that Watrous had helped save the day, 
and Blakelock had said in jesting reply 
to his friend’s protest against such a 
family under such conditions: “ Why, 
Harry, I just had to have a full octave.” 

But the real crisis came with the one 
over the octave. The threat to dispossess 
figures in this story, too. Matters were 
so desperate a week or so before the end 
that Mrs. Blakelock sent word to a_col- 
lector who had bought several of her 
husband’s pictures and begged him te 
come to the house. He did so, and was 
told that they must have money or be 
forced inte the street. The collector 
looked over the artist’s unframed pic 
tures (Blakelock could never buy frames) 
and said there was nothing there he 
cared for. Then he pointed to a small 
picture and remarked that that might 
do if it were larger. He finally agreed ~ 
to pay $200 for the same subject re- 
painted on a larger canvas, and Blakelock 
joyfully accepted the commission. 

This is what that collector said when 
Blakelock arrived with. the painting: 
“ Well, I see you didn’t hit it off this time, — 
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That certainly is not the pitture I of- 
fered te pay $200 for. I wouldn’t have 
Yt in my house.” Then he relented and 
effered much less. Blakelock went home 
with the picture; the insult had been too 
much even for him. That is, it was _too 
much for him when it was offered. But it 
could not compete with the practical star- 
vation at home. He went back to the 
cclleetor, who now offered a still lower 
figure, and counted out the money in 
bills. It was not such a large sum but/ 
what any gentleman of a high degree of 
tulture and a lover of the-arts might 
carry it in his pocket for incidentals. 

Blakelock took the cash and went 
home. He showed the money to his wife,: 
counted it carefully, slowly, and then 
threw it in the kitchen fire. That was 
the end of Blakelock as a great Ameri- 
can artist. He became violent that night. 
They took him away the next day and 
in the evening the one over the octave 
came, a boy. 

There are many stories as to just 
what did come as the last straw to cause 
the mental collapse of the artist, but 
he one concerning the burning of the 
money was told by the wife to Mr. 
Daingerfield. The stories that surely are 
not true are those to the effect that 

lakelock’s downfall was due to dissi- 


- pation; that he peddled his pictures in 


seloons for liquor. 

“ Blakelock was practically a teeto- 
faler,” says Harry Watrous, who knew 
him best. “He never touched drugs. 
He had no vices of any sort. His was 
an extreme case of a man who did not 
know the value of his own work, who 
had no ability whatever for business, and 
who certainly did not know the meaning 
ef money. He simply went to pieces 
under the strain of his mental suffer- 
ing, due to his never-ending money 
plights. 

“But he was queer. Some of the 
things he did in my studio were as crazy 
as the things you would expect a man 
te do in an asylum. Before I knew him 
at all, when he had a studio of his 
own, I was puzzled one day by 
“hearing the endless thrumming of a 
weird little dance tune on the piano in 
his rooms. As I was going out he opened 
his door and asked me to step into his 
studio, which I did. He ran to the piano 
and repeated the tune, then swung around 
on the stool and exclaimed: ‘Do you 
think that will make ’em dance?’ I 
asked what he meant, and he pointed 
to a picture he was at work on with a 
lot of Indians in it dancing. ‘I’ve been 
trying to make ’em dance all day,’ he 
said, ‘and now I think I’ve got ’em go- 
ing.’ ” 

The picture which Blakelock, who loved 
music as he did painting, was at work 
on that day, running back and forth 
between easel and piano, was the “ Pipe 
Dance,” one of three Blakelocks now in 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. ~ 

Leon Dabo was another artist who 
knew Blakelock well in the last few years 
before he went away. “I had come over 
from Paris,” said Dabo, “ to decorate the 
Church of St. John the Baptist in Brook- 
lyn. I needed a big studio near the 
church, so hired the loft of a stable from 
an Irish contractor. One day I went to 
this man’s house and was taken into one 
of those frightful parlors, furniture in 
kaby blue plush, walls covered with 
crayon portraits of all the members of 
the contractor’s family, mantelpiece dec- 
trated with rubbish, but there, hanging 
above the same mantel, was a beautiful 
thing, beautiful even in that room. It

was a picture by Blakelock. I asked 
why, of course, and the Irishman told 
me that it was something a poor devil 
of a painter who lived in one of his tene- 
ments around the corner had given him 
in part payment for a month’s rent. 

“ The contractor took me to the door of 
the artist’s flat, but would not go in 
himself for fear his call would be taken 
as a hint for the rent. He was a good- 
hearted person. That was how I met 
Blakelock, whom I got to know very well 
after that, and through him I learned 
as facts the unbelievable things about 
the American business instinct to get a 
bargain. I know of two pictures that 
Blakelock was forced into selling for 
thirty-five dollars, not thirty-five dollars 
apiece, but that sum for both. Within 
the last two years one of those two pic- 
tures has sold for eight thousand dol- 
lars. And the man who got them for 
seventeen dollars and a half apiece has 
given away three hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth of pictures to the American 
public. 

“ These fellows may be lovers of art, but 
how they love a bargain! They are the 
scoundrels who sent Ralph Blakelock to 
the madhouse. And they boast of it, 
they gloat over it. “I met a man over 
in Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, the other 
day. ‘I’ve got a Blakelock’ he told me 


‘and I paid only twelve dollars for it. 
I want you to look at it and tell me 
what it is really worth.’ 

“These collectors, these benefactors, 
enriching themselves and their estates 
with the life work of a man whose life 
was destroyed by the starvation which 
they are responsible for, and all this in 


the name_of the Jove of the things that 
are beautiful. And the Academy, the 
National Academy! What did it do to 
poor Blakelock! Fourteen years after 
he had been taken away to a lunatic 
asylum because his pictures had no com- 
mercial value to him the Academy elects 
him an associate because his pictures have 
acquired commercial value. They elected 
Blakelock crazy when a picture by Blake- 
lock sane sold for thirteen thousand dol- 
lars, and not before. Now, I Say, they 
should elect him President because one 
of his pictures has sold for twenty thou- 
sand dollars. : 

“ But the collectors should pay for the 
support of Blakelock now. Ask every 
man who owns one of his pictures to 
contribute a dollar a year—not ten dol- 
lars, for that would be too much to ex- 
pect of them, but one dollar a year—and 
that would yield enough to give him a 
decent room to live in at the asylum, 
some paint and brushes with which to 
amuse himself, sane or insane.” 


If every man who owns a spurious 
Blakelock should contribute a dollar the 
fund would be much lerger. The market 
is flooded with pictures that bear the 
forged name of the artist. This swindle 
began to assume serious proportions 
about two years ago, when the genuine 
Blakelocks first brought notable prices 
at the auction sales. In conriection with 
that is one of the saddest phases of the 
whole Blakelock story. 

One of Blakelock’s children is a daugh- 
ter who can paint fairly good pictures, 
unconsciously imitating her father both 
in manner of workmanship and in selec- 
tion of subjects, for he was her teacher. 
She painted several of these pictures as 
her part toward the support of the fam- 
ily and had no difficulty in selling them 
for a small figure. But she soon dis- 
covered that her father’s name was being 
put upon them. She protested, and in 
response to the protest received from the 
dealer an offer to take all the pictures 
she could turn out with the understand- 
ing that they would be put on the mar- 
ket as the work of Ralph Albert Blake- 
lock. And so the daughter no longer 
dares to do the one thing she is able to 
do to help support herself and her 
mother. 


“TI cannot be a party to a crime,” she 
told Mr. Daingerfield. “I cannot. ruin 
my father’s fame which has come to 
him now with the pictures that I paint 
and I know no way to paint other than 
what he taught me then.” 
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Investigation Covering Several Years, Conducted by Dr. Thomas ie 
D. Wood of Columbia University, Discloses Surprising Facts ie 
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The author of the following paper is a 
recognized authority on all-matters per- 
taining to public health. The striking 
statistical information that he presents 
was’ ‘gathered and prepared by him as 
Chairman of the Committee.on Healta 
Problems in Education of the National 
Council of Education, acting jointly with 
the Council on Health and Public In- 
struction of the American Medical As- 
sociation. The work was begun several 
years ago. A numbér of localities inves- 
tigated showed that country children are 
less healthy than city children. 





NPREJUDICED study of 
conditions surrounding the 
education of the children 
of this country—a study 
based on statistics—results 
in exposing facts and con- 

clusions both startling and significant. 

More than half of the 20,000,000 school 
children in the United States are attend- 
ing rural schools. 

Country children attending the rural 
schools are less healthy and are handi- 
capped by more physical defects than are 
the children of the cities, (including all 
the children of the slums.) And this is 
true, in general, of all parts of the 
United States. 

The significance of this can be grasped 
when it is remembered that most of our 
best human material for leadership in 
city and country must still come from 
the farms. For the most part, the raw 
material to supply the needs of civiliza- 
tion, including the best human supply, 
must continue to come from the soil. This 
is in accordance with a great, universal 
law of life. 

If rural America is to continue to be 
a satisfactory nursery of human life for 
the nation, it must be made healthful 
and attractive. It must provide condi- 
tions favorable for the cultivation of the

best. The improvement of human health 
and welfare in rural America is a prob- 
lem affecting national safety, national 
prosperity, national perpetuity. It is a 
problem dealing with the most essential 
and most endangered of all our national 
resources. It is a problem of greatest 
significance in relation to our national 
welfare, No factor is of greater funda- 
mental importance for securing national 
preparedness, either for peace or for pos- 
sible War. 

The most vital phase of this problem 
of rural health is the effort to increase 
the health efficiency of the rural schools. 
This is because the rural school is the 
universal, the official, the strategic 
agency through which influences for good 
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health of those living in the cities finds 
further proof by an examination of the 
aceompanying table showing “ Death 
Rate in New York City Compared with 
Death Rate in Rural New York.” 

Up to 1910 the death rate in New York 
City was greater than in rural districts 
of New York Staté, as was naturally 
expected in conformity with the tradi- 
tional and still prevalent belief that the 
country furnishes conditions more favor- 
able to health than the city. - Since 1910, 
however, the death rate in rural New 
York has been greater than i in New York 
City; and conditions in New York State 
may be taken, on the whole, as typical 
of the country in general. 

It is, therefore, apparent that within

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health may be most effectively exerted, 
directly“and indirectly, not only for the 
care of the health of children, but for 
the improvement of rural health in gen- 
eral. 

Now for the statistics upon wihtels my 
conclusions are based. The table that I 
present herewith showing the “ Health 
Defects” of city and country children 
is made up from all the available of- 
ficial statistics of school children gath- 
ered from all parts of the country. As 
many as fifty or more sources of in- 
formation were used, and the results 
compared and collated. These statistics 
lack uniformity. They contain, doubtless, 
many errors, but there are probably as 
many errors in the statistics of the city 
school children as in those of children 
in the rural schools. The comparative 
result, therefore, as shown in percéntage 
averages is accurate. 

An examination of this table wil! show 
that in every health item the country 
child is more defective than the city child. 
This is a most surprising reversal of 
popular opinion. More than twice as 
many country children suffer from mal- 
nutrition as do city children; the 
former are also more anaemic, have more 
lung trouble, and include more mental 
defectives than do the latter. 
<The claim that the health of the peo- 


ple in the country is not so good as the . 


the last decade the actual and vaunted 
physical superiority of country people 
and children over those living in the city 
has been reversed; and now it is confi- 
dently affirmed that for the entire popu- 
lation city dwellers are more healthy 
than those who dwell in rural districts; 
that city life is more healthful than that 
of the country. 

In an impartial effort to ascertain the 
causes of present-day country life, so far 
as health and welfare are concerned, this 
fact must not be overlooked: Artificial 
selection, during the last half century 
especially, has drawn much of the best 
human stock from the country to the 
cities. Before that time the tide in the 
movement of population apparently car- 
ried more good humah material to the 
rural regions than away from them. 

Another reason for the physical in- 
feriority of country school children and 
of country people in general is that the 
science and art of human living, of con- 
serving and improving human health ana 
general human welfare, have advanced 
much more rapidly in the cities than in 
the country districts. The problems of 
safety and comfort as affected by con- 
gestion of population-and many other 
conditions of urban life have thrust 
themselves upon -human attention and 
have received much consideration. 

The art of human. care has progressed 
much more slowly in the-country. The 
father in the city spends, on the average, 
a larger percentage of his income for 


the welfare of his children than does | 


the father on the farm. The farmer, 
relatively, raises everything else more 
carefully and, as a rule, more syccess- 
fully, than his children. 

Still another condition which dies to 
explain this astonishing inferiority of 
the country child is the environment. The 
country home and the country schoof 
are, on the average, less sanitary and 
healthful than the city home and the 
city school. 

It has been assumed that because the 
country child has all the features of the 
country he is, of course, surrounded by

fortunate and wholesome conditions. But 
the possession of all outdoors is far from 
enough. The farmer’s home is, as a rulé, 
insanitary in many respects.. It is often 
terribly unventilated and the dwellers in 
the house are fed many hours of the day 
with bad air. Country water and food 
are less wholesome than water and food 
in the city. The standards of living of 
the American farm, when tested by the 
accepted principles of sanitation and 
hygiene, are alarmingly defective. 

The rural school, from the standpoint 
of health and general fitness for its im- . 
portant use, is the worst type of building 
in the whole country, including not only 
all types of buildings used for human 
beings, but also those used for live 
stock and all domestic animals. Rural 
schools are, on the average, less adequate 
for their use than prisons, asylums, alms- 
houses, stables, dairy-barns, pig-pens, 
chicken-houses, dog-kennels are for their 
uses. 

Still another evil influence upon rural 
life is the rapidly increasing extent of 
absentee ownership of the farms. Sta- 
tistics show that within the last decade 
the number of tenant farmers increased 
over 16 per cent., while the number of — 
farm owners occupying their own land: 
increased only a trifle over 8 per cent. * ¥, 
The number of farms in this country, -by 
the census of 1910, is 6,361,502; the num- 
ber of tenant farmers closely approxi- 
mates 2,500,000, Texas claiming one- 
tenth of the number. Sixty per cent. of 
farm lands in Illinois is tilled by tenants, 

If the increase of the latter continues 
at the rate indicated we shall have in 
a few decades a condition in America ‘ 
approximating that which, prior to 
greater troubles, was worrying Lloyd 
George in England. Tenant farmers have 
relatively less intelligence and less money 
than the men who own the farms they 
work. But by far the greatest evil of the 
system of tenant farming is the change 
that it pr d in the c nity—from 
the man who had a stake in it because 
he was part of it, and the one whose 
residence.is limited to three or five years 
and who then moves on. The tenant is 
not interested in schools, particularly; 
and often keeps the children at home 
to work. He does not go t@ church;. the 
decay of the rural church and the raral 
school may well be attributed to this 
changed-character of the aarel ro 
tion. - 

That country children ana as Bae 
+health and happiness as city children is 
an assertion that should need no argu- 
ment. Yet we find. that: in ~those. feat- 
ures of the newer edticational program 
that look toward the physical and*moral 
upbuilding of the child, the activities of: 
the public authorities are © practiéally, 
limited to the schools of the cities. -This 
is indicated by the table “ Health Work 
in City and Rural Schools of the United 
States.” 

The problem of advancing the art of 
human culture, however, is not exclus- 
ively one of official activity. The home 
als¢ mus‘ play its part, and here,‘ too, 
the rure’ districts suffer. In the city 
the best «leas are more readily brought} 
into contact with all of the people. For 
many in our cities, deprived through 
poverty of the material necessities of life 
—intellectual and social as well as phys-

ical—a bounteous philanthropy fre- 

supplies the lack. In the country, 
em the other hand, the farmers must be 
persuaded to use their own resources te 
provide adequately for the welfare of 
their families and, most of all, for their 
children. 

To carry this proposal for child bet- 
terment directly to the country house- 
hold would be inadvisable and ineffec- 
tive; would often arouse resentment. In 
this phase of human education the direct 
approach to the home is much less feas- 
ible in the country than in the city. The 
school is, however, the agency endowed 
by every circumstance for the accom- 
plishment of this great special task of a 
higher civilization. 

After careful consideration of this se- 
tious problem of the relatively deficient 
health of the children in rural schools, 
the Health Committee of the National 
Council of Education, in co-operation 
with the corresponding Health Commit- 
tee of the American Medical Association, 
strongly recommend, in a pamphlet 
which is about to be issued, the follow- 


av img measures as a practical program for 


the solution of the difficulty. 


I. Health examination and supervision of 
all rural school children. 

II. Dental examination and dental care for 
the teeth of all children in the rural schools. 

Ill. The. service of the school or district 
wurse to provide the practical health service 
and follow-up work, which (it has been so 
@learly demonstrated in our cities) can be 
best accomplished by the school nurse. The

The Indirect 
educational benefits of the school lunches 
upon the children and the homes are even 
more important than the immediate health 
improvement of the children themselves. 

V. Correction of physical defects which are 
interfering with the health, the general de- 
velopment, and progress of rural children. 
For this re jal and constructive health 
service, practi€al rural equivalents of med- 
ical clinics, dental elinics, and comnSinity 
health ‘centres of the cities are urgently 
needed in all parts of the United States. The 
county unit of organization and administra- 
tion for health as well as ether rural inter- 
ests has already proved successful and prom- 


ises the best results. Every county should 
have one full time health officer, one or more 
school and district nurses, and one or more 
community health centres to provide rational, 
self-supporting health and medical service for 
all the people. 

VI’ Co-eperation of physicians, medical or- 
ganizations, health boards, and all other 
available organizations in the rural health 
program. 

VIL. Effective health instruction for the 
rural schools. which shall aim decisively at 
the following results: 

(a) Establishment of health habits and in- 
culcation of lasting ideas and standards of 
wise and efficient living in pupils. 

(b) Extension of health conduct and care 
to the school, to the homes, and to the entire 
community. 


VIII. Better trained and better paid teach- 
ers for rural schools, who shall be adequate 
to the health problems as well as te other 
phases ef the wor of rural education. 

IX. Sanitary and attractive school bulld- 
ings, which are essential to the health ef 
pupils and teachers. 

X, Generous provision of space and facl- 
ities for wholesome play and recreation. 

XI. Special classes and schools fer the 
physically and mentally deficient, in which 
cbildren may receive the care and instruc- 
tion requisite for their exceptional needs. 

Better health is to a striking extent a 
purchasable commodity and benefit. Vast 
sums of money are expended from public 
and private funds for the ameliggation 
of human suffering and disability in-the 
attempt to salvage the wreckage result- 
ing from unfavorable earlier corfiillffons, 
which with foresight and at very moder- 
ate cost might in large measure have 
been prevented. 

Our schools are spending millions in 
educating, or trying to educate, the chil- 
dren who are kept back by ill-health, 
when the expenditure of thousands in a 
judicious health program would produce 
an extraordinary saving in economy and 
efficiency. A dollar saved in a wise, con- 
structive effort te conserve a child’s 
health and general welfare will be more 
fruitful to the child and for the general 
good than a thousand times that sum 
delayed for twenty years. The principle 
of thrift in education finds its first and 
most vital application in the conservation 
and improvement of the health of the 
children. 


Central Park’s Shakespeare Garden May Go 


HERE will be a fad for Shake- 

speare gardens this Spring if 

the plans of the Shakespeare 

Tercentenary Celebr -tion Com- 

mittee go through, and to help 

those who contemplate such a 
horticultural venture, seedmen have 
been commissioned to make up packets 
containing, among the one hundred or 
more flowers mentioned in the poet’s 
plays and poems, such easy growing 
plants as carnations, columbines, daffo- 
dils, harebells, delphinium, marigolds, 
marjoram, pansies, peas, pinks, peonies, 
poppies, and violets. There will also be 
cuttings of musk, damask, and York and 
Lancaster roses, and bulbs of narcissus 
and Madonna lilies. 

Among Shakespeare gardens already 
under cultivation perhaps the best ex- 
Central Park near the 
Eighty-first Street entrance. This 
forms a two-acre plot bordered with 
froses, and so full has it been of the 
quaint and old-fashioned flowers that 
Professor Edmond Bronk Southwick, 
who planned it, has rather sentimentally 
called the plot “The Garden of the 
Heart.” It is usually ablaze from April 
until November with flowers, but un- 
fortunately it may be discontinued this 
Spring on the ground of economy, even 
though 1916 is the year of the great 
Shakespeare cclebration. 

Besides holding the post of park 
entomologist for thirty years, Dr. South- 
wick is a devoted reader of Shake- 
gpeare, and he developed the garden at 
the request of a former park commis- 
sioner, who, in co-operation with the 
Board of Education, decided that the 
public schools should have a depot for 
mature study material, as well as a 
demonstration garden, as a necessary 
adjunct to the study of natural history. 
Accordingly ‘Dr. Southwick began plan- 
ming and scheming and tucking seeds 
and bulbs away under glass. In two 
years the garden becdme a place of a 
thousand delights, and its passing will 
be mourned by countless’ youngsters 
and oldsters who have enjoyed its per- 
fumed ‘loveliness and quaint atmos- 
phere, almost as much as the gentle old 
scientist who created it. 

“ According to the conformation of the 
4 ground at my disposal,” said Professor 
Southwick, in telling how he developed 
the Shakespeare garden, “I had to plan 
rather carefully to have space enough 
for all the flowers and herbs I wanted to 
raise, so I divided the plot into three in-

“It’s amusing,” he continued, “to 
hear the children ask about some flower 
they remember from their school read- 
ings of Shakespeare. I recall one bright- 


eyed girl asking which was ‘rue with a 





arranged so that as fast as one passed 
the period of flowering its place was 
taken ‘by another. Se we had a suc- 
cession of gay blooms te brighten the 
erstwhile dull hillside. In one bed were 
the herbs—balm, rue, bittersweet, savory, 
flax, mint, and the like; in another the 
vegetables—corn, cabbage, beans, peas, 
oats, onions, and all the rest. A third 
was devoted te roses and the fourth te 
wayside flowers. The heath, box, weed- 
bine and kindred shrubs and vines were 
used for borders. The water plants, 
the flags, rice, water-poppies, exlips, and 
rushes were planted in the edges of the 
brooks which, starting up in the Alpine 
gardens, ran to the tropical belt, forming 
seventeen pools and numerous cascades 
on the way. 

“The lichens, violas, wild thyme, and 
anemones were put in the Alpine gardens. 
I must tell you about these more par- 
ticularly. I didn’t know just how te 
dispose of that big gray rock at the top 
of the inclosure, but one day in the early 
Spring when the snow was melting from 
it, the thought struck me that it re- 
sembled a glacier with its uneven border 
of snow, so I took a picture ef it and 
later planted sweet elysium just where 
the snow had been in the cracks and 
srevices, and it was a mass of white all 
Summer.” 

On the top of the same rock are models 
of two Esquimo igloos and an Indian 
medicine house, to teach the children 
something of the customs of these people, 
and below the snow line are Alpine gar- 


’ dens of edelweiss, junipers, and gentians. 


Adjoining the Alpine gardens is the 
bed of Puritan flowers, including samples 
of. all the precious specimens brought 
over by the Puritians, as well as the 
maize, beans, and pumpkins which the 
Indians taught them to raise, and with- 
out which they would have starved. 

In the lower belt, where itis always 
more or less damp, the Egyptian lotus, 
arrow-heads, sedges, and water-hyacinths 
grow. And around the extreme edge of 
the group of gardens run the perennial 


-border and the rose garden, with its 40® 


varieties, including old-fashioned rose 
trees, up-to-date ramblers, Shakespeare® 
eglantine and the dainty tea roses. 
Thanks largely to Dr. Southwick, thom 
who contemplate a Shakespeare gard@@ 
this Summer will have a list of plan® 
and flowers ready for them, although the, 
beauty spot in Central Park may become 
only a memory. The upkeep of-the gar- 
den is slight, considering the pleasure 
that thousands find in its charm, and its 
educational value to children is incal- 
culable. Dr. Southwick says that they 
display no vandalism, walk decervusly 
among the flowers, and simply ask ques- 
tions. Apart from this, the place has been 
used as a base of supplies for biology 
classes in the public schools. There are

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New Yorks Big Flower Show Opens Wednesda 7 


Gorgeous Display of Blooms and Rare Plants Will Be Staged 
on an Extensive Scale by Amateur and Professional Growers 
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New Orchid Cultivated by Clement Moore in His Conservatery at Hackensack. 


LOWER lovers and amateur 
and professiongi gardeners 
are looking forward to the 
’ Fourth International Flower 
Show, which will be opened 
next Wednesday at the 
Grand Central Palace and continue un- 
‘ til April 12. The exhibition is held un- 
der the auspices of the Horticultural 
Society of New York and the New York 
Florists’ Club,‘and attracts all classes of 
people, from the woman whose garden is 
a small window box to the wealthy 
country gentleman who collects rare or- 
chids for his conservatory. It is alse 
a social function of importance, and 
among the visitors will be two members 
of the royal family of England—the 
Duke of Connaught, Governor-General 
of Canada, and the Duchess. 
The promoters say that this year’s 
show will rival and perhaps surpass its 
predecessors, which were voted to be 
the most gorgeous flower displays ever 
seen. More than 25,000 different vari- 
eties of flowers will be shown, and the 
exhibits will cover 80,000 square feet of 
floor space. The prizes will aggregate 
more than $16,000. 
The war will .alter to some extent the 
nature of the exhibits, while some of the 
regular foreign exhibitors will net -be 
represented. American flower growers 
have developed great initiative along 
certain lines, and there will be fine dis- 
plays from South America, Holland, and 
ether neutral countries. 
China has been until recently an un- 
kmewn land from the floral point of 
view, but it is now known that the vege- 
table growth of northern China cor- 
responds largely to that of the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. Many of 
the trees are similar and flowers which 
grow wild in China can be acclimated 
‘ without difficulty in the eastern part of 
the United States. One of the lecturers 
at the show will be an expert who has 
spent years in China investigating and 
hunting the plants in their seed-bearing 
season, to bring them to America. He 
has obtained lily bulbs in great numbers, 
and Chinese lilies will be a feature of 
the show. 
Nothing was more admired last year 
than the rose gardens, and this year 
they will exceed in beauty and numbers 
anything attempted heretofore. There 
will be a $500 prize in gold for the best. 
These little gardens, of 500 square feet, 
are laid with trellised walls, Summer 
houses, gravel paths, and even in some 
instances with a tiny brook running 
through the centre. 

A new feature will be the rock garden, 
which is little known in this country, 





although long popular in England. Rock 
gardens make ugly spots beautiful; they 
can be adapted for different tempera- 
tures and locations, and have the addea 


charm of an effect of permanency and > 


age. A garden that has been growing 
for two years might seem to be a 
hundred years old, and this effect is 
greatly desired by American owners of 
large estates. The rock garden, hew- 
ever, is not only a possession of the rich; 
the owner of a small plot can readily 
make one. 

Many amateurs and professionals, 
women as well as men, will send exhibits. 
Interest in horticulture has increased 
greatly within the last few years, and 
perhaps most notably among women. 
The number of men with large green 
houses who specialize in certain lines of 
flower culture includes some of the best 
known names in the country. And there 
are also women who have become expert 
growers of certain flowers, and who ex- 
hibit regularly at the various shows. 
They not only employ gardeners, but 
many of them devote much time and 
labor to their flowers. 

The orchid exhibition will be exception- 
ally fine. Clement Moore of Hacken- 
sack, N. J., a wealthy private grower, 
who has one of the most extensive col- 
lections in the country, will exhibit @ 
number of new varieties. One of these 
is that most difficult thing te obtain, a 
pure white orchid, Speciossime emprere 
alba. The Hardyana alba, an effective 
shape, has white petals combined with 
a deep velvety crimson lip. The Brasso 
Cattleya marona is a whitish pink, the 
lips curled—an unusual feature—like a 
carnation. A new orchid with mauve 
petals and a crimson lip has what looks 
like a human nose concealed in the 
eentre. 

Orchids are considered the most expen- 
sive of flowers. Years ago they were en- 
tirely in the hands of the wealthy classes 
in England. The collectors in the wild 
forests had not learned the proper method 
of transporting them to countries far 
away. Now there are varieties which 
may be obtained at reasonable prices. 
Some orchids can be grown with com- 
paratively little difficulty in various tem- 
peratures—they do not all require trop- 
ical heat. One advantage of the flower 
is that some variety is always in season. 

The orchid presents a mysterious fasci- 
nation in its method of growth and the 
difficulties and dangers attendizig the 
hunt for different varieties. They are 
found on the branches of trees in the 
warm, moist atmosphere of dense jungles 
and high up in the mountains of tropical 
eountries near the-snow line. An orchid 


hunter in 1891 found a dendrobia Schro- 
derianum growing on human bones gin. 
the burying ground of a savage tribe in 
one of the islands of Australasia. A 
moth orchid growing from the skull of a 
Filipino chief was exhibited by Edward 
Roehrs of Rutherford, N. J., at the show 
last year. Orchids often grow to large 
size, and William Waldorf Astor of Clive- 
den, England, now Baron Hevers, has two 
plants of the Peristeria elata with bulbs 
as large as ostrich eggs and flower stems 
nine feet long. 

One of the new orchids is the Suf- 
fragette, which will be shown by Mr. 
Roehrs. The name was thrust upon it, 
so to speak. A scrap of newspaper got 
into the conservatory and lodged in a 
bank of moss, among a number of im- 
ported orchids, and through this, after 
some weeks, a tiny white orchid thrust 
its head. The headline of the paper upon 
which the little blossom looked was “ Plea 
for Votes for Women,” and the orchid 
became the Suffragette. Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Ford is the name of another va- 
riety. 

The war has given names to different 
blossoms. Another Roehrs orchid is 
the Kaiser, a hybrid Cattleya; Clem- 
ent Moore has General Petain, named 
for the defender of Verdun, and there is 
the Queen of the Belgians, by the same 
grower. The latter he sold to Edward 


Harkness for $1,000 last year, and gave | 


the money to the Red Cross. There is 
General Joffre, a new deep-red rose; 
Preparedness, a new carnation; Peace 
is a white gladiola, and the Aviateur 
Bleriot, a rose of saffron and golden yel- 
low tones. 

Aside from the names, the war is 
bringing about horticultural work on 
practical lines in this country, and plants 
for medical purposes not now to be ob- 
tained from abroad are being grown 
here. Foxglove, or digitalis, is being 
developed on a quarter of an acre of land 
by the railroad and financial expert, 
Edward Dean Adams, at his estate at 
Rumford, N. J. Francis Lynde Stetson 
is growing a crop of the beautiful vibur- 
num, or snowball, on his Westchester 
County place, because America needs it, 
and Daniel Guggenheim is experimenting 
in belladona culture at his country place 
in New Jersey. 

The rose is the national flower of Eng- 
land, and there will be a number of new 
roesec from that country at the exhibi- 
tion. There will be great numbers of 
the ever popular American Beauty, said 
to have been first raised by the Historian 
Bancroft; there will be Chinese roses, 
evergreen climbers, ramblers, noisette, 
moss roses, and many others. Private

gardeners will find Red Radiance

One of the plants shown last year, auk “ 
which will be on exhibition again, al- 
ways interests many people. This is a 
species of piteher plant, a carnivorous 
plant from Borneo. It has long, thick 
leaves, and pouches in which insects are 
caught. One plant, which has wintered 
in a conservatory in South Orange, has 
already been up and doing business this. 
year, with a record of five flies. and 
three mosquitos caught. There is a 
liquid inside the pouches which attracts 
the insects, and after they are lured in a 
little trapdoor at the top closes and they 
are caught. 

Among the special features are floral 
decorations for dining tables. A charm- 
ing old-time plant which has recently 
been brought forward is the Japanese 
wind plant, or ariemone. Unlike many 
others, it is not killed by artificial light. 

The Tea Garden, a great success at the 
show last year, making $1,000 a day for 
the Red Cross, will be on a larger and 
more elaborate scale. Its receipts will go 
to the Red Cross and different war relief

Not Result of Deliberate Effort, Says Hindu Philosopher: Part 
of Evecyer Lite of People, Says His Wife, Madame Devi

ATAN DEVI sang,” wrote 
Rabindranath Tagore, “and 
I forgot for a moment that I 
was in a London drawing 
room. My mind got itself 
transported in the magnifi- 
cence of an Eastern night, with its dark- 
ness transparent yet unfathomable, like 
the eyes of an Indian maiden, and I 
seemed to be standing alone in the depths 
of its stillness and stars.” 

It was Ratan Devi’s rendering of 
Indian songs that thus metamorphosed 
a London drawing room. But even with- 
out the Indian Ragas and Kashmiri folk- 
songs, of which she is so distinguished 
an interpreter, Ratan .Devi creates an 
atmosphere of Oriental charm wherever 
she happens to be. Not long ago I sat 
with her and her husband, Dr. Ananda 
K. Coomaraswamy, in a Madison Avenue 
Hotel. And New York, with its loud 
modernity, seemed very far away as I 
listened to these representatives of the 
ancient art and wisdom of the East. 

The visit to New York of Dr. Coomar- 
aswamy and Ratan Devi is significant 
of one of the important cultural events 
of our day—t®e new discovery of Asia. 
Recently among the people of Europe 
and the United States has been evident 
a desire for a fuller comprehension of 
the inner life of the East as it finds ex- 
pression in literature, painting, sculpture, 
and poetry. Dr. Coomaraswamy, whois 
a friend of Sir Rabindranath Tagore 
and of the painter Abanindronath Ta- 
gore, has done much to satisfy this de- 
sire, by his interpretations of Asiatic 
philosophy and art in terms of Western 
thought. His “Megiaeval Sinhalese Art,” 


“Arts and Crafts of India and Ceylon,” ; 


and “Rajput Painting” are standard 
works, and his contributions to ‘the 
Athenaeum and other English journals 
are considered to be of great importance. 

Mme. Ratan Devi’s work is, in its 
way, closely related to that of her hus- 
band. She sings the ancient songs of 
India, gig ens herself on the tam- 
bura. . Coomaraswamy supplies ex- 
sacaioe “penerks. 

I asked Dr. Coomaraswamy to tell me 
if he found any resemblances between 
the literature of the East and that of the 
West, and especially if he thought that 
the poets who write in English showed 
any affinity with those of his own coun- 
try. 

“In so far,” he replied, “as poetry re- 
turns to conviction it returns to a rap- 
prochement with the East. Much Eng- 
lish poetry is absolutely without re- 
semblance to that of the Orient, and yet 
poetry is everywhere poetry before it is 
specifically Eastern or Western. Ten- 
nyson, for example, was so highly ar- 
tificial in his methods, and even, it seems 
to us, in his purposes, that he has little 
in common with the Oriental poets. For 
the poetry of the East is based not on 
artificiality of sentiment, but on univer- 
sal experience. 

“The difficuity with much modern 
poetry is that it is the product of a 
desire to make poetry. And I do not see 
how real poetry can ever come into 
existence this way. In the Orient poetry 
does not come as the result of deliberate 
effort on the part of a small and highly 
cultured group; it is the spontaneous 
expression of the soul of the people. 

“ Now, in the East a poetic movement 


. is religious and is reflected and inter- 


preted by the creative artists. All the 
great poetic movementsein Asia have 
been the result of waves of thought 
which swept over the whole race.” 

“From your knowledge of the history 
of English poetry,” I said, “do you think 
that the English poets have ever been 
influenced in the way in which you say 
the Oriental poets are influenced? ” 

“Not since the Reformation,” said 
Mme. Ratan Devi. : 

“No,” said Dr. Coomaraswamy, “ not 
since the Reformation. “There were 
many instances of poetry as the expres- 
“sion of a people’s soul in England be- 
fore that event. 
religious poetry of England was thor- 
oughly Oriental in that it reflected the

nation’s soul, and this has remained the 
ease with English folksong almost up 
to the present day. 

“But since the Reformation English 
thought has been steadily growing more 
and more individualistic. And I do not 
see how the poetry of individuals and the 
poetry of groups can have the weight 
of poetry which has a religious philos- 
ophy and race feeling back of it.” 

“You see,” said Mme. Ratan Devi, 
“ poetry is more a part of the.common life 
of the people in India than it is in Eu- 
rope or in the United States. In India

Coomaraswamy, “ that the. poets find it 
easy to get the interest of the people. But 
it is a tragic thing that English education, 
which is being forced upon India, almost 
always destroys the interest in this sort 
of poetry ard the power to make it.” 

Returning to the subject of poetry as 
the expression of a nation’s soul, Dr. 
Coomaraswamy said: 

“In Rabindranath Tagore’s poetry the 
best things are essentially Indian rather 
than essentially Tagore. Tagore is not 
an individualistic poet—no great Indian 
poet can be individualistic. Tagore. be-

poetry is not written by or for a small 
cultured circle. Poetry is read aloud 
daily in every village in India. Before 
they go-to bed the villagers sit on the 
ground and chant the classic poetry of 
their race. 

“J know a man who was educated in 
Europe and knows the poetry of the 
world intimately. He speaks and thinks 
in five or six languages. And he says 
that the greatest aesthetic pleasure pos- 
sible to him is to hear a pundit reading 
from the Ramayana of Tulsi Das.” 

“You see,” said Dr. Coomaraswamy, 
“the Ramayana of Tulsi Das has a place 
in the minds of the Indian people like 
that which the Bible has with the-Eng- 
lish—or rather like that which'the Bible 
had with the English many generations 
ago. But the Ramayana and the rest of 
India’s classical poetry are only a small 
part of the poetry that the Indian-people 
tread. A great deal of poetry is composed 
in India and not even written down. 
Every companer writes the words of his 
own songs.” 

“Yes,” interrupted Mme. Ratan Devi, 
“ and these words are never trivial. They 
always are beautiful, however ephemeral 
may be the nature of the song.” 

“There is so much material,” said Dr. 


longs to the school of Vaishnava poets, 
which has been in existence for centuries. 

“ What,” I asked, “are the qualities 
which, in your opinion, distinguish great 
poetry?” y 

“Well,” said Dr. Coomaraswamy, 
“what Indians desire in poetry is a 
sense of reality, poignancy, flavor. The 
Oriental poet is able to take any subject 
of everyday life and endue it with trans- 
parency and reality. is, you see, is 
very different from the romantic method, 
which is to select as subjects things that 
are exotic and curious.” 

“ What English poets,” I asked, “ have 


shown an affinity with the Oriental 
mind?” 

“The most typically Oriental writer 
who ever lived in England,” said Dr. 
Coomaraswamy, “was William Blake. 
He is Oriental in thought as well as in 
expression. Such a couplet as 

If the sun and moon should doubt 

They immediately go out 
is thoroughly Oriental. Blake’s aphor- 
isms are Eastern; a characteristic of 
the poetry of the East is brevity. 

“William Morriss’s ‘Fall of the Ni- 
belungs’ seems to resemble Oriental 
poetry in that it is in a way a reflection 
of the soul of the poet’s race; it is essen- 
tially English. But it takes a man of 
peculiar genius to be English. The Eng- 
lish as a whole are anything but Eng- 
lish.” 

“It seems to me,” said Mme. Ratan 
“Devi, who was now serving us with tea, 
“that intensity iSthe chief thing which 
distinguishes the poetry of the East 
from the poetry of the West. I find 
very seldom in English poetry the poign- 
ancy that is common in Oriental poetry. 
Take such a simple little song as this— 
how poignant it is! 

Beloved, had I known that love brings pain, 
I must have proclaimed with beat of drum 
that none should love: 

“Why is this?” I asked. “Why is 
it that English poetry lacks this poign- 
ancy?” 

“I don’t know,” said Dr. Coomara- 
swamy. “T guppose it’s the ‘ Closing of 
the Western gates,’ to use a phrase of 
William Blake. But I do find this poign- 
ancy in a few of the English poets, es- 
pecially in the mysties. Sometimes 
John Skelton reminds me of the Hindus. 
Of all European and American writers, 
Walt Whitman, William Blake and 
Nietzsche are the most Oriental, and 
they are almost identical in thought. 
Whitman is not akin to the Oriental 
poets in the form of his work, but in its 
spirit he is. In Blake, I find much that 
reminds me of the poets of the East. 
Take such a passage as this: 

I will go down to self-annihilation and eternal 
death, 

Lest the Last Judgment come andl find me 
unannihilated, 

And I be seiz'd and giv'n into the hands of 
my own selfhood. 

That is Oriental in spirit po it has 
that poignancy which is, to the Oriental 
mind, the essential of poetry. And in 
Whitman such a passage as ‘ Through 
me shall the words be conveyed to make 
Death exhilirating’ is Eastern in its 
fiavor. The Death of which Whitman 
writes might be Nirvana.” 

I asked Coomaraswamy if he thought 
that the present tendency of English poet- 
ry—with which he is thoroughly famil- 
iar—indicated a drawing near to the 
spirit of the Orient. 

No,” he said, “the new movement in 
English poetry seems to be toward- the 
realistic narrative. In India, the more 
narrative a poem is the less poetic it is 
considered.” 

Then I asked Dr. Coomaraswamy if the 
vers libre movement had any Indian coun- 
terpart. 

“No,” he said, “the Oriental poets 
adhere to certain fixed forms. 

“This new interest in Oriental poetry 
evident in Europe and the United States,” 
Dr. Coomaraswamy added, “ is a phase of 
the discovery of Asia. The people of 
Europe and the United States are being 
brought into contact with new worlds of 
experience.”

Trying to Solve 


Deadly Bichloride Problem 


¥ OW to prevent people from taking 
the deadly bichloride of mercury 
tablet by mistake is a problem 
which has confronted the authorities of 
every big city in the world. It is to pro- 
tect the innocent—those who take the 
tablets believing them to be medicine for 
stomach disorders or headaches—that so 
much effort has been made, but the tablet 
still does its deadly work. : 
When Dr. Ernst J. Lederle was Health 
Commissioner of New York City he asked 
the co-operation of chemists, druggists, 
doctors, and laymen in order to devise a 
safe means of putting up bichloride in a 
form that would prevent accidental use 
of the poison. There were many responses 
to this request, but none was practical. 
Various shaped bottles, tablets wrapped 
in paper, and tablets on a string like

children would mistake them for beads. 

Senater Ashurst introduced a bill in 
Congress requiring that bichloride of 
mercury and other deadly poisons be put 
in some standard color; for instance, a 
bright green. But even this would not 
prevent a person from mistaking them 
in the dark. Scores of people have lost 
their lives by going to the medicine chest 
at night without a light and swallowing 
bichloride by mistake. 

Among those who have been working 
on the problem is Dr. Harry J. Novack 
of No. 595 Willoughby Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, who believes that a new device he 
has invented will render accidental bi- 
chloride of mercury poisoning inipossible. 
His device consists of the actual ingredi- 
ents of a bichloride tablet dissolved in 
16 drops of water, colored blue, and 
placed in an inclosed glass vial or am- 
poule. It is marked with a bright red 
poison label, and before its contents can 
be emptied both ends of the vial must be 
broken. 

Naturally, the vial cannot be mistaken 
for either a headache or any other 
medicinal tablet. Should a child happen 
to get hold of such a vial filled with the 
bichloride of mercury it would be per- 
fectly harmless, says Dr. Novack, for, 
even if one of its pointed ends were 
broken the contents cannot be emptied. 
If the child should break the other end 
its contents would at once spill, even be- 
fore the child could raise the ampoule to 
the mouth.

'N the Centre Gallery at the Acad-~ 
emy are four cases of miniatures 


arranged by the Jury of the 


American Society of Miniature 

Painters. This custom, estab- 

lished two or three years ago, is 
eon the whole more beneficial to the 


Academy than to the miniaturists, as 


the cases afford an agreeable comple- 
ment to the Academy’s offering without 
overshadowing the latter, while the min- 
jiatures are at a disadvantage in a gal- 
lery of pictures. Possibly with the idea 
of counteracting this unfavorable con- 
dition, a number of unusually large min- 
iatures have been selected for exhibition 
this year. Three-quarter-length figures 
are introduced, and even the family 
group appears ‘in a careful but over- 
elaborated composition by Lucy M. Stan- 
tom. It cannot be said that the larger 
scale is in general a success. There is a 
tendency on the part of the artist to 
make the sitters look a trifle magnified, 
as though they had been drawn small 
and then enlarged, with the result of many 
unexplained areas and empty patches. 
Perhaps the most successful escape from 
this effect is “Daffodils,” by Laura 
Coombs Hills, a breezy figure in a land- 
scape. 

The exhibition contains much excellent 
work, and the increase of interest in the 
interpretation-of character is of great 
significance. The miniature painter is 
no longer concerned chiefly with the or- 
namental and pleasing side of his en- 
gaging art; he regards himself as dedi- 
eated to serious portraiture, with great 
difficulties to overcome, and sets him- 
self valiantly to the conquering. Among 
the notable characterizations is one by 
Anna Richards Brewster of a child, 
whose bent head and delicately knit 
brows, whose closely braided blond hair, 
slim neck, and modestly crossed hands 
bring to mind a type of childhood as ex- 
quisite as it is rare and elusive. It is 
@ genuine triumph to have accomplished 
this searching little study in personal- 
ity. Alice Searles in her “John” 
makes with her less difficult subject an 
equally distinct success, and technically 
the work has superior merits. The back- 
ground of flowered stuff is kept well 
back while playing its part in the color 
plan. The fact is childlike wtih individ- 
uality of expression, and suggests the 
fluency of childish thought and feeling. 
It is a particularly fine example of har-

psychological curiosity. If either domi- - 


nates in a miniature the small size of 
the work prevents any concealment of 
the fact. Thus in the really fine por- 
trait of Edward Everett Hale, 3d, by 
Laura Coombs Hills, the artist’s pre- 
occupation with her subject matter has 
led her to a somewhat heavy manner 
out of keeping with the scale chosen. The 
portrait of Mrs..Frank Gardner Hale by 
Bertha Coolidge is again an example of 
discreet use of the method combined with 
sensitive reading of character. The 
artist, moreover, has achieved the sug- 
gestive freedom of large work without 
sacrificing the definiteness appropriate 
to the smaller scale. At -one time all 
our miniaturists seemed to feel that the 
miniature, like the cameo, should be dis- 
tinct and sharp in line. Then came the 
reaction, and a perilous vagueness 
sprang into fashion. ~ 

The range of color in the work shown 
is wide. Some unholy influence works 
for the introduction of a peculiar purple 
in examples that otherwise would have 
great charm. There is Margaret Foote 
Hawley’s “Mother and Child,” for ex- 
ample, in which the beautifully painted 


warm-toned flesh and reddish hair of the © 


woman nursing her baby is harmonized 
with a pale red gown, yellow in the 
lights; gnd all is going merrily when one 
comes upon the disturbance of this pur- 
ple lurking in corners. It is a quite dif- 
ferent color from the airy lavender of 
Margaret Kendall’s portrait of Mrs. L. P. 
Morris, which hovers like an evening 
cloud about the charming face. A 
pleasantly mellow tone is achieved in 
Katherine Myrick’s “Constance,” and 
again with a higher key in Helene Toer- 
Tring’s “ Miss E. C.” 

One of the dangers to be guarded 
against in miniature painting is over- 
emphasis of detail, or of one part over 
another, without regard to relative sig- 
nificance. The difficulty of avoiding 
this false emphasis is an argument in 
favor of keeping the composition as sim- 
ple as possible, even at the sacrifice of 
ideas charming in themselves. The land- 
scape background,. for example, almost 
never is a complete success. In Edith 
Sawyer’s portrait of Miss Adele Duclos 
it comes very near to being one, but Miss 
Sawyer is an accomplished landscape 
painter and is able to keep her effects 
within hounds. 

A striking example of plainness car- 
ried to the extreme is the portrait of a 
young girl by Edith V. Cowles. The 
smoothly parted hair and pure outline 
suggest the daguerrotype, and there is a 
severity throughout the execution that 
amounts to distinction. A more psycho- 
logical plainness is seen in Alice Beck- 
ington’s large fizure of a white-haired 
lady in black, knitting. The intentional 
homeliness and intimacy of the composi- 
tion give it a place by itself. An example 
in which the figure, in itself admirable, 
is overpowered by excess in the sur- 
roundings is Lydia Longacre’s “ Portrait 
of Mrs. Cornelius R. Agnew.” The frail 
figure, very delicately and truly drawn, 
is placed on a green-covered sofa, the 
framework of which catches the light 
rather brilliantly. A good deal of the 
room is shown, and in the endeavor to 
keep in the face of the sitter a charac- 
teristic fineness even this experienced 
miniaturist has fallen into the error of 
a slight but most disturbing aggressive- 
ness in presenting the environment. 
Among the examples in which the head 
appropriately plays the leading réle are 


the portrait of Mrs. Bretz, by Mabel Bea- - 


trice Smith; “ Harriette Ann,” by Mabel 
R. Welch; the “ Portrait of Mrs. Candace 
Wheeler,” by Margaret Foote Hawley, 
and Helen M. Turner’s “ Mrs, S.” 

In miniatures, as in portraits of larger 
size, the placing of the figure in the 
space has much to do with the effect. 
This is rather strikingly demonstrated 
in the present exhibition by two por- 
traits apparently of the same man. In 
one the head comes near. the top of the 
composition, and gains thereby in dig- 
nity, while a lowering of the figure in 
the second portrait diminishes its impor- 
tance. The various ways of treating old 


Singerman’s “ Mother” is a gracious lit- 
tle study in gray and green, in which 
at some slight ‘sacrifice of characteriza- 


tion none of the less charming traces of~ 


the work of time appear. Norma White- 
law’s “ Portrait of an Old Lady,” on the 
other hand, is most unfortunately con- 
ceived, the prominent feature being the 
neck in profile, modeled with remorseless 
detail. A. E. S. Siebert’s attitude is that 
of a. dramatist toward a “character 
part ”; he rejoices in the demure lace 
shawl, and bonnet tied under the chin, 
which he: paints beautifully, but he re- 
joices-no less in the delightful writing 
of experience on the fine face, which is 
hardly more than verging on age. ~

The catalogue of the collection of the 
late W. J. van Randwijk of The Hague, 
to be sold in Amsterdam at the Frederick 
Muller Galleries, has just reached this 
country.

It signifies the transfer 
of an oil painting made upon copper or 
zinc or any non-absorbent surface to 
paper. While the paint is still wet on 
the plate the paper is laid over it and 
the whole is run through a printing 
press. The pigment is entirely removed 
from the plate and no second printing is 
possible, hence the name monotype. A 
certain special quality is gained by the 
partial absorption of the pigment by 
the paper, and the charm of this quality 
is what lures the painter toward experi- 
ment in this process. For a successful 
result it is -necessary that the paint shall 
be wet at the time of transfer, and rapid 
execution on the part of the artist is 
implied. Thus a good monotype. means 
a quick fresh study in oils on the basis 
of sure draughtsmanship.

BOOK by Mr. Howells is a matter of moment in the 
A world of literature. Whatever it may be, or fail 
of being, it is certain to be a piece of English 
worth the studying to combine elements of style in which 
a fluent ease is upheld by a dignity that loses nothing of 
force because it is beautifully polished. 

To many of us Howells’s shorter pieces have always 
proved the most interesting and vital results of his art. 
This is true as much of his stories as of his essays, and 
it would be difficult to pick out any modern essays that 
reach a finer measure of perfection than this. 

The present volume, to be published this week, is a 
collection of short pieces, short fiction. But it has several 
remarkable differences from any other collection of stories 
Howells has yet published. 

The writer has not lost his interest In prose, nor his 
felicity in this medium of expression. But he has not 
rested content with it. The eagerness and freshness of 
his mind, accentuated rather than dimmed with the pass- 
ing of years, has urged him to the use of other forms, 
those forms that are still so new to most of us that we 
hardly know what exact {mpression they produce. Whether 
the form used is a help or a hindrance to the matter it 
conveys. 

Doubtless it will be a surprise to find Howells telling 
stories In what we have decided to call free verse, for 
want of better term. And not alone in free verse, but also 
tn the meter that gave us Masefield’s “ Widow in the Bye 
Street.” Stories that are pictures of our life today, stories 
that might as well, some of us will be tempted to say, 
have been written in straight prose. And yet—— 

Yet there is surely an effect produced by these rhymed 
and unrhymed forms of verse that does make them dif- 
ferent in their appeal: there is a sort of glamour difficult 
to define, but at which the author must have aimed, and 
which might not be evoked by any other method of expres- 
sion. 

There is, for example, the story of “ Captain Dunlevy’s 
Last Trip.” It fs told by the pilot of a pilot boat on the 
Ohio, as he swings to the turn of the wheel. And this isa 
description of the Captain: 

I suppose no man ever knew the Ohio - 
Better than Captain Dunlevy, if any one else knew it 
ssc an Ba Boy, he had been pretty much his whole life 


on the river: 
Cabin-boy — on a keelboat before the day of the 
steamboa

There follows this bit, which gives the sensation of the 
swing of the boat, and the movement of the talker and the 
effect on the listeners as perhaps no other form could have 
done: 

‘While the pilot went on with his talk, and in regular,

Swayed from one side to the other before his wheel, 
and we listened, 
Certain typical facts of the picturesque life of the river 
Won their way to our consciousness as without help of 
our senses. 

In that last line lies the explanation of the effect upon 
eurselves. It is achieved without the help of our active 
genses. We get something from the printed page which 
we should have got had we sat aboard the boat, listening 
te the old pilot, telling his story in plain prose. 

In verse, too, is another story of quite different type, 
but set in homely surroundings, and employing the coun- 
tryman’s idiom. Here, however, Mr. Howells employs 
rhyme. It is called “ Breakfast Is My Best Meal,” and an 
eld man, despairingiy seated before a breakfast in a Con- 
tinental Cure, recalls the days of his youth and the break- 
fasts that were: 


Breakfast is my best meal, and I reckon it’s always 
Ever since I was old enough to know what breakfast 
could ‘mean,

There is a 
touch of cynical humor in this story-peem, with {ts crowd- 
ing out of the country loveliness and simple pleasure by 
the tale of the city, the crowd at the club, the cocktalls and 
stories. And at the end the country ‘talker’s remark te 
“look for us in town.” 

Whether or not readers are golng te prefer this type 
of work to the prose stories in the book is doubtful. But 


certainly they add variety, and they are in themselves .

There is, in the entire contents of this unusual and 
stimulating book, an amount of philosophy, of insight and 
interpretation, a picturing of American thought and feel- 
ing which are not the less weighty and significant because 
Mr. Howells refuses to be either pedantic or jongwinded. 
His touch Is light and filled with a charming grace, yet 
it reaches gurely to problems over which much Is being 
saidand thought. As always, his characters are thoroughly 
realized, individual and convincing. No sawdust dolis 
occur in his shop window, which is a shop window of life. 
And always a shimmering touch of humor plays fm and 
out of the words, and ever and again you respond delight- 
fully to some flash of wit, biting, maybe, but same and 
kind for all that. 

Yet there is always something detached ieie Mr, 
Howells. He takes up his subjects and turns them this 
way and that, letting his readers get many points of view, 
hear the decisions of first this character and then the 
other. He hates the didactic, and often comes to no con- 
clusion, simply posing the facts with a delicate sort of 
justice, leaving the reader to decide for himself, to think 
for himself, It is this particular quality that makes him se 
stimulating. 

Reading him, you are not so much driven to say “ yes, 
this is so, or It is not wo,” as to start thinking, to follow a 
trail, a trail that you will have to blaze yourself after the 
first mile or two. It will be for you to turn to the right 
or the left according to the goal which seems best to you. 
Mr. Howells starts you, and even allows you to sense 
where it is he himself means to go; but hardly more than 
that. 

Even in the more playful bits, like the little story 
called “ The Return te Favor,” and exploiting a tallor whe 
was given ever to lying, to deceiving the ladies who left 
him their orders for fine new dresses, telling each that hers 
shoul4 be hastened ahead of the others, and that she 
should receive her gown no matter who else must walt, 
only to disappoint all, even in such skits as this there is a 
shrewd portrayal of human weaknesses and selfishnesses, 
from which you are permitted to come to your own con- 
clusions. You will laugh a good deal in reading this book, 
but you will learn a great deal too. 

Perhaps the most potent factor that attracts you in 
such a collection is the contact with a mind of the calibre 
of Mr. Howells.. The stories are good stories, they have 
dramafic value or heart interest or plot value, they are 
exquisitely written; but beyond that is the effect of clarity, 
balance, insight and aympathy that make up the writer’s 
mental powers and which reach actively to your own, 
Though Mr. Howells never obtrudes himself between hig 
story and his reader, he saturates that story; his very ine 
sistence that you are @ free agent accentuates this pere 
sonal charm, frem which neither he nor you can escape. 

It will be interesting to see whether the experiments 
contained in this collection of stories will have an effect 
on ether novel writera, and whether we will wes prose 
broken tm on by stretches of. vers libre or narrative forms 
of verse like these used here. and used by confessed poets 
like Masefield. Ne one yet, uot. Mr. Howells ner another, 
has touched the grandeur of the work of the Eagtishmaa, 
In this book quife another key is struck, in fact. But 
it might be worth while fer some of our story writers te 
create @ novel that will turn to rhythm or te prose er te 
rhyme, according to the particular change of mood or type 
or situation, Possibly Mr. Howells may himself become 
the author of such a novel. At any rate, there is no harm 
in speculating. We feel pretty sure that most readers of 
‘this book’are going te enjoy the variety it gives by these 
changes of form; if this is so, why would not the same 
changes appeal and give color to a continuous narration? 

It is a fine and eneouraging thing to have Mr. Howella, 
at his age, so ready to make use of the new, so free In try~ 
ing what younger men are afraid to try.

“The Better Man,” an Entertaining Collection of 
Short Stories Strung Together on One 
Theme — Latest Works of Fiction 


THE BETTER M By Robert W. Chambers.

N this magazine reading age, when light, 
cheerful, and heavily sweetened i‘ction 
is at so high a premium, most people 

fave become more or less familiar with the 
type of short story contained in this new 
volume by Robert W. Chambers. There are 
fifteen tales collected in the book, and none 
ef them deviates very far from the conven- 
tional formula; a good looking, well set up 
and athletic young man, a ravishingly beauti- 
ful, very young girl, a meeting under circum- 
gtances as exceptional as propriety will al- 
low and the author can invent, a rapid-fire 
gourtship and a conclusion thickly besprinkled 
with kisses, the whole put together with 
complete and entire disregard of such a trifle 
as probability. 7 

The first five tales in the book are all 
stories of Sagamore County in the North 
Woods, with young foresters and trained 
woodsmen, skillful, first class men directed 
by John Burling, the new Conservation Com- 
missioner, for their heroes, dishonest game 
wardens and forest blackguards for villains, 
and very young, marvelously lovely, and 
usually ragged maidens to fill the heroines’ 
parts. For instance, there was sixteen-year- 
old, blue-eyed Janet, who during their’ very 
first interview became engaged to a man 
whose name even she did not know. Then 
came the very similar romance of her sister 
Kathleen—though to be sure the latter had 
exchanged a few ‘‘ good mornings” with 
Kent before she agreed to run away. with 
him. Helen Grey, of “ Wildrick’s Dump,” 
was twenty-four—quite aged for a heroine 
ef this kind—but she needed scarcely more 
than one good look at John Burling to enable 
her to make up her mind that he was the 
man for her, Yet, silly and school girlish in 
plot as these stories are, they contain some 
charmingly written descriptions of the forest 
and a well done sketch of the desolate region 
known as ‘Hell's Ashes."’ 

The tale which gives the book its title, 
“The Better Man,’’ begins by arousing in 
the reader’s mind a hope that here is one of 
those clever satires which Mr. Chambers can 
do so deftly. When we read of Edna Ritter, 
heiress of Ritter’s Golden Brew, who “‘ swal- 
lowed everything the modern romantic novel- 
ist offered to a cloyed but still unextermi- 
nated clientéle *’ and made her own plans in 
accordance with the models presented to her 
by her favorite fiction, we expect for a few 
joyous moments that Mr, Chambers intends 
to give us a skit on “ best sellers” of this 
type—including, of course, his own. But be- 
fore he had progressed very far with his 
narrative, the author apparently changed his 
mind or decided that the experiment would 
not be wise and decided to proceed along the 
usual, well worn lines. “ The Germ of Mad- 
ness '’ which follows “ The Better Man ’’ has 
a short but amusing sketch of Saratoga as it 
now is, and then comes “ Lucille’s Legs,’’ 
which also has a few entertaining bits. 

Florida and the South, the former, it would 
seem, a fovorite dwelling place for poverty- 
stricken but aristocratic old gentlemen pos- 
gessed of extraordinarily lovely daughters, 
provide the setting fora number of tales, and 
im these too there are to be found some very 
pretty descriptive passages, as well as the 
usual love-making, paragraphs of which 
could be moved from one tale to another 
without the change being noticed, so closely 


does the talk of each character resemble that 


of his or her counterpart in any other of the 
fifteen stories. “ Down and Out” is ex- 
ceptional in that it has two love affairs in- 
atead of one, and ‘‘ Number Seven” has a 
young business woman for a heroine; “ Her 
Name was Cyrille, and she was golden hatred, 
golden-eyed, Greek-built, and entirely capable 
ef taking up her late father’s prosperous 
business.” Moreover, she had a will of her 
own, wore a white serge riding coat’ and 
breeches, and was very proud of the fact that 
she had “introduced a dehydrating plant as 
an innovation’ and made it pay for itself 
three times over. However, romance, Robert 
‘W. Chambers and a young man who wore 
spectacles and whose name was Smith, had 
marked her for their chosen prey; so she did 
mot merely submiit to her fate, but actualy 
geized upon it. “ Carondelet ”’ also has an 
energetic heroine and a hero named Smith 
who proved himself a thoroughly good sport, 
while “Ole Hawg” tells of ‘the contest be- 
tween a beautiful girl and an “ exceedingly 
rare moth” for the affections of James 
Grey, State Entomologist—of course it was 
the girl who won.

GOLDEN GLORY 


GOLDEN GLORY. By Hi R 
Doran Company. $1.25 net, ee 
INCE the immortal Dumas_pére created 
his fascinating ‘Three Musketeers ” 
many tsios of friends have wandered through 
fiction seeking, or, at any rate, meeting, with 
adventures of aM sorts and kinds. But un- 
less memory fails us, this $5,000 prize story 
is the first wherein the three have been South 
African savages. The scene is laid in Basu- 
toland, then—some hundred years or more 
ago—a nameless country, where small tribes 
without number wandered and fought, were 
slain by pestilence and famine, through 
treachery, or in open warfare. ‘‘ Robbery and 
murder, if théy were of any account at all 
fm those parts, were rather creditable than’ 
otherwise.” It was into this delightful re- 
gion that Napo the Dwarf, he who should 
have been King of the Bafokeng and worn 
the golden circlet which for generations had 
crowned his ancestors, came wandering in 
the year of the Great Snow, seeking that 





| “ Golden Glory "’ of which Kuena the Croc- 


odile, a mighty wizard, had told him—the. 
*“*Golden Glory that haunts the dreams of 
men.” 

He came alone; but soon he met Baroa the 
Bushman, and they two agreed to journey 
together. Then on the very day they start- 
ed out they encountered Keshwan, called 
“the Giant,”’ with whom Napo the Dwarf 
fought until, each filled with admiration for 
the other’s valor, they agreed to call the 
conflict a drawn battle. Thus was the trio 
completed, and from that time forth until 
at the very/lJast the Dwarf scaled the high- 
est peak of the Mountain of the Mist, and 
there found his ‘Golden Glory,” they 
marched and fought and feasted and starved 
and conquered together, Dwarf and Bush- 
man and Giant. Many were their advent- 
ures, miny their hairbreadth escapes before 
Sekonyela, the traitor, brought the. armies 
of Chaka down from Zululand, and that 
great battle took place from which “the 
people now known as*the Basutos grew up 
to nationhood.” . 

The novel is-a curious mixture of allegory 
and adventure, history and legend. Napo the 
Dwarf, his hero, has the soul of a knight- 
errant in the body of a misshapen savage, 
and a knight-errant of an unusually fine and 
poetic type. It is not at all surprising that 
when, in the hour of his culminating ad- 
venture, he exclaims, ‘‘ Friends, search ye 
hereafter each for his own mountain; then 
shali ye pass through the night fearing not 
at all, and shall meet your Golden Glory,” 
they believed him to be out of his mind. For 
Baroa the Bushman and Keshwan the Giant 
are far more like one’s preconceived ideas of 
the native South African—a simple, ferocious, 
yét loyal pair, one cunning, the other inor- 
dinately vain. All three were splendid fight- 
ers, and they had plenty of opportunity te 
exhibit their prowess, for the amount of 
blood shed in the course of the tale is rather 
appalling—or would have been appalling be- 
fore August, 1914. It is a well-written story, 
told with spirit and an occasional touch of 
clever sarcasm; full of action, occasionally 
exciting and often amusing, especially after

Keshwan the Giant becomes Dabazooki the 
Wizard—magic being at that time the most 
profitable of professions. There are some 
vivid bits of description, and the girl Letika, 
who went down into the darkness bravely, 
bearing with her “the Glory" she had 
sought, adds pathos and a little love interest 
to this record of adventure. Toward the end 
of the book there is a hint that the author 
has othér stories to tell of these people of 
Basutoland and of Keshwan the Giant, and 
we hope that he may speedily relate them. 
For his is a comparatively new and unculti- 
vated field—one which he apparently knows 
and understands. Moreover, he possesses the 
narrator's gift, and his tale of the wander- 
ings and mighty deeds of Napo the Dwarf 
is both entertaining and dramatic.

Then came Lord Garthoyle’s 
meeting with the anarchists, which was soon 
followed by tlie strange case of the hiero- 
glyphics found inscribed on Sir Marmaduke 
Ponderbury’s porch, the rescue of that rising 
young politician and solemn ass, Herbert 
Polkington, from a marriage which would 
have destroyed his career,,and the activities 
of the angel child, Miss Mary Eglantine 
Pontifex d’Eresby, whose exploits in the way 
of hair pulling and shin kicking in defense 
of the weak, and bertowing of much needed 
lessons on delingvent gardeners and nur- 
sery maids presently reached a sensational 
climax which thrilled all London. Murders 
occurred in Garthoyle Gardens—two of them, 
in fact—and a scandal that greatly agitated 
Lady Gargery, a shinihg light “ on the com- 
mittees of all the societies and leagues for 
minding other people’s business * * * and 
very important among the anti-suffragettes.”

ERNARD PARES, on the strength of 
his acquaintance with Russia and the 
many visits he had paid it, was appointed at 
the beginning of the war the official British 
observer with the Czar’s army. He has now 
put his impressions into a book and de- 
scribed what he saw as he traveled up and 
down the long front from the beginning of 
the war to the middle of June, 1915. ; 

This means that he was present during the 
great of the Russi in the early 
months of the conflict upto the capture of 
Przemysl, but he had left before the great 
retreat began and the German conquest of 
Warsaw and Poland. What he has written 
is interesting enough, but it does not stand 
out with any particular merit among the 
many war books of the day.

Edwin B. Holt’s “The Freudian Wish” a Thoughtful 
,. Interpretation in a Branch of Science Just 


THE FREUDIAN WISH. By Edwin B. Helt. N 
York: Henry Holt & Co. $1.25. oy 


HIS. book is one of the psychslogical 
gystems which are being built around 
Freud's work. It is a very readable 

‘volume of 208 pages, and presents in the realm 
ef ethics the author's implications of Freud’s 


In four chapters the author discusses the 
Doctrine of the Wish, the Physiology of 
Wishes and their Integration, the Wish in 
Ethics, and Some Broader Aspects of Freu- 
@ian Ethics. There is also a supplement 
centaining matter about Response and Cog- 
nition. 

The Freudian psychology, according to the 
author, is based on the doctrine of the 
“wish,” just as physical science is based 
today on the concept of function. Both of 
these are dynamic concepts rather than static 
end envisage natural phenomena not as 
things but as processes, to which fact is 
due largely their pre-eminent explanatory 
Value. This wish includes all that would be 
@lassed as concept, impulse, tendency, desire, 
Purpose, attitude, and the like, not includ- 
ing, however, any emotional components 
thereof. It becomes the unit of psychology, 
replacing the older unit commonly called 
“ sensation.’’ 

For Freud, says the author, motor attitudes 

of the body, whether they emerge in overt 
behavior or not, are the will of the individual. 
And the development of character, in fact 
the whole drama of life, hinges on the de- 
velopment and reciprocal modification of 
motor settings. The manner of this inter- 
action has a practical bearing on ethics. We 
have no reason to doubt that Bethe is cor- 
rect in saying of so complicated an organism 
as the bee that all its (so highly purposive) 
activities are the work of integrated reflexes. 
The biologist hastens to analyze every case 
of behavior into its component reflexes with- 
cut venturing ‘first to observe it as a whole. 
He-does not see that in any case of behavior 
no immediate-sense stimulus will re in-a 
ot 
what the creature is doing. ‘ 

It has taken man ages to learn that the 
gaps in his knowledge of observed fact can-

The prophetic quality 
of thought which makes it seem ‘that 
thought is the hidden and inner secret of 
conduct is due to the fact that thought is 
the preceding labile interplay of motor 
settings which goes on almost constantly and 
which differs from overt conduct in that the 
energy involved is too small to produce 
gross bodily movements, This is a piece of 
mature’s economy. Now, in this wish or 
function we have the pure essence of human 
will and of soul itself. In every case we are 
dealing with a dynamic relation between the 
individual's living body as subject of the 
relation (or, mathematically speaking, the 
“dependent variable’’) and some environ- 
mental fact as object of the relation (or 
“independent variable’’). 

Wish is purpose embodied in the mechanism 
of the living organism and is necessarily a 
wish ut or purpose regarding some feat- 
ure the environment, so that a total situa- 
tion comprising both organism and environ- 
ment is involved. 

The systems of ethics which posit an ab- 
stract sanction for right conduct never dis- 
cover what right is. In this way the upshot 
of academic ethics is merely a very learned 
interrogation point. This is a matter of 
morals von oben herab. Such an abstract 
position would not be Freudian. The infer- 
able Freudian ethics is distinctly one von 
unten hinauf. 

Freud shows, the author points out, that 
one untruthful word of father or mother 


forever, and he urges on parents the neces- 





sity of unqualified truthfulness. The author

has found but few -parents who trust the 
truth sufficiently to deem it practicable with 
children. But parents need not waste breath 
to dub the truth “‘ sacred’*"When they them- 
selves do not trust it, and they have only 
themselves to thank when in order to secure 
obedience they have to resort to such super- 
stitions as “‘ abstract right.” A little con- 
crete rightness in the parent will go much 
further. A truth-telling father, like a hypo- 
‘critical father, is an object in the child’s 
environment. 

The resolution of a dilemma between two 
courses of action is not always simple. For 
instance, a young woman goes from a rural 
and pious home to a gfeat city, there to earn 
a living. She makes the acquaintance of 
other young wage-earners, differently reared. 
We are fairly familiar with three ways in 
which persons behave when they meet such 
a dilemma. One way is to resist the present 
“temptation.” A second way is to forget 
the righteous precepts learned at home. A 
third way is no better. It is the way. of 
those who undertake to follow both of two 
conflicting courses. This is the path of com- 
Promise and the direct route to all the vilest 
forms of hypocrisy. 

But there is a fourth way of meeting a 
dilemma which involves integration and not 
dissociation, nor yet suppression. Oddly 
enough it is not distinguished by superficial 
observers from the third way. It consists 
in a free play of both the involved sets of 
tendencies whereby they meet each other 
and a line of conduct emerges which is 
dictated by both sets of motives together 
and which embodies al] that was not down- 
right antagonistic in the two. This sounds 
like compromise, whereas its thani is 
utterly different, and it were best called 
reconciliation or resolution. 

And here is one of the author’s weak points 
of his Freudian implications or deductions, 





for it is founded on a wrong premise. He 
fails to take account of the fact that Freud 
considers suppressions or repressions neces- 
sary in the development of character. The 
author does not tell us what becomes cf 
those tendencies which were downright an- 
tagonistic and therefore could not meet’ and 
become reconciled. One gets the strong im- 
-pression that the author believes all wishes 
must be gratified. This belief is clearly 
not Freudian, for Freud teaches that refine- 
ment of character is the result of repressions, 
but of repressions to which adequate reac- 
tion has been made in the form of sublima- 
tion. It is curious that the author omits this 
very important conception of Freud. 

The author continues that, when allis said 
and doné, the actual life of the willdoes 
consist of one long series of dilemmas, deci- 
sions to be made between two or more alter- 
nate courses. of action, and the moral life 
consists in settling these issues “‘ rightly.” 
But then, we ask, what is right? The an- 
swer indicated by the doctrihe of the wish 
is simple and directly applicable in practice. 
Right is that conduct attained through dis- 
crimination of the facts which fulfilis all of 
a man’s wishes at once, suppressing none. 
(Here, agnin, students of Freud will be 
tempted to rescue him from misconception.) 
The doctrine of the wish shows that life is 
not lived for ends. Life is a process, a game 
to be played on the checkerboard of facts. 
Its motion is forward, yet its power comes 
not from in front (from “ ends "’), but from 
the wishes which are in themselves. We 
shall play the game rightly if, instead of so 
painfully ccrutinizing and trying to suppress 
our wishes, we turn about and lucidly dis- 
criminate the facts. 

In reading this very interesting and sug- 
gestive work on ethics, those who are not 
students of Freud must be careful to keep 
in mind that its deductions are drawn by 
the author from his own interpretations of 
Freudian literature and are not the theories 
stated by Freud himself. The latter has not 
established formulae, schemes, doctrines, cr 
philosophy, but has given us simply the re- 
sults of his investigations among 
psychoneurotics. His works are studies in

GERMAN CULTURE. Edited Professor W. P. 
Patterson. New Yerk Charis Bcrivner's Bone. 


NE cannot help wondering why Professor 
Patterson of Edinburgh University 
compiled this‘ volume and just what moves 
his nine colleagues to contribute te it. Any 
motive would be more or less complicated 
by the fact that anything about Germany still 
‘sells, but it would be both unfair and not 
a little ridiculous to find a purely com- 
mercial impulse in the work. 


Professor Patterson's preface seems to say - 


that the purpose of his undertaking is to 
correct that unreasoning rage which has 
swept Goethe and Wagner, Liebig and. Kant, 
Diirer and Freebel inte the same Gehenna to 
which overheated Britens consign the 
Kaiser, Treitschke, Scharnherst, and poor 
Nietzsche. And it may be that these Eng- 
lish professors thought by showing to their 
own country and the rest of the world, 
patiently and dispassionately, how much Ger- 
many has contributed te the world’s cul- 
ture that they would thereby present a pleas- 
ing contrast to their German colleagues who 
have reviled all culture save their own with 
amazing unreasonableness. 

If this latter has been the purpose, it has 
been fulfilled, for the contributors to this 
volume almost lean backward in their ef- 
fert to be impartial and unbiased in thoir 
appraisal of Germany. But any attempt 
truly to estimate Germany’s place in the 
world’s cultural progress must, necessarily, 
be comparative. Professor Patterson has in- 
vited scholars who are authorities in history, 

hi literature, art, music, 
yi "political ecqnomy, and religion to 
survey, each one, Germany’s achievements tn 
these fields. Each has written his article 
without reference to the other contributors. 
Each has been scrupulous to avoid odious 
comparisons between German genius and that 
of other lands; the supreme effort has been 
to give the facts and keep as cool as possible.

URING the last two years many 
things have happened in the busi- 
ness of books. The war, from its 

very inception, has exerted its in- 
fluence on literature to a degree quite as 
great as on any other line of human en- 
@eavor. This influence, moreover, has been 
_gimilar in its effect to that shown in other 
branches of business. For, at first, the 
erdinary activities incident to the publish- 
ing and selling of books were, in a measure, 
“paralyzed. There was a lack of adjust- 
ment with the abnormal conditions pro- 
@uced by war, and this dislocatfon of an 
industry that usually is less exposed than 
the majority of others to outside disturb- 
ances was not easily or quickly remedied 
Time, however, has brought about natu- 
rally and without apparent effort the re- 
ecuperation in the business of books that 
has been so much needed. The improve- 
ment has been gradual, extending over the 
last twelve months or more, and showing 
itself in various ways. This season, how- 
er, this encouraging feature is more dis- 
tinctly visible than before. Experience has 
at last proved that, in spite of war, people 
read books as much as ever. Indeed, the 
necessity for a wider knowledge of fact and 
theory in the countless human interests 
stimulated, if not created, by so terrible a 
_ geourge as the European conflict, has in 
gome directions increased the average de- 
mand for books. This positive effect of 
the war on literature has now had time to 
make itself felt and is easily, discernible in 
the actual output of books this Spring. 
Publishers’ lists this year are radically dif- 
ferent from similar lists of a few years ago. 
As we have had occasion before to point 
out, there are not so many books published 
as formerly; those that are published, 
however, seem to be better adapted to pres- 
ent needs—a. fact attested by the success 
gaid to be dchieved by a larger proportion 
of them than usual.

It has the hallmarks of that variety 
of literary excursion, and its smooth and 
flowing sentences bespeak’ the“ mind in con-~ 
stant training for gracéful utterance. Never- 
theless, it speaks certain truths with such 
simplicity and clarity that, whatever its date, 
they are as true now as then, and as char- 
acteristic of their author. He would prob- 
ably, for instance, say at this present time 
exactly the same things that he does heré on 
the value of serenity in efficient living. and 
in carrying on the affairs of the world, al- 
though he might say them with more force 
and less academic polish. Pertinent to the 
present moment are these sentences: 

What rebuke of . aimless excitement 
there is to be got out of a little reflec- 
tion, when we have been inveighing 
against the corruption and decadence of 
our own days, if only we have provided 
ourselves with a little knowledge of the 
past wherewith to balance our thought! 
As bad times as these, or any wes see, 
se been reformed, but not. by protests. 

They have been made glorious instead of 
shameful by. the men who kept their 
heads and struck with sure self-posses- 
sion in the fight. No age will take hys- 
terical reform. The world is very human, 
not a bit given to adopting virtues for 
the sake of those who merely bemoan its 
vices, and we are must effective when we 


are most calmly in possession of our 
senses. 


He devotes a good deal of attention-to this 
quality of serenity which he considers “an 
important mark of the right development of 
the true human being, certainly in an age 
passionate and confused as this in which we 


live."” And serenity he considers “‘ the prod- 
uct no doubt of two very different things, 
. namely, vision and digestion.” ‘‘ We in- 
stinctively associate serenity,"’ he says, 


“with the highest types of power among 
men, seeing in it the poise of knowledge and 
calm vision, that supreme heat and mastery 
which is without splutter or noise of any 
kind.” 

With psychologic interest he examines. this 
quality of mental equability, the qualities 
with which it is associated and its influences 
apon man’s life and conduct. Then he goes 
on to discuss how knowledge and sanity of 
view and genuineness result in the greater 
efficiency of the individual.

& BOOK-LOVER’S HOLIDAYS IN THE OPEN. 
Theodore 4. Charies 
Scribmer’s Sons. $2. 

.OLONEL, ROOSEVELT’S latest book 
possesses @ charm impossible to de- 
scribe in a single word. It is a col- 

lection of hunting stories—narratives of ex- 
periences met with during his various expedi- 
tions for big game. The reader is immediate- 
ly admitted te the intimacy of the camp-fires 
that have marked the trail of this mighty 
hunter across the remote countries of the 
earth, and the vivid descriptions of the wil- 
@erness surrounding these camp-fires send one 
@0 an atlas continually. 

While the dominating note of the book is 
@ at of the chase, yet there are other mat- 
ters touched upon—the birth-rate and its 
@ecline, for one; a discussion of personal 
tastes in di for ther; and for @ 
third, we have the pleasure of making the 
acquaintance of a delightful young man from 
Louisiana who, we are emphatically assured, 
#s not “too proud to fight.” But these are 
all in the manner of natural digressions and 
they not only serve to adorn the tale, but in- 
wariably point an excellent moral. 

There are giaring days in the Painted 
Desert, wonderful nights in the great aflences 
ef the Grand Canyon, and prowlirgs inte 
formidable wildernesses—for no other /reazon, 
perhaps, than to see what they are like! In- 
deed, the chapters devoted to Arizona ad- 
ventures will infect the reader with wander- 
lust ; he will look up time-tables and gun cata- 
logues. But they contain, also, matters of a 
more serious value. The author’s observations 
on the conditions of the Indian Reservations 
are splendid; and his detailed description of 
a Hopi Indian snake dance is really an his- 
torical document. In addition to witnessing 
the more or less public dance, Colonel Roose- 
velt was afforded the opportunity of entering 
the temple and seeing the Indian priests per- 
form the ceremony of washing the snakes 
before the dance. The author’s remarks in” 
this connection are intensely interesting. 

It is remarkable how very little is known 
in this country of the rural life in Brazil 
and Argentina. In this day and age, when 
those who are anxious to keep abreast of the 
times are seeking for information on the 
southern hemisphere, the author’s journey 
from S4o Paulo into the northern part of 
Argentina will furnish a very satisfactory 
sidelight om the country “traversed. And 
there are crossings of the Andes—one in par- 
ticular is that made by a low pass in the 
southern part of the range, between Chile and 
Patagonia. And after the crossing followed 
a 400-mile motor trip across the plains of 
Central Argentina. Wherever the narrator 
takes us, we not only see the country through 
which he passes, but feel it, smell it—get the 
flavor of the land itself. 

There is an interesting chapter on primeval 
man—which begins with a visit to the tar- 
holes in the neighborhood of Los Angeles. 
The author has had such a wealth of ex- 
perience at first hand that he finds himself 
frequently in the position where he can cor- 
roborate-the reports of exploring savants by 
virtue of his own keen observations. 

An account of handling the case of an er- 
rant gunbearer during the African hunting 
trips is so amusingly vivid that one cannot 
help regretting its brevity. And there are 
ghost stories, too; tales that have been 
handed down from father to son among our 
frontiersmen. The hardy American pioneers 
may have been intensely practical, bet they 
Managed to keep in circulation a consider- 
able number of weird ghost stories and voo- 
doo mysteries. 

The author’s visit to the Bird Refuge or re- 
serve at the mouth of the Mississippi is ex- 
tremely interesting, and should make friends 
for that necessary, and at present hardly 
adequate, movement to protect North Ameri- 
can bird life. And it is nothing for the 
Colonel to jump from the sub-tropics of the 
Gulf to the autumnal delights of northern 
Quebec, where he kills bull moose, both in 
sport and in self-defense—the matter of 
which makes a good story by itself. 

Holidays in the open may be appreciated, 
perhaps, in a warm chimney corner, but to 
the man with red blood in his veins the book 
gives a feeling of dissatisfaction with the

RYAN HAMMER TITLE 





| Irish Giant Has Legs of Flexible Steel and They Whit 
. Him for the Throw at a Great Pace.

Colossal in stature, gigantic in 
gtrength, yet as fast and light on his 
, feet as a toe dancer is Patrick J. Ryan 
. @f the’ Irish-American A. C., for. the 
past three years champion of the United 
‘States in the hammer throw and holder 
of the existing world’s record with the 
@ixteen-pound wire-handled, leaden- 
headed missile, 189 feet 6% inches. Back

He then 
starts to swing the hammer around his 
head, with arms fully extended except 
when the missile is behind his back. 

This wind-up is noticeably slow and 
deliberate, and he does not increase the 
momentum until the third swing, when 
he is ready to make his first turn. Even 
then his arms are comparatively loosely 
held. 
| Nearing the completion of his third 
wind-up, that is to say, when the ham- 
mer is almost in front of him, Ryan 
‘bends ‘his knees and throws his weight 
on the ball of his left foot and pivots 
on it, bringing the right foot around to 
&- position about two feet behind and 
directly in. back of the right foot’s orig- 
inal position. 

The left foot in the meantime has per- 
formed its duty of pivoting and is 
snapped back the same distance. so that 
at the completion of the first turn both 
the position of the body and of the feet 
are the same as when Ryan started, 
ezcept that he has crossed a little less 
than. a third of the circle. Now, how- 
ever, he is up on his toes and his mo- 
mentum has increased. Here is where 
his remarkable speed is put to its best 
use. It gives him greater throwing 
power because it increases his momen- 
tum as he circles around with the ham- 
mer held at arm's length, 


Extreme Speed on Third Turn. 

The second turn is made almost twice 
as ‘fast as the first, and the third is 
practically identical except that Ryan 
turns as fast as possible on his final 
circuit. He finishes his preliminary 
motions with the hammer over his left 
shoulder. .There is a slight shift of his 
feet and body to give freedom of mo- 
‘tion énough to come around with the 
hammer and with His body facing al- 
most directly in the direction of his 
flight. 

This last effort is rarely accomplished 
by a hammer thrower using three 
turns and is responsible in a great 
degree for Ryan’s superiority. There 
is no jerking or whipping when the 
hammer starts-on its journey, projected 
by all the force that is in the massive 
body of the athlete. Smothness per- 
sonified lies in Ryan’s method in the 
start of the hammer’s flight. 

One of the results of his great height 
is that he gets better elevation with 
the heavy missile, and almost perfect 
trajectory, inasmuch as the apex of 
the hammer’s flight is at an angle of 
about 45 degrees. According to Ryan 
the hammer travels at an average 
height of thirty feet, and at about 
thirty-five or forty feet it has attained 
its greatest height. 

It has been mentioned idan that 
Ryan displays remarkable accuracy 
when tossing the hammer. A good in- 
stance of this occurred at the Spring 
games of the New York Athletic Club 
at Travers Island last gear. Ryan was 
throwing the weight from a circle al- 
most directly opposite the judge's stand, 
where was placed the bell used to sig- 
nify the last lap of the cinderpath con- 
tests. The space between Ryan and the 
bell was more than 170 feet, yet Ryan, 
with his love for fun thought he would 
like to take a_shot at this bell. On 
‘his first.two preliminary tests he failed, 
but each time he improved his range, 
and on his ‘third effort the leaden mis- 
sile crashed against the bell, knocking 
it apart and causing a jangle loud 
enough to be heard over the entire 
Island. Ryan laughed, and his joke 
was enjoyed by two thousand persons | 
who had followed his movements. 


Can Gauge Distance to a Nicety. 


Ryan’s constitution and size becoming 
nervous under the strain of competition, 
but there is a large amount of nervous 
energy stored in that big body of his. 
During a hammer throw competition 
he finds it almost impossible to sit quiet. 
Instead, he parades all around the field, 
and he likes to assist, in measuring and 
judging. At other times he contents 
himself with guessing the distances 
made by his rivals, and he can usually 
come within a small margin of figuring 
correctly. One Sunday afternoon at 
Celtic Park he tossed the hammer 176 
feet 3% inches. The distance was an- 
nounced at a foot less, the mistake 
being caused by the blurred figures on 
a rusted steel tape. Ryan made a roar 
that could be heard in the grandstand 
when he heard the initial announce- 
ment, and he demanded a remeasure- 
ment, He got it, and with it the extra 
foot, which eventually meant a gold 
medal for him. 

The height of Ryan’s ambition is to 
get in “‘one whale of a throw” that 
will lift the record to 200 feet or more. 
Once in practice he did 203 feet, and 
since then he has been dreaming dreams 
of some day getting in a similar toss 
in competition. ‘Not until the circle is 
increased to 8 feét will Pat have mtich 
chance of accomplishing his heart's 
desire, and he knows it as well as any 
one. : 

Ryan comes from a section of Ireland 
which figuratively. is an incubator for 
weight throwers. He was born in 1886 
in Pallasgreen, Limerick, Ireland, 
within a short. distance of the coun-

another great Irish weight thrower and 
holder of numerous Gaelic champion- 
ships. . There was inbred in the subject 
of this study the characteristic desire of 
the Irish lad to toss the weights, and 
after passing 15 years of age, when he 
was not digging and loading potatoes 
for the market he could be found in a 
field of the farm toying with a big 
stone or weight. 

At 18 Pat first entered competition. A 
year later he won the Irish champion- 
ship with the straight-handled hammer, 
his distance. being 141 feet 7 inches. 
Subsequently Ryan became title holder 
with all kinds of favorite Irish aveights 
and stones, and also became champion 
at “rising and striking the hurling 
ball.’ . Patrick J. was versatile in those 
days. Between his weight-throwing 
feats he used to tackle the high jump, 
with varying success, but he never: gave 
enough attention to this division of sport 
to become a real star at it. 

Failed te Enter Police Force, 

Reports of wealth and fame to be 
gained in the States drew Ryan away 
from his beautiful Irish home, just as 
with hundreds of his friends and thou- 
ands and thousands of his countrymen, 
and six years ago he headed from 
Queenstown Harbor for the Statue of 
Liberty. 

Somehow, Ryan escaped the charm of 
the police force when he came here, 
and instead secured himself a position 
at the head of a@ gang of Italian labor- 
ers, a position he still holds and relishes. 
Ryan found lots of time to train in this 
post, hurling laborers from one job to 
another when he had no hammer to 
throw. But usually Pat took up a real 
hammer when his day's toil was over. 

For six months after his arrival here 
Ryan worked continuously with one 
view in mind—to become a champion of 
the United States. He failed in 1912, 
but gained the Metropolitan titular 
honors, and has retained them every 
year since. The same year he cap- 
tured the 56-pound weight throwing 
championship, which appeased in a 
measure his appetite for laurels. 

Ryan’s day came in 1913, when he 
triumphed over Matt McGrath at 
Forbes Field, and for the first time 
became the national champion. He has 
not since relinquished the title. 

The personality of Ryan is so attrac- 
tive that it is worthy of comment al- 
most as much as his ability with the 
hammer. He is of the roqugh and ready 
type of Irishman, with a keen sense ot 
humor, and as willing to be jested with 
as to jest. He has a pugnacious face 
and is of the fighting type when 
aroused. He is easily wrought up dur- 
ing competition, but his ire only serves 
to increase his ability. If called upon 
to fight in combat he will battle from 
the tap of the gong. 

Ryan has only one regret. He never 
took up boxing, though he loved a good 
fight, dnd today his sole regret is that 


phe is not heavyweight champion of the 


world, with a bank book and a check 
book, instead of being merely national 
hammer-throwing champion and world’s 
record holder.

FOR FRESHMEN 


Steps Toward Forming 
Organization. 


Preliminary steps toward the form- 
ation of a league for college freshman 
basket ball players was taken yesterday 
at the annual Spring meeting of the In- 
tercollegiate Basket Ball League at the 
Hotel Imperial. It is probable that the 
proposed organization, the formation of 
which is now in the hands of a com- 
mittee of six appointed by Dr. J, B. 
Raycroft of Princeton, President of the 
Intercollegiate League, will consist of 
five and possibly six colleges. 

The movement has received strong 
favor at Yale, College of the City of 
New York, New York University, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and West 
Point. Columbia. is represented on the 
committee of six, but it is. doubtful 
whether the Morningside Heights insti- 
tution will join such a league. . Senti- 
ment at Princeton is against the pros- 
pective organization and it is likely 
that the Tigers will not join if the 
league is formed. — 

The committee which has this matter 
in hand is comprised of L. Corrigan, 
manager of the C. C. N. Y. quintet; T. 
A. Robinson, freshman manager at 
Yale; H. E. Hochett, manager of 
Columbia; M. A, Miller, coach at New 
York University; Lieutenant K, 5S. 
Bradford of West Point, and C. C. Mc- 
Call, University of Pennsylvania. 

Another meeting of this committee 
rwijl be called in about a month, when 
a final report on the question will be 
made. 

According to some of the collegians 
present at Yyesterday’s meeting, the 
league has become a necessity, for it 
would give valuable experience to first- 
year men, who would be enabled to try 
for the "Varsity in their sophomore 
years. 

The formation of the league hinges on 
its financial-status. If it is found that 
the cost would be too heavy, the proj- 
ect will have. to be abandoned. At the 
present time it is considered improbable 
that more than one game will be played 
between each college. A home-and-home 
series would be impossible because of 
the extra expense. West Point would 
play all its‘games on the Military Acad- 
emy grounds. 

Practically all the business that had 
collected during the Winter was dis- 
posed of at yesterday’s session. There 
was nothing of importance accomplished 
by the delegates, for all matters of in- 
terest go over until the annual Fall 
meeting, when the election of officers 
takes place. 

The championship trophy and individ- 
ual medals were awarded to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania representatives, 
who gained the title last week by de- 
feating Princeton at Philadelphia.

HARRIMAN IN YALE SHELL. 


Will Return Monday, and May 
Stroke Crew Against Quakers.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 1.—TIt is 
doubtful whether any. changes will be 
made in the present make-up of the two 
Yale 'Varsity crews before their race 
with the University of Pennsylvania, 
three weeks from today, except that 
Roland Harriman, who has been ill, is 
expected to resume his seat as stroke 
oar in the "Varsity shell the first of next 
week. Lawrence, who was in the fresh- 
man boat last year, has been at stroke, 
but he does not drive the eight as pow- 
erfully and consistently as Harriman, 
and the regulars have failed to show de- 
cisive_ superiority over the second eight 
in the daily trials, which have included 
both time and speed tests. 

From six to eight hours’ work daily 
has been given the two crews during the 
last week, which has been their first 
of open water this season. They will be 
sent ten to twelve miles once or twice 
in the coming week, and before the 
Pennsylvania race ‘will probably row 
fifteen or sixteen miles an. afternoon oc- 
casionally.. 

The question of stroke oar for both 
eights is one of the most serious which 
Nickalis faces. Both Harriman and 
Rufus Hyatt, the stroke of the second 
eight, are novices at pace setting, and, 
although promising, their form in a 
fiercely contested race is a matter of 
conjecture.

BASKET BALL LEAGUE 


Intercollegiate Body Takes Fitst| 
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IMPROVE RIDGEWOOD LINKS. 


Country Club Members to Open 
Longer Course May 30. 


Extensive improvements are being 
made on the course of the Ridgewood 
CN. J.) Country Club, under plans laid 
out by Donald Ross. These improve- 
ments will result in a course 6,070 yards 
in length, with a par of 74; With the ex- 
ception of a new hole, which probably 
will not be ready before-Fall, the im- 
proved course will be opened for play 
Decoration Day. 

The present fifth hole, 300 yards, has 
been lengthened to 350 yards. The sev- 
enth jand eighth holes, 180 and 300 
yards, respectively, are being “combined 
into one hole of 450 yards. The twelfth 
hole, now 175 yards, will be extended 
to 875 yards, and a new thirteenth hole, 
860 yards in length, will be constructed. 
The fourteenth hole also will be length- 
ened, and the fairway of the six- 
teenth, now a hole of the dog’s leg va- 
riety, will be straightened and length- 
ened, making a hole of 500 yards. The 
additional room thus secured will permit 
the use of the extended seventeenth and 
eighteenth holes, which were tried last 
year, but had to be abandoned on ac- 
count of the congestion created. 

Within the next few days work will be 
started on a dam to be built in the 
brook crossed by the sixth and seventh 
holes, thus forming a small lake, which 
will cover the swampy ground on the 
west bank and extend to the edge of 
the sixth green. This will make the 
sixth hole a pitch of 160 yards over the 
lake to the green, with woods close be- 
hind and on either side. The drive back 


across the lake will be the first shot 
on the new 450-yard seventh hole, after 
which two hills must be crossed before 
the green is reached.

COLUMBIA'S LAST — 
ROW ON MACHINES 


Coach Jim Rice Will Boat the 
Fifty-eight Candidates on 
Hudson Tomorrow. 


Columbia University’s squad of crew 
candidates rowed indoors yesterday for 
the last time this season and‘then dis- 
carded the rowing machines, on which 
they have been working daily since Feb. 
9, for the overhauled shells which they 
will man tomorrow afternoon on the 
Hudson. 

Because of the unusually late: start 
this Winter in the indoor work, Coach 
Jim Rice has,been’ pushing the odrs- 
men, especially the "Varsity candidates, 
at top speed for the last three weks; 
with the result that they will take to 
the shells tomorrow in excellent condi- 
tion. The fifty-eight candidates will 
probably be divided imto five . shells, 
three of which will be ‘Varsity, and 
the remainder will have a less arduou? 
program of work for the Spring under 
the direction of an assistant coach. 

The 'Varsity eight will have the same 
combination that has been used all Win- 
ter with the exception of Simonds in 
bow, who displaced Munroe two weeks 
ago. There is doubt as to who Coach 
Rice will put in as coxswain in the 
event Thomas sticks to his decision 
made last week to resign from the 
squad. Fogg, who piloted the first shell 
at Poughkeepsie last June, is still eligi- 
ble, but has taken on some weight and 
may be succeeded by Paddock, coxswain 
of the junior ’Varsity last Spring. 

There will probably be no definite 
boating of, the freshman crew for seve 
eral weeks. During the period of fn- 
door, practice Coach.Rice has made use 
of various combinations, and has so 
separated the ‘‘ cub ’’ candidates in the 
three rows of machines that he may 
spring a surprise in’ his final: selection 
for the 1919 boat. Of the half dozen 
aspirants for freshman coxswain, Neale 
and Dehls are the most‘promising. —

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GOLF LINKS AT SH AT SHEEPSHEAD 


$1,000,000 to oie, Rape Expendéd on Two 
Courses .Near Motordrome. 


The proposition advanced some time 
ago of making a seaside golf links 
patterned after the famous seaside 
courses abroad in the vicinity of the 
Sheepshead Bay’ Motordrome is about 
to be carried into operation. Arrange- 
ments were made yesterday by Joseph 
T. MacMahon, representing the finan- 
cial backers of the project, to purchase 
a 200-acre tract adjoining the motor- 
drome on which a magnificent club- 
house will be erected and two eighteen- 
hole courses constructed. If the present 
intentions of the founders are carried 
out, the clubhouse will st about 
$150,000 and will be one of the finest 
of*its kind in the country. The entire 
cost of the project is estimated at 


nearly a million dollars. 


A’ great part of the cost of the under- 
taking will be the filling-in necessary 
to provide ‘a solid fairway in some of 
the marshy sections of the new tract. 
In addition to this, as the land is 
nearly all flat, it will be necessary to 
build mounds and hillocks as hazards 
to vary the monotony of level links. 
The creek which winds across the prop- 
erty will be well utilized as a water 
hazard on many holes. A golf architect 
will be engaged to lay out the course,

be brown trout weighing two pounds.

The trout fisherman's best -chance, 


then, for the present is to strike down 


into New Jersey—and the further south 
the better. Presently, however, the 
streams of New York and Connecticut 
will have cleared themselves of the final 
vestiges of Winter's handiwork, and 
later will have replaced the chill, tur- 
gid waters of springtime with clear cur- 
rents sprung from the earth's bosom. 
Then the flies will begin to dot the sur- 
faces of Empire and Nutmeg State 
streams, and the real trout fishing will 
follow the present prelude. 

In Connecticut there are few available 
spots. Good streams there are, but in 
the main they are fished out or reserved 
for club private use, The same applies 
to Long Island, although in the vicinity 
of Smithtown there are certain places 
open for public fishing which afford 
good sport in the right season, that is 
to say, in May and June. 

The early angler who confines him- 
self to New York State will be in dire 
straits this year, for the late and heavy 
snowfalls have retarded the season sad. 
ly. Later in this month some of the 
streams in Putnam and Dutchess Coun- 
ties will probably repay research. Those 
who await May’s ripening influence will 
have better prospects than usual, for a 
creel full of good-sized trout in the 
Willowemoe and Beaverkill Rivers in 
Sullivan County, reached by means of 
the Ontario & Western Railroad; the 
Navesink and Esopus Rivers in the 
Catskill region, reached by the Ulster & 
Delaware Railroad, and the Brodhead 
River and tributaries of the Delaware, 
and other Pike County streams in Penn- 
sylvania. 


A Cluster of Suggestions. 


For the tyro, who may be contem- 
plating taking up trout fishing in 
earnest this season, but who has not 
yet learned through bitter experience 
of the pitfalls to be avoided, a word 
or two, more or less elementary, will be 
useful. 

Trout are not early risers on cold 
days. They lie with their heads up- 
stream, and the big fellows, except at 
night, lurk in the pools and eddies. 
When the water is low thev stick to 
fairly fast currents, holed up under 
the large rocks, ordinarily on the side 
where there is the speediest current. 
‘Fhe small fish like the pockets and slides 
between pools. Snow water is anathema 
to them, and when it is running the 
chief reward of a would-be angler is 
the opportunity to glut his eyes on 
scenic effects by which nature shows 
up Urban and :Bakst. 

The flies, which should be amall and 
should imitate as closely as possible 
the insects on the water, must drift 
with the current. Working them against 
the stream or jiggling them is poor tac- 
tics. Keep out of sight, as far as may 
be, and with the sun in front of you. 
Fish the near by water first instead of 
over-casting. 

When a fish strikes, do not yank the 
rod, but twitch it gently. Give the cap- 
tive line, but keep it taut. If he jumps, 
raise the rod and pull, not too forcibly. 

In fishing pools, begin at the lower 
end. Pools and quiet places, however, 
afford poor sport if the sun is bright 


and there is no breeze to ripple the. 


water, unless the fisherman knows-how 
to handle a long line.. : 
Bait That Proves Enticing. 
If you wish to use bait--and many do, 


despite the attitude of the confirmed. 


fly fisherman—the best ones are bright 
angleworms, white grubs, creepers, 
grasshoppers, crickets, leeches, blow- 
flies, and minnows. The .broadcast an- 
tipathy among anglers to fishing with 
bait. is. pretty well illustrated by the 
remark of a veteran and skilled fisher- 
man to his two young sons, who came 
radiantly to accompany him on their 
first trot fishing expedition, each 
equipped with a box of-worms: ‘ My 
boys, rather than have you humiliate 
your old father to that extent, I would 
whale you both soundly.’’ y 
The dry or floating fly is now used 
@ great deal. Generally speaking, it 
ean ke employed to the best advantage 
only in pools or quiet reaches, although 
a skilled angler may use it with good 
results in any save very rough waters. 
As a rule it is worked only up stream, 


floating naturally on the water, pre- 
ferably with the wings cocked up. Fé

times by a few false casts through the 
air. ‘ 

The most satisfactory equipment is 
as follows: A fly rod eight or nine 
feet long and weighing four and a half 
to six ounces; line as light as can be 
cast; a reel; leaders light and as long 
as possible; flies according to size of 
fish, sizes 8 to 14; a few spinners, 2 
fly book, a leader box, landing net, 
basket and sling strap; mackintosh wad- 
ers, stockings or trousers according to 
the water’s depth, (rubber boots will 
do, but are slippery;) wading shoes with 
hob nails; woolen underwear and socks. 

Sembre and Comfortable Garb. 

A flannel shirt and slouch hat or other 
close-clinging headgear will be found 
fitted to the conditions. that commonly 
confront the angler. All his apparel 
should be as far removed in effect as 


possible from Joseph's coat, the storied } 


garment which aroused envy among his 
brothers. Colors would not arouse en- 
vy among the trout, but they are quite 
likely to arouse apprehensiom. 

The important question of the choice 
of flies is the subject of many thousands 
of reports each year from many thou- 
sand committees of one. If four fisher- 
men meet and discuss the matter, four 
dissenting opinions are assured. Family 
ties, Damon-and-Pythias affections, and 
the charity that suffereth long are rent 
upon this rock. The selection of the 
tiny lures must rest in the end upon 
personal preferences and experiences, 
constantly modified by weather condi- 
tions, the opinions of the trout in the 
stream at hand, and other considera- 
tions. 

A trout fisherman of experience fa- 
vors the following varieties of flies for 
the Catskill and Sullivan County 
streams: 

Beaverkill, Cahill, Coachman, Cow- 
dung, Ginger Quill, Grizzly King, Pro- 
fessor, Queen of Water, Royal Coach- 
man and Whirling Dun. These flies, 
both dry and wet, are in high favor 
among the angling pilgrims from New 
York City to the regions mentioned. 

Other patterns which have earnest ad- 
vocates for their use in the same waters 
include the Apple Green, Blue Dun, 
Blue Quill, Cinnamon, Female Beaver- 
kill, Ginger Hackle, Greenwell's Glory, 
Hare's Ear, Hare’s Ear Quill, March 
Brown, Mole, Pale Evening Dun, Pink 
Lady, Seth Green and Wickham's 
Fancy. 

The following patterns have partisans, 
for these streams, although not 50 many 
as the ones listed above: Alder, Black 
Gnat, Brown Hackle, Brown May, 
Cricket, Flight’s Fancy, Grannom, Gray 
Drake, Golden Monkey, Governor, Gor- 
don Special, Gray Hackle, Green Drake, 
Imbrie, Iron Blue, Katydid, Montreal, 
Moth, Olive Dun, Pink Wickham, Pur- 
ple May, Red Quill, Red Spinner, Rube 
Wood, Silver Doctor, Silver Serge, 
Stone, Swiftwater, White Miller, Yel- 
low Dun and Yellow Sally. 

Flies of Subdued Colors. 

Brown trout rule in the stream of the 
regions mentioned, and: for them the 
dove has more charm than the tbird of 
paradise.

The choice 
of an artificial lure to match as nicely 
as may be the live one that is glutting 
trout hunger is considered the very 
big best test of eligibility for the Wal- 
halla of anglers,

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Ten Eyck, Former. Coach, Tells 
| How Oarsmen of Western 
City Worked Wonders. 


When the national regatta was 


‘| awarded to Duluth at the meeting of- the 


Executive Board of the N. A, A, O. 
recently, no.one was more jubilant than 
"Young Jim” Ten Eyck, formerly 
coach of the club from that city. Tak- 
ing into consideration the fact that the 
Duluth Boat Club sent-.a-crew of thirty- 
four men all the way to Springfield last 
year, where, with eleven entries, they 
captured ten of the twelve events for 
which they were eligible. Ten Eyck ex- 
pects them to make a great showing on 
their home course. 

Last year the Duluth Club had an 
entry in every event except the inter- 
mediate singles, where their. man was 
scratched to keep him fresh for the four- 
shell race, and the championship singles, 
for which no Duluth man was eligible. 
Their sculler Hoover was the only Du- 
luth man to be led home by a rival oars- 
man du the regatta, Waldo Smith 
of the N. Y. A. C. winning the associa- 
tion senior singles in which Hoover was 
entered. As the three races which did 
mot go to the Western club were the 
singles .events, the blue-shirted boys 
from Duluth captured forty-eight out of 
@ total of a possible fifty-one individual 
prizes on the regatta program. 

The Western scullers and sweep men 
came on to the East fully prepared to 
clean up the river..

. vaining for the races were put up for 
months ahead of time at the clubhouse, 
Many of their Hastern competitors at 
the national regatta expressed the opin- 
fon that the Duluth oarsmen had ad- 
vantages which the others here did not 
possess, 

When questioned on this point recently 
by a Times representative, Ten Eyck 
laughed aloud. ‘I know,’’ he said, 
“*that some of the boys here think our 
crews were composed of young million- 
aires who had nothing to do but buy 
shells and practice in them all day long 
while the munificent club looked after 
their material welfare on a sumptuous 
scale; but that is far from the truth— 
very far indeed. In the first. place, our 
oarsmen come from every walk of life, 
We have one or two chaps who are well 
off, but the majority of our boys are 
working hard in the Duluth offices, 
getting anything but stupendous sal- 
aries, and some of them are kept pretty 
hard at their trades even through: al 
the training. : 

** We have 1,500 members in our club, 
all of them deeply interested in the 
crews, and it is this interest among 
such a number that enables us to turn 
out such a complete set of crews. As 
fon the gorgeous training life that our 
boys are’ supposed to lead, it simply 
does not exist. Here is our arrange- 
ment. All the boys who are endeavor- 
— to make seats in the boats have the 
z vilege of sleeping at the clubhouse. 

ut this does not mean a private suite 
with a luxurious bath. The boys all 
sleep in bunks, the kind you find on 
board ship or in lumber camps, one on 
top of the other in long rows. The 
place where the boys were housed last 
year was a sort of abandoned lumber 
attic, where 7 had to squeeze past 
the bundles of umber to t into the 
berths. However, they h Plenty of 
fresh air; even if they were a little 
cram for room. 

“The training table is another in- 
stance of how much interest the boys 
themselves took in the game. The club 
had practically nothing to do with it. 
The boys themselves chip in 85 cents 
@ day, and for this sum it was possible 
to get AS breakfast and a supper for 
them, ey bought their own lunches 
in the city at the noon hour, but they 
were told just what sort of light lunch 
to buy amd they stuck to it rigidly. 
The cents a day supported their 
table, so you see that their fare was 
anything it regal. hey never got 
porterhouse or tenderloin; they got 
round .steak, and we used to beat it 
with a club to soften it up before cook- 
ing, Every other article was purchased 
with the same idea in ‘mind,—strict 
economy, Fancy foods were banished 
and desserts were unknown. 

‘‘ As far as the actual training went, 
there again the boys themselves took 
the active part. I told them what to 
do and how to do it, and they did it. 
They got out in the morning on the 
river before they went to work and 
after quitting work at night they went 
out again in the shells. They worked 
hard and incessantly. It was this hard 
work and enthusiasm that attracted the 
attention of men like Mr. Barnes, but 
no amount of financial aid will make 
a boat go faster than the men in it can 
pull it. The Duluth boys worked their 
own wonders and the boys in. the Kast 
here can do the same thing if they want 
to roll up their sleeves and get to it.’’

Like ingot cop- 
per, they have advanced over 100 per 
cent. in price, and the demand has sud- 
denly shifted in large measure from the

Two things stood out in the changes 
shown in Dun’s list of wholesale com- 
modities prices last week. One was the 
number and strength of the fluctuations 
in foodstuffs, and the other was the 
few changes that were shown in the 
metals. In the whole list, 81 out of the 
821 commodities given showed new lev- 
els, 55 of which were higher than those 
of.the week before.

So numerous were the changes in 
foodstuffs during the last week that 
they made up more than a third of all 
the revisions indicated in the general 
list. In all there were thirty-three 
changes, of which all but eight were 
advances. As a result of the recovery 
in wheat, flour prices all were higher, 
the increases ranging from 10 cents a 
barrel on .Winter patent and Spring 
clear to 40 cents a barrel on Spring pat- 
ent and Winter clear. Bacon, 140s down, 
was higher in this city, while hams de- 
clined. In icago all of the live 
meats fell off in price, but prime lard, 
mess pork, and short ribs all advanced. 

There was not much change in the 
dairy products, though renovated but- 
ter, first quality, and fancy near-by 
eggs were higher. The best Western 
ef&gs again declined, but both quotations 
on eggs-are now higher than those of 
@ year ago. Cheese showed very little 
change either way. Fresh fruits showed 
no marked changes during the week, but 
several variation of of dried ones advanced 
for the second week in succession. Fresh

TO REOPEN RATE CASES. 
Commerce Commission Will. Hear 
Arguments. on Intermountain 

+ Tariffs. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today re- 
opened the so-called intermountain rate 
case involving rates on canned goods, 
dry goods, hardware, iron and steel, 
oils, paints, paper, and many other com- 


Pacific Coast and intermountain terri- 


tory. Seve cases involving rates on 
certain commodities moving from the 
Pacific eastward through Gulf. ports to 
the Atlantic seaboard also were re- 
opened. i 

The intermountain case was oy abit 
upon petitions by the Nevada lroad 
Commission and the Spokane Merchants 
Association, The other cases involvi 
shipments from the Pacific eastwa 
were reopened on the commission’s own 
initiative. 

At hearings to begin here April 24 the 
commission will ke evidence of 
changes in transportation conditions 
since the entry of its previous decisions. 
The last of the intermountain rate cases 
was disposed of in April, 1915. 

The petitions upon which the commis- 
sion decided to reopen the intermountain 
case did not uest a reduction in rates 
to intermountain territory, but asked 
that they be placed upon a competitive 
basis with coast to coast rates. The 
latter apply from ints on the Atlan- 
tic Seaboard to Portland, Ore., San 
Francisco, Seattle, Vancouver, and San 
Pedro, the port of Los Angeles... With 
the exception of these cities the inter- 
mountain territo includes the entire 
country between e Pacific Coast and 
Denver. 

It is pointed out that water rates have 
greatly advanced since the commission 
rendered its decision and are far in ex- 
cess of the transcontinental rail rates. 


PLANS FOR CHINESE LOAN. 


Credit to be in Dollars and to Re- 
main In America. 


The Chinese loan, suggested by. the 
naming of Lee, Higginson & Co. as 
fiscal\ agents for the Government of 
China, may be ‘arranged soon, although 
no agreement has been made yet. The 
Guaranty Trust Company, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, will be associated 
with Lee, Higginson & Co. in any secur- 
ity offering that may be decided upon. 

Preliminary negotiations with the Chi- 
nese representatives have been based on 
a plan to provide about $5,000,000 on 
three-year Treasury notes, to be sold at 
a discount. It is suggested that if the 
offering is well received it may be fol- 
lowed by larger issues. 

If the loan, which has not passed the 
tentative stage, is decided upon it will 
be issued in dollars, and the proceeds 
will be kept in this country as a fund 
for the provision of dollar exchange for 
China, Exporters and other business 
men dealing with the Chinese have’ in 
the past had to contract for payment in 
sterling at London. In future it is ex- 
pected that arrangements can be made 
to draw upon buyers in New York funds. 
In this respect the transaction is simi- 
lar to that of Brown Bros. & Co. with 
the French Government, under which 
$20,000,000 was supplied in this city to 
be drawn against in favor of French 
business houses. 


LONDON MARKET CHEERFUL. 


Money In Good Demand and Dis- 
count Rates Are Firm. 


LONDON, April 1.—Although revenue 
collections tightened the money mar- 
ket the year’s returns published yester- 
day created a cheerful feeling on the 
Stock Exchange today and helped main- 
tain funds on a steady basis. Oil shares 
and Eastern Rand mine stocks were in 
good demand, but dealings in other di- 
rections were meagre.

ASK FOR SANE RESTRICTIONS 


Much City Real Estate Damaged in 
'. Malue by Mixing Unsulted 
industries. 


Public appreciation. of the benefits 
planned for the city by the Commission 
on .Building Districts and Restrictions 
in its proposal to set apart areas for 
business and residence and provide 
reasonable limitation of building heights 
has. been -considerably enhanced as a 
result of the hearings the last’ week 


-In no part of the city has the realiza- 


tion of the need for future stability 
been more pronounced than in the Fifth 
Avenue shopping centre north of Thirty- 
third Street. 

The retail merchants in that area, 
with the help of the Fifth Avenue As- 
sociation and other organizations work- 
ing to prevent invasion by objectionable 
trades, are thoroughly in favor of the 
restrictions suggested by the commis- 
sion. In their effort to obtain these 
safeguards the ‘“‘ Save New York Com- 
mittee" has been organized with the 
obiect of persuading garment manu- 
facturing firms to select other parts of 
the city just as suitable for their busi- 
ness. 

The committee has had conferences 
with leading garment manufacturers, 
and the advertisement which appears in 
this morning’s New York papers indi- 
cates that they are heartily co-operat- 
ing with the retail merchants to pre- 
vent further incursions into the Fifth 
Avenue shopping centre. Many gar- 
ment firms. which now occupy lofts 
above Thirty-fourth Street have ex- 
pressed willingness to move when their 
leases expire, and several firms which 
had planned to move into the retail 
centre this Spring are now endeavoring 
to cancel leases or sublease to other 
tenants more suited to the neighbor- 
hood.

“This petition of the cloak, suit, and 
skirt manufacturers is a virtual protest 
against that indifferent attitude which 
has unknowingly and without realiza- 
tion ay Lorne the rapid transformations 
which are now taking place in the resi- 
dential and retail sections. 

“Our committee has received assur- 
ances that if the manufacturers will 
move out of the restricted zone many 
wholesale concerns which have been re- 
luctant to use lofts for showroom space 
and which do not manufacture are wil:- 
ing to occupy the space now under lease 
to these manufacturers. - 

“The manufacturers realize that out- 
of-town. buyers find it inconvenient in 
purchasing their merchandise to travel 
over a territory from Bleecker Street 
to Fortieth Street, and that if their in- 
dustry can be concentrated in a definite 
locality it will not only help the out- 
of-town buyers and incidentally their 
own business but will reduce their over- 
head charges. 

“To effectively accomplish this result 
owners of property below Twenty-third 
Street should erect modern fireproof 
buildings which can properly house 
these factories. The rent of lofts in the 
section below Twenty-third Street will 
be less than one-half of the rent now 
being paid oy manufacturers in the re- 
stricted retail zone. 

_“ The invasion of*factories in the sec- 
tion between Fourteenth and Twenty- 
third Streets has caused the loss of 
many millions of dollars in the valu- 
ation of property. There are rows of 
empty buildings in a section formerly 
thickly populated, and such lofts as are 
rented produce an income less than one- 
half of their former return. Assessed 
valuations have been materially re- 
duced, resulting in diminished taxes to 
the city, and if similar conditions should 
prevail above Thirty-third Street there 
would be another repetition of lower 
assessed valuations.”’

stories of a business success arising out 
of the war. 'The company is to be cap- 
italized. with .300,000 shares of stock, 
without par value, and $5,000,000 of 
five-year notes. 

Lee, Higginson & Co., Hornblower & 
Weeks, Kissel, Kinnicut & Co., and 
Eastman, Dillon & Co. as managers of 
a large underwriting syndicate, have 
purchased 150,000 shares of the new 
stock. The balance is to be held by the 
original owners, and 100,000 shares of 
the bankers’ stock is to be offered for 
sale. Ags the offering price is 70, it ap- 
pears that the value of the business 
started less than two years ago on an 
original investment of about $1,000, ac- 
cording to a report current in the finan- 
cial district, is now rated at $26,000,000. 

The $5,000,000 of notes has been sold 
to the Guaranty Trust fompany, which 
has been closely. associated; with the 
foreign trade firm, and the proceeds, 
with the money received for a half in- 
terest in the stock, is to go into the 
company’s treasury to provide for ex- 
pansion. Charles H. Sabin, President 
of the trust company, is Chairman of 
the Board of Difectors of Gaston, Will- 
iams & Wigmore. 

At the outbreak of the war G: A. Gas- 
ton, then President of the Ashtabula 
Steamship Company, saw the possibili- 
ties for American manufacturers in the 
sudden demand for supplies, and se- 
cured a large amount of orders, mainly 
for automobile trucks, from the Allies. 
Returning to this country, he interested 
Mr. Sabin and started out for business 
on a larger scale. Since that time a 
selling organization has been built up 
which did last year more than $47,000,- 

gross business, with net profits of 
$4,800,000. The company paid out more 
than $5,000,000 as ocean freights last 
year. There are now eight subsidiary 
corporations in different foreign coun- 
tries and thirty agencies, or branches 
covering nearly all of the world. Serv- 
ice stations are maintained wherever 
branch offices exist to care for ma- 
chines sold. 

The company now has the exclusive 
agency in England for the. Packard, 
Locomobile, Pierce, and Jeffery cars, 
both commercial and for pleasure. It 
has the exclusive right to sell the Dodge 
in Russia and France, the Chevrolet in 
Russia and South Africa, and the Reo 
anywhere outside of the United States. 
Service stations for these cars are main- 
tained in London, trograd, Moscow, 
Paris, and Rome. The company has 
shipped 100,000 tons of railway supplies, 
valued at $6,000,000, to Iussia, and has 
transported 450 locomotives to the same 
country. Other articles entering into 
last year’s business were $10,000,000 
worth of various metals, a large quan- 
tity of shoes, talking machines, type- 
writers, cotton goods, crackers, ma- 
chinery, electrical equipment, and 
chocolate. From France a single order 
for 1,000 American typewriters was ob- 
tained. 

In Portugal Gaston, Williams & Wis- 
more acquired a half interest in an oid 
import and export house and in South 
Africa a half interest in Airey & Co. 
South America has purchased ‘arge 
quantities of supplies in this country 
hitherto bought in Europe. The com- 
pany has already put into operation 
steamships with an aggregate tonnage 
of 30,000 to carry American products;

need of new boilers; and four other 
ships absent on account of shortage of 
officers and men. Last year there 
were twenty-six destroyers with the 
fleet; this year there are only eight- 
een with the fleet, owing to lack of 
personnel. Emphasis was given to the 
fact that two battleships were absent 
on account of matériel, while four 
ships of that type were out of service 
through personnel shortage. Admiral 
Fuiercuss could net say how long the 
North Dakota would be under ré- 
pairs, having been withdrawn a year 
ago and now awaiting an appropria- 
tion for the work. The Georgia might 
be out of the fleet for six or eight 
months, but in that ship alse there 
was a pending item of appropriation. 

He was in favor of increasing the 
size of the cruising fleet as soon ag it 
was possible to obtain the personnel. 
He regarded it as most essential to 
possess the additional personnel, 

He brought out the fact that eight- 
een destroyers to the fifteen battle- 
ships with the fleet represented an al- 
tegether inadequate proportion, and 
that it would be better to have double 
that number of destroyers with the 
fleet for the purpose of training in 
manoeuvres, tactical drills, and the 
working out of problems.
